Time muſt diſcover to be either true or falſe, but ſach 
only as it has already ſtamp'd with the undeniable Mark 
of Truth: For Time alone it is, that in this Age of

and to diſcern between e real Beantigs of the one, and 
the artful Colourings that are induſtriouſly laid on to con- 
ceal the Deformity of the other, We ſhall be religiouſly

As to the Method we obſerve in our Narration, we 


need not ſay much in Juſtification of it; it will anſwer - 


for it ſelf: For our Deſign being to give a general Hiſtory 


of the Univerſe, we could not place the Tranſactions more 
properly, than under the ſeveral Countries, in which they 
were acted. It cannot be expected that each Regiſter, 
which conſiſts of ſo ſmall a Number of Sheets, ſhould 
mention every Country of which we pretend to treat; 
and therefore it ſhall ſpeak only of thoſe in which the 


moſt memorable Occurrences have happen'd during the 
three Months of which each Book is to contain the Rela- 


tion. Some Countries are not taken Notice of in this 


Regiſter, that will be mention'd in our next; in which, 
ſome will be omitted, that are mentiou'd here. Venice and 
Turky for Example, have. afforded us ſcarce any Thing 


worth mentioning, for ſome Months paſt ; but we are de- 


ceiv'd in our Expectation, if they do nor furniſh us 
with Matter 'to fill up ſome Pages of our next Regiſter. 


Whenever therefore we omit any Country, let it not be. 
'2magin'd, we have forgot it, but rather that nothing re- 


markable has happen'd in it, or that we are waiting for 
ſome greater Event, to make our Relations the more per- 
fee. | | 


Having in our firſt Regiſer begun our Accounts of | 
ſome Countries earlier than we propos'd to have done, 


we have indeed ſomewhat deviated from our Deſign,

League fron the Sea, at the foot of the Caſtle ; and 


the whole Iſland is about twelve Leagues in 8 


and has belong d to the Venetians above three hundre 
Years. The Country has excellent Wines, very deli- 
cious Figs, and a great Quantity of Rabbits. The 
Inhabitants traffick in Silk, and are moſt Papiſts, there 
being but few of them of the Grecian Church. © 
About the ſame Time that Tino was thus taken by 
the naval Forces of rhe Infidels, the Grand V7zjer, 
wich an Army of about 45000 Men, paſs'd the bmi 
of Corinth, that is, the narrow Neck of Land between 
the Gulph of Lepanto and - han Engia, which-Jjoing

the Morea to Achaia and the reſt of Greece, and took 
by Storm the Town of that Name, which is ſituate 
near the Iſthmus, refuſing to grant any Capirulation, but 
putting moſt of the Garriſon to the Sword, and ma- 
Tie the reſt Priſoners of War. From thence he pro- 
ceeded to Napoli di Romania, the Capital of the Morea, 
This City is built on the Top of a ſmal} Promontory, 
which is divided into two Parts; one Side of which 
runs into the Sea, and forms a ſafe and ſpacious Ha- 
ven; and the other Side, towards the Land, renders 
the Paſſage to the Town almoſt inacceſſible, there be- 
ing no other but a narrow and ſtony Way to come to it, 
between the Mountain Palamida and the Sea-Shore. 
The Entrance of the Haven is ſo narrow, that no more 
than one Galley can paſs at once, but the Inſide of it ãs 
capable of a whole Fleet. Yet this Place, ſo ſtrong 
by Nature, as well as fortify'd by Art, and provided 
with a Garriſon of ſix thouſand Men, together with 
all Things neceſſary for a vigorous Defence, ſurrendet d 
almoſt as ſoon as it was beſieg d. After which, Modon, 
Patrazzo, with divers other Towns and Caſtles, and 
laſt of all Napoli di Malvaja, as eaſily ſubmitted. In 
a Word, the-whole Morea was in one Compaign as 
ignominioufly loſt, as it had been gloriouſly conquer'd 
at the Expence of much Blood and Treaſure; and the 
_ Ottomans carry d above fourſcore thouſand Souls, with 

all their Effects, into Slavery. N 
The Morea is a large Peninſula, nam'd formerly Pe- 
loßonne ſus, on the South of Greece, ſurrounded with the 
Sea on all Sides, except the North, where the /ſthmus 
ol Corinth joins it with Achaia. The moſt probable 
Opinion of its Name is, that its Shape, like a Mul- 
berry-Leaf, call'd in Greek Moęia, and in Latin Morus, 
gave Occafion to the laſt Emperors of Conſtaniinople to 
call it Morea. This Peninſula is near five hundred and 
fifty Miles about, and now divided into four Provinces, 
2112.1. Sacanie, or leſſer Romania; 2. Tzaconia, or Maind's 
Arm; 3. Belvedere, and 4. Clarence. This laſt is the 
moſt conſiderable, and had formerly the Title of Duke- 
dom. The Climate temperate, and the Soil fruitful ; 
but there are many Rocks and Caves, which occaſion 
frequent Earthquakes, The Fenetians made a Conqueſt 
2 of 


of this Country in the Year 4687, which was .confirned 


to them by the Peace of Curlowilz in 1699. We re» 
turn now to our Narration. ae ' 


The Turks having thus conquer d the Morea, and 
taken, beſides Sula and Shina- Longua, two Fortteſſes 
on the Coaſt of Candia, withdrew into Winter- Quar- 
ters, as did likewiſe the Venetiant, and no Hoſtilities, 
worth taking Notice of, have ſince happen d between 
them. Both Sides are making vaſt Preparations for 
the next Campaign; for the Succeſs of which, they 
have been ſending up their Vows to Heaven. The 
Devotions of the Turks have been ſo very extraordina- 
ry, that we think it worth while to tranſcribe the 
Sultan's Order for the Performance of them. 


THE Grand Sultan having Cauſe to fear that Gd 
I. will let looſe the Scourge of his Wrath to cha- 
ſtiſe his Empire and all his Subjects, and being deſirous 
to prevent his own and, his Peoples falling into the 
Hands of the Chriſtians, his Enemies, he moſt fervent- 
ly prays that the Wrath of the Almighty may he ap- 
peas d by means of the Proceſſion of his great Prophet 
Mahomet: To this End he ſtrictly commands all his 

Subjects whatſoever, to obſerve a moſt rigorous Faſt two | 
Days in the Week, that is to ſay, every Monday and 
Friday, by abſtaining from all Sorts of Nouriſhment, 
both of Meat and Drink, till the Evening. And on 

_ thoſe two Days, the Mufti, or Chief Prieſt, with his 
_ Clergy aſſiſting him; all of them clad in Hair-Cloth, 

hall go in Proceſſion thro the Street of Mecca, with 
their Eyes fix d on the Ground, and ſhall cry aloud, 
that the Inhabitants may hear them, the following 

Words, O God, affift thy Profle. to 

Thbe Sultan farther commands,. That the Shrine of 

Mahomet be carry d to a publick Place on four Columns

{crib's to our ſelves.in Point of Time, to begin our. 


Accounts of foreign Affairs, we think it neceſſary to 


acquaint the Publick how the King of Friſſia and his 
Britannick Majeſty, as Elector of Brunſwick and Lunen- 


burg, came to engage themſelves in it, and to declare 


War againſt the King of Sweden. This we can no 


Way better do, than by inſerting the Manifeſtos pub- 
liſh'd by thoſe Princes, before they broke out into open. 
Hoſtilities. We will begin with an Extract only of that 
of the King of Pruſſia, which, nevertheleſs, contains a 
full Account of the Reaſons of this fatal War, and of 
the principal Occurrences that were the Occaſion of it. 


Extract of the Motives bat have induc d bi 
Majeſty, the King of Pruſſia, 'to charge

Sweden; but on the contrary, they have wink d at 
everal Steps the Swedes have taken to their Detriment

The Miniſtry of Sweden cannot have forgot the Pro- 
poſals which the King of Pruſſia made for that End, in 
the Conferences held vith Count Melling; and even 
at Bender, by the Expreſs that was ſent thither; but 
all to no Purpoſe, for the King of Sweden rejected eve- 
ry Thing that tended to the reſtoring of Peace. 
Indeed, after the Misfortune that happen d to Count 
Steinbock in Holſlein, where he and all his Army were 


taken Priſoners, Count Welling, by Virtue of the full 
Powers the King his Maſter had given him, concluded 
2 Treaty with the Prince Adminiftrator of Holſtein- 


Gottorp, by.which it was agreed, that the Towns of 
Stetin and Wiſmar ſhould be ſequeſter'd into the Hands 
of the King of Pruſſia and the faid Adminiſtrator, to 
ſecure them, as well as all the reſt of the Swediſh Pome- 
ranis, from all the Dangers that threaten d them froni

This Project having been propos d in the moſt preſ- 
ſing Manner to the King of Pruſſia; by the Court of 
Holflein Gottorp, his Majeſty readily agreed to it; hows | 
ever; he would not proceed in this Affair without the 
Confent of the Parties coneern'd; accordingly, he ſent 


| to ptopoſe this Expedient to the Generals who com- 


manded the Artnieg of the Princes that wete at Waf 
with Sweden, and they approv'd of it. 
Thus his Majeſty agreed on the Conditions of the

While Affairs were in chis Poſture, the Northern 


Allies purſu d their former Project, to make themſelves 
Maſters of the Swediſh Pomerania ; and marching thi- 
ther with their Army, poſſeſs d themſelves of the Iſland 
of Rygen, and forc d Stetin to capitulate with Prince 
Menzikeff, who commanded the Siege.

This was the Poſture of Affairs when the King of 
Sweden arriv d at Straelſund, which he notify'd to the 
iT Ning of Pruſſia, in a Manner ſeemingly obliging, and 
ſuch as gave ſome Hopes of an Accommodation of the 
Differences betwixt them: To turther which, his Pruſe 
fan Majeſty repreſented to the Baron de Frzeſendorf, 
the King of, Sweden's Miniſter at Berlin, that he had 
acted with a ſincere Intention on his Part, to ſerve the 
King of Sweden, and aſſur d him of his Deſire to live 
in perfect Friendibip with him; he likewiſe ſent the

With theſe Views, the King of Sweden made all poſ- 
ſible Preparations; he put a Fleet to Sea much earlier 
in the Year than uſual, and tranſported a conſiderable 
Number of Troops from Sweden to Germeny, with 
which he diſlodg d, by Force the Pruſſian Garriſon from 
the Town of Wolgaft, tho that Place were included by 
Name in the Sequeſtratio o. 
Nothing had been eaſier, than for his Pruſſean Maje- 
ſty to have return d this Inſult in Kind; but he was fo 
far from giving the leaſt Handle to kindle a War, that 
he reſented it no otherwiſe than by immediately ſend- 
ing an Officer to Straelſund, with a Repreſentation 
againſt thoſe Proceedings: And tho' this Affront was 
offer d him in February, yet, at the preſſing Inſtances. 
of the Court of France, he ſtay'd till May, without 
entering into any Meaſures with other Potentates, or 
acting in the leaſt againſt the King of Sweden; who, in 
the mean Time, not only return'd him no Anſwer, 
but about the End of April, committed farther Hoſti- - 
lities againſt him, by attacking the Iſle of Lſedom, and 
forcing the Pruſſian 2 that were poſted there, to 
diſlodge, even tho' that Place was comprehended in 
the Sequeſtration, as well as Wolgaff, He likewiſe ſent 
arm'd Veſſels into the River Pehne, and block d up the 
Fruſſian Garriſon in Stetin on that Side.

Times and in ſuch Places as he ſhould think fit. This 
has occaſiond great Troubles in the Cireles of the Up- 
er and Lower y, and has involv'd in utter Ruin 
the Countries and Subjects of many innocent States of 
the Empire; tho to ſpeak Truth, the Sediſh Provin- 
ces in Germany have ſuffer d moſt, being in great Part 
quite loſt from Sweden. | N 

After this, what could reaſonably be expected, but 
that the King of Sweden, touch d, if not by the Ruin

Now, foraſmuch as it is permitted by the Law of

er; and that beſides, his Britannict Majeſty is oblig d 
not only with regard to his own Dominions and Sub- 


Jects in Germany, as Elector of Brunſwick and Lunen- 
burg, but alſo with Regard to the Empire, and as he 
is one of the Directors of the Circle of the Lower Sax- 


ony, to contribute as much as in him lies, all that may 


ſerve to divert and Rifle the new War, with which 
this Circle and its Neighbourhood is threaten'd by the 
King of Sweden, before the Flame be too great to be 
extinguiſh d; and ro procure Peace and Tranquillity,

any Exception ; however, with this Proviſo, that the 
Moment he was put in Poſſeſſion of them, he ſhould 
declare War againſt Sweden. This Treaty was ratify d 
and exchang'd on the 17th of Fuly 1715; and, in pur- 
ſuance of it, the, two Dukedoms above-mention'd, 
with all their Dependencies, were actually deliver'd up 
to his Britannick Majeſty, on the 15th of October fol- 
lowing, being the very Day that the above Declaration 
of War bears Date; immediately after which, ſome 
Troops of Hannover march'd into Pomerania, to join 
the Danes and Pruſſians, who had already retaken the 
Ille of Uſedow, made themſelves Maſters of that of Ru- 


gen, and were then attacking Miſmar and Strae!ſuad ; 
the laſt of which is a very ſtrong City, in the Hither 


Pomerania, upon the Shores of the Baltic& Sea; it was 
formerly a free Imperial City, but is now one of the 
Hanſe Towns. It is built in a Triangle, and has three 

3 Gates, 
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Gates, to which there is no coming any other Way, 


but by long and well fortify'd Cauſeways, or rather 


Dikes, caſt up in the midſt of great Marſhes or Bogs, 
with which the City is ſurrounded, except where it 


lies open to the Sea, ſo that it cannot be attack d but 


by thoſe three Dikes. The Elector of Brandenburg took 
this Town in 1678, after he had ruin'd 1500 Houſes 


by his Bombs and other Fireworks, and the next Year 
It was deliver'd to the Swedes again, by the Treaty of 


St. Germain. 1 . 

The Danes and Pruſſians open d the Trenches before 
it on the 1gth of October, and carry'd on the Siege 
with ſo much Vigour, that notwithſtanding the King 
of Sweden defended the Place in Perſon, that Prince 
was oblig d to retire from thence the 21ſt of December, 


on Board a Ship; upon which, his Generals ſurrender'd 


Strael ſund the 23d of that Month, to the Northern 
Allies. 5 | 

| Thus the Swedes have loſt all their Dominions in the 
Empire, except Mei ſmar, in the Dukedom of Mecklen- 
burg, which is clofely block'd up, and are reduc'd 


within their antient Limits on the other Side of the 


Baltick. The King of Pruſſia is in Poſſeſſion of Stevi, 
and all the Territories mention'd in the Treaty of Se- 
queſtration ; which are that Part of Pomerania, that 
lies between Stetin and the Fehne, and between that 
River and the Oder, in which > Beladed Wolgaſt 
and Lſedom. The King of Denmark remains in Poſ- 


ſeſſion of Strael ſund and Rugen, where the Government 


is ad miniſter d in his Name; ſo that all that Part of 
Pomerania, which lies between the Pehne and the Sea,

THE Affairs of Poland are in the fame perplex'd 
4. Condition, in which they have been almoſt ever 
ſince the Election of King Auguſtus to that Throne. 
Nothing has been able to cure the Foles of their Fears

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and Jealouſies, on Account of the Saxon Troops. Theſe

Our principal Study, during the whole Courſe of 
Our Reign, has ever been to preſerve, within Our King- 
dom, the Purity of the Roman Catholick Religion, by 
removing all manner of Innovations ; and We-have 
usd Our utmoſt Endeavours to unite to the Church 
thoſe who had ſeparated themſelves from it: Our In- 
tention therefore is, That the Council of Regency ap- 
ply themſelves to maintain the Laws and Ordinances 
made by Us for that Purpoſe ; and We exhort the 
Dauphin, Our Grandſon, when he ſhall be of Age to 
govern by himſelf, never to ſuffer the ſame to be in-

Of all the ſeveral Eſtabliſhmenrs We have made.

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to the State, than that of the Royal Hoſpital of the 
Invalids. It is but Juſtice, that the Soldiers, who, by 
Reaſon of the Wounds they have recei vd in War, or 
who, by their long Service, and advanc'd Age, are not 
able to work for a Livelihood, ſhould have a certain 
Subſiſtence for the Remainder of their Days; and that 
many Officers, who are deſtitute of the Goods of For- 
tune, ſhould there likewiſe find an honourable Re- 
treat. All manner of Motives ought to engage the 
Dauphin, and all the Kings Our Succeſſors, to ſupport 
this Eſtabliſhment, and to grant it their particular 
Protection: We exhort them ſo to do, as much as lies 


in Our Power.

After the Will and Codicils were read, the Duke of 
Oricans complain d of a Diſpoſition made ſo contrary 
to the Laws and Uſage of the Realm, ſo prejudicial to 
his Right, and ſo inconſiſtent with the late King's De- 
claration to him, as well in priy>te, as openly, in the 
Preſence of many perſons, that he ſhould be Regent of 
the Kingdom ; and therefore he moy'd, That neither 


the Will nor Codicils thould be regiſter d, but that the 


Parliament ſhould adjudge the Regency to him, with- 
out any Reſtriction. Accordingly, the Parliament did 
adjudge the Regency to him, and the ſame Day paſs'd 
ſeveral Acts, viz. An Act, That the Duke of Orleans 
ſhall nominate ſuch ſubordinate Councils for preparing - 
all Affairs to be laid before him, as he ſhall think fit. 
An Act, That the Authority of the Duke of Bourbon, 


Great Chamberlain, and other Officers of the Crown, 


ſhall not be reftrain'd by the Power of the Duke of 
Maine. An Act, That the Duke of Orleans (hall ſolely 
command the Troops, and diſpoſe of Offices, without 
excepting thoſe of the King's Houſhold. This was op- 
pos'd by the Duke of Maine, but to no Purpoſe. An 
Ad. That all the Princes of the Blood ſhall have Ad. 
miſſion into the Council of Regency, when they have 
attain'd twenty three Years of Age, and that the Duke 
of Bou bon ſhall be Head of the faid Council. An 58, 
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That in the Council of Regency all Affairs ſhall be de- 
termin'd by Majority of Voices ; and that the Regent 
may enlarge, leſſen, or change the ſaid Council, as he 
ſhall jadge convenient for the Good of the State. 
To all which Acts no Oppoſition was made, but only 
by the Duke of Maine, in what related to the Dif po- 
ſitions of the Will and the Codicils in his Favour. 

The preſent King of France, who is nam'd Lewir, 
and is the fifteenth of that Name, is Great Grandſon 
to the late King; being Son of the Duke of Burgundy 
(who was Dauphin after the Death of his Father) and 
of Maria Adelaide of Savoy, (Daughter of the preſent 
King of Siczly) who dy'd within fix Days one after 
another, the Dauphineſs on the 12th, and the Dauphin 
on the 18th of Feb. 1712. He was born the 15th of 


Feb. 1710, ſo that he was ſix Years old in February laſt, 


And it is obſervable, that this is 3 ſucceſſive 
Minority has happen d in the Kingdom of France, 
ſince the Death of King Henry IV. 255 

The Duke Regent is Son of the late Duke of Or. 
leans, Brother of the late King. He is now in the 
— Year of his Age, having been born Avg. 2, 1674. 


He was marry d in the Year 1692, to Mademoiſelle de 


Blois, one of the late King's natural Daughters. 

He began his Regency with an Act of Juſtice, Pru- 
dence, and Generoſity, Tis well known to all who _ 
are acquainted with the Hiſtory of Fance, that For- 
merly no Edicts of their Kings could have the Sanction 
of a Law, before they were regiſter'd and verify'd in 
the Parliament of Faris, whoſe undoubted Right it 
was to examine them; and if they contain d any Thing 
contrary to the eftabliſh'd Laws of the Realm, or pre- 
judicial to the Good of the Publick, they ſuſpended the 
Regiſtering of them, and made their Remonſtrances to 
the Court, in order to have them alter d. But the late 
King depriv'd the Parliament of that Liberty in the 
Year 1667; ſince which Time, they have been com- 
pell'd to regiſter all his EdiQs, without being permit- 
ted to make any Repreſentation againſt them. The 
Regent has reſtor d that Privilege to them, by the fol- 
lowing Edict, which was regifter'd in Parliament a few

The Pretender being recover'd of an Aguiſh Di- 
ſemper, which had detain'd him at Feiterofſe, came 
from thence to Brechin, on Monday the 2d of Ja- 
nary, He ſtay d there till Wedneſday, when he 
came to Kinnaird; on Thurſday to Glames ; and on 
Friday, about eleven a-clock in the Morning, he made 
his publick Entry on Horſeback into Dundee, with a 
Retinue of about 300 Men on Horſeback, having the 
| Earl of Mar on his Right, and the Earl of Mariſ- 
4a] on his Left. He continu'd about an Hour on 
Horſeback, in the Market-Place, the People kiſſing 
his Hand all the while; and then went and din'd at 
Stuart of Granrully's, where he alſo lodg'd. On Satur- 
lay he went from Dundee to Caftle-Lyon, another Seat 
11 the Earl of Strathmore's, where he din'd; and after 
to dir David Triplin's, where he lodg'd; and on Sun- 
day the 8th of January he arriv'd at Scoon, where he 
ſeem'd reſolv'd to ſtay till he was crown'd. | 

'Twas obſerv'd, that in none of the Places thro' 
which he paſs'd, he ever went to a Proteſtant Church, 
tho Epiſcopal, as many expected, and others confi- 
dently reported he would do; but on the contrary 
having brought his own Confeſſor, Father [nnys, and 
not a Bow Papiſts, from Fance, he conſtantly perform'd 
with them his Devotions after the Romiſh Way. 

On Monday the gth of January, about Noon, the 
Pretender made his publick Entry on Horſeback into 
Perth, and having view'd the Garriſon, return'd in 
the Evening to Scoon, where he fix'd his Council, 
and ifſu'd out ſeveral Proclamations, viz.

was fix'd to the 23d of that Month ; but that Cere- 
mony was never perform'd. 3

rous Diſtinction was introduc'd ; and which Proceed. 
ing could bear no other Conſtruction, than as a Li. 
cenſe and Protection, even from the Government, to 
Men in holy Orders, to propagate that deſtruckire 
Poſition with Impunity'; and the Character of rhe 
Perſon, which ought in Juſtice to have aggravated 
his Guile, and heightend the Puniſhment, became 
his Indemnity againſt the Reproach of it, even by: 
the Authority of the Government it ſelf... Hers 
member'd in what manner every Thing of that Nas 
ture was treated in Nin ſer-hall; what Seyerities 
were exercis'd againſt thoſe Perſons who had Courage | 
enough to aſſert the Intereſt of their Country, and 
of the Proteſtant Succeſſion, at the Tame Time that 
the Patrons of hereditary Right enjoy'd all Indulgen- 
cies: That he mention d theſe Things on no Uncer- 


tainties, having been an Eye-Wicnefs of them him- 


ſelf, and it having fallen to his Share to bear ſome 
Part in them: Thar this was one of the moſt ſucceſs: 
ful Parts of the Scheme of thoſe wh had fix d theif 
Eyes on the Pretender: That the Houſe need not , 
= to 
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| Cys) 
told how far it had operated to the Prejudice of the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion. That he could give many other 
Inftances of this Kind; all which promoted the fame 
End. The groſs Viſtinctions that were courd to 
elude the Oaths that had been made for the Security 
of the Government; the Endeavours that were us'd 
to poſſeſs the People with falſe Fears of the Danger 
of the Church ; and the lirtle Care that was taken, ro 
fy no worſe of it, to inſtil into the Youth of the 
Kingdom, ſuch Principles as were conſiſtent with the 
true Intereſt either of Church or State. That he look d 
upon theſe Things which he had mention d, to be 
the Foundation of the Scheme that was now, by this 
Rebellion, carrying on into Execution;and he own'd, 
that in this Reſpect, the Authors of it were wiſe in 
their Generation ; for by theſe Arts, the very Princi- 
leon which the Proteſtant Succeſſion is founded, was 
haken; and tho' the Methods of doing it, were baſe 
and vile, yet the Diſſatisfaction and Une that 
was created by them in the Minds of the People, 
made Way for the Change that was deſir d. That he 
crav'd Leave of the Houſe, to put them in Mind of 
other Parts of this Scheme, that was carrying on at 
the fame Time. The Enemies to the preſentGovern= 
ment judging aright for their own Purpoſe, by all 
Methods to attack the Conſciences of the People, as 
to the Legality and Juſtice of the Settlement of the 
Crown in the Houſe of Hanover, they thought ic 
neceſſary, at the ſame Time, to diſable, as far as 
they could, thoſe Perſons who had been moſt remark- 
able for their Services in the ſupport of it. That the 
great Effort was made at that Great Man, [the Duke 
Marlborough] who is not only the Honour and 
rnament of his Country, but the Glory of the Age 
he lives in. He added, he thought he ſhould not be 
ſulpected of Flattery at this Time, nor as he believ'd, 
at any Time, with Reſpect to that Great Man. That 
many who then heard him, remember'd the Part he 
took in Vindication of that Great Man, whilſt his 
Character was under Debate in this Houſe. That he 
could not forget the Rage and Inveteracy wich which 


de was purſu'd ; nor how much Streſs was laid upon 
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obtaining the Cenſures of Parliament upon him: 
That che Aſperſions then thrown upon him, did not 
hurt that Great Man; and whatever Endeavours may 
at any Time be us d to leſſen him, will hurt none but 


thoſe that ſhall promote them; but yet thoſe vain 


Endeavours were a very uſeful Part of the Scheme 
then carrying on. T was a neceſſary Step for thoſe 


Men to put him out of the Way, whoſe very Name 


and Appearance, at that Time, would have been ſuf. 
ficient to raiſe Armies in Favour of the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion, and the Liberties of his Country: But he 
could not but obſerye, that as ſerviceable as it was 
for the Meaſures of thoſe Men to wound his Charz- 
cter, twas now a Reproach to the Kingdom, that 
thoſe groundle ſs Aſperſions, which had been caſt upon 


him, ſhould remain upon the Journals of Parliament, 


That another Great Lord [the Lord Viſcount Town- 
{ſhend] fell under the Violence of thoſe Times, whoſe 
Proſecution was attended with uncommon Fury, 
That himſelf had ſome Share in juſtifying that Gret 
Man in this Houſe, when he was voted an Enemy to 
his Country. That he obſerv'd at that Time, and 
the Event has made it evident, that the Barrier was 
but the Pretence, and the great Services he had done 
to the Proteſtant Succeſſion, was the true Provocation 
which drew that Rage upon him. That two other. 


| honourable Gentlemen, [Mr. Stanhope and Mr. Wal 


pole] then ſitting near him, had felt the Severity of 

thoſe Times; they had diſtinguiſh'd themſelves by 

their Zeal and Firmneſs to the true Intereſt of their 
Country, and were too conſiderable to eſcape the 

Malice of thoſe who had other Views. That thoſe 

Proceedings, how uncertain ſoever the Deſign of then 

might appear while they were tranſacting, have been 

ſufficiently explain'd by what has follow'd. That the 

Name of that General, for whoſe immediate Service 

the Great Man firſt mention d, was blemiſh'd, and fo 
whom there was Vanity enough to make him his Ri- 

val, is now become the Reproach of his Family and 

Country : He avows the Service of the Pretender, 

and cer long we may hear of him at the Head of an 
Et TT BOY 
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Expedition for eſtabliſhing Popery and arbitrary Pows 

er. That the Secretary of State, who diſtinguiſh'd 
himſelf in the Purſuit of the other Great Lord, has 
ſufficiently explain'd his Deſigns to the whole World: 

and the next Tidings that we may expect from Abroad, 

is, that he has taken upon him the Character of a 
Miniſter to the Pretender. That he look'd upon this 
(meaning the diſabling the great Aſſerters of the Prote- 

fant Intereſt) to be a ſecond, and no ſmall Part of 

the Scheme; and while theſe Things were carrying 

on, their little Engines and Tools were carrying on 

their Work below Stairs. [Weſtminſter-hall.] That eve- 

ry Man who fayour'd the Hanover Succeſſion, was to 

be worry'd, and all open and ſcandalous Aſſertors of 
contrary Principles, were treated with all the Care 

and Tenderneſs of Friends. Charters of Corporations NE 
wereattack'd ina more unprecedented and dangerous 
Manner, than in former Times, when Practices of that 

Kind were moſt juſtly complain'd of, and no Stone 

was left unturn'd to ſtrengthen themſelves in that Re- 

ſpect. That he would not then trouble the Houſe any 

more upon that Head, having ſome Thoughts, e er long. 

to preſent them with a ſmall Collection of Things of 

that Kind, for their ſerious Conſideration. That the 
Maſter-Strokes of this Grand Scheme were yet behind: 

That the ſureſt Way to deſtroy the Government, has TY 
been always thought to be by its own Hands, that is, | 
by the Authority and Power of Parliament. For this | 
Purpoſe, a Confederacy, by which the Liberties of Eu- | 
ohe had been ſo long ſuſtain'd againſt the Power of 
France, was broke toPicces by Votes that were obtain'd 
in thisHouſe in the moſt extraordinary Manner. That | 
the Honour of the Nation, the Ballance of Power, 1 
and the Proteſtant Intereſt in Euroße, were effectual ly | 
given up in the Negotiations and Concluſion of the 
Peace, by which Fance was reſtor d to its ancient 
and formidable State ; and every Body remember'd 
how near they were, by the ſame Influences, to have 
given up the whole Trade of the Nation, to the In- T6 
tereſt of the French King ; who, after that, had no Ll | 
ſuitable Return left for him to make for ſuch Services, 11 
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but to beſtow upon them a Pretender, bred up in hi 


own Faith, and in his own Politicks. That nothing 
could have obſtructed this, but the many miraculous 
Providences that immediately follow'd, when his 
Power throughout Europe was unconteſtable ; and, 
by the Meaſures that had been taken, the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion had ſcarce a Friend left in the World, 
That the King's Acceſſion to the Throne, accompanyd 
by ſo many providential Circumſtances, as it diſap- 


pointed the immediate Execution of the Scheme, ſo 
it quieted the Spirit of thoſe Men for ſome Time, 


That if the Houſe would make a right Judgment of 
the preſent Rebellion, they muſt compare the Steps 
that immediately preceded it, with thoſe that were 
taken in the laſt Reign, when the Hope was to have 
brought about the ſame End without a Stroke: That 
the ſame Endeavours ſoon-appear'd to propagate the 
ſame Principles, both in Church and State; and thoſe 
Endeavours, tho” at firſt not fo open, were yet a3 
reſtleſs to create Diſſatisfaction againſt his Majeſty's 
Government, as they had been before to prevent its 
taking Place. As the Encouragement grew ſtronger 
Tumults and Riots were univerſally fomented ; 4M 
*twas well known from what Quarter they roſe, and 
againſt whom they were levell'd ; but yet no one In. 
ſtance has been aſſigi'd, throughout his Ad miniſti · 
ton, that could offend or provoke any but a Facobite 
Spirit, That his Majeſty has done more for the Ho- 
nour of the Church, and the true Intereſt of his 
Kingdom, than any of his Predeceſſors, in three 
times the Number of Years : That his Perſonal Vir- 
tues, and the Wiſdom and Steddineſs of his Goyern- 
ment have retriev'd the Honour and Reputation of 
his Kingdoms, which had been ſo ſhamefully loſt: 
That his Weight and Influence Abroad, and the Cre- 
dit he has obtain'd in all the known Parts of the 
World, have already procur'd the Settlement of the 
Matters in Difference between the two chief Powers 
of Furope, from whom alone we can expect Aſſiſtance 
in Times of Danger. That no ſingle Inſtance can be 
aſſign d of Hardſhip or Oppreſſion to any one of his 

| Subjeds, 
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Subjects, or that can give a juſt Reaſon of Diffatiſe 
faction; but on the contrary, thoſe who have ſhewn 
the greateſt Averſion to his Government, have receiv'd 
the kindeſt Invitations, and enjoy'd the higheſt In- 
dulgences from him. That if any Errors may have 
heen committed in any Parts of the Adminiſtration, 
during the preſent Diſorders, every honeſt Man ought 
to judge of them by this one Rule, that is, the plain 
Deſign for which all Meaſures are calculated, which 
every Body muſt admit to be the Preſervation of the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion : That all Incidents of ſuch an 
Adminiſtration, ought to be cover d or juſtify'd by the 
Intereſt that ſhall appear to be carry'd on throughout 
the whole: that by the ſame Rule of Juſtice, when 
the Deſtruction of the Common Intereſt was the plain 
Intention of the late Adminiſtration, the greateſt 
Weight ought to be laid on every little Cireumſtance 
that attended, in order to obtain a publick Satisfaction. 
That by taking in all theſe Conſiderations, he thought 
the Houſe would make a full and right Judgment of 
the Nature of this Rebellion, from whence it took 
its Riſe, how deep it had taken Root, to what 
Influences it was owing, and how far it extended: 
That the Part the Lord Derwentwater and others, 
had taken in it, were to be conſider'd as the firſt 
Symptoms of that general Diſorder, for which ſo 
much Foundation was laid ; for which Reaſon, he 


thought that the Houſe could not conſider this other- 


wiſe, than as the Caufe of the Nation, in the ſtrongeſt 
Manner. Thar in Juſtice to the King, as well as to 


| the People, they ought to take this into their own 


Hands, and not to entruſt the Proſecution of it with 
any Body but themſelves. That every Body knew 
to what Hazards Proſecutions, in the ordinary Courſe 


of Juſtice, were liable, tho' they were never ſo well 


concerted by thoſe whoſe Buſineſs it was to carry 
them on: But how ſure ſoever the Succeſs might be, 
in a Caſe ſo notorious as this, yet it was obvious to 


| every Body, of what different Weight and Influence 


the Proſecutions of Parliament were, from thoſe in 


| the ordinary Forms. That he own'd he was ſurpriz d 
that any Meaſures had been taken of that Kind, 


againſt 
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convince the Houſe, and make it their Proſecution, 


Fate of thoſe Proſecutions to depend on the Care or 
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ſome Gentlemen had miſtaken Notions concerning 
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2vainſt the Peers who had been taken i open Rebel. 
lon, fitting ina Parliament which had ſhewa ſo much 
Leal, and had contributed ſo much to the Preſerva. 
tion of the Government, eſpecially at a Time when 
the Crown on the King's Head was fighting for. That 
he very well knew, that tho' the Houſe of Commons 
Right of Impeaching Criminals was unlimited, yet 
they would exerciſe that Power by the Rules of 
Wiſdom and Diſcretion, and not engage in trivial 
Matters, but in ſuch only, where the Offenders 
were not within the Reach of the ordinary Juſtice, 
or the Nature of their Crimes ſuch as were not 
fit to be meddled with by. the ordinary Juriſdic. 
tions. That the Caſe of the Lords taken in Re. 
bellion, was indeed notorious, and of which the 
Proof would be eaſy ; but tho' not from the Difficul. 
ty of the Proſecution, yet from the Weight and Con- 
ſequence of it, he thought, he need ſay little more to 


by which they engag'd every Commoner in Great 
Britain, as an immediate Party againſt thoſe who 
had carry d a War into the Bowels of the Kingdom, 
That no Inſtance ever had riſen in the Engliſh Hiſto- 
ry, where their Anceſtors had permitted a Proſecution 
of this Kind, againſt the chief Actors, to be carry d 
any where but in full Parliament. That the five Po- 
piſh Lords were purſu d by the loud Voice and Weight 
of the Commons of England; and tho' at that Time 
the Nation was in Peace, they would not permit the 


Skill of thoſe who are vers d in the ordinary Forms of 

uſtice; and their Succeſs was anſwerable. That he 
own'd his Defire, upon all Occaſions, to raiſe the Ho- 
aour and Authority of Parliaments, which he thought 
dhe greateſt Support of the Honour and the Preroga- 
tives of the Crown: For which Reaſon, he took this 
Occaſion to ſpeak more fully to the Nature of Im- 
peachments, and the rather, becauſe he apprehended 


them: That the Power of Impeachments was the 
moſt valuable and uſeful Privilege that belong'd to 
the Body of the Commons, at leaſt equal to PIs 

xc CI. givin 
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glving Money, which belongs ſolely to them. That 
Gentlemen need not be apprehenſive of any Intrica- 
cies in thoſe Proceedings, eſpecially at a Time, and 


| upon an Occaſion, when there was no Doubt of the 


Concurrence of both Houſes, That the Impeach- 
ments were in themſelves more plain, regular, and 
diſentangled, than any other Forms of Juſtice. That 
they were particularly excepted out of the late Sta- 
tate of Treaſons, which had very much fetter'd the 
ordinary Courſe of Proceedings. That Impeach- 
ments were never made difficult, but when they were 
carry d on againſt the Inclination of the Crown, or 
at a Time when thege was no good Underſtanding 
between the two Houſes; when little Occaſions might 
be ſought to raiſe Diſputes, and interrupt them; or 
elſe when they are undertaken, before they are well 
confider'd ; which could not be the preſent Caſe. 
That there was another Reaſon, which upon this Oc- 
caſion ſhould determine Gentlemen into this Method; 
he meant the Conſequences of the Judgment that 
ſhould be obtain'd againſt thoſe Lords; he aſſerted it 
as his clear Opinion, and which he thought he could 
maintain, that no Pardon under the great Seal could 
diſcharge a Judgment obtain'd upon theImpeachment 
of the Commons: That this Opinion had been ſtre- 
nuouſly aſſerted in this Houſe in former Reigns; and 
he thought it not weaken'd by the Declaration in the 
At of Settlement of the Crown upon the Houſe of 
Hanover, That he had heard of a very new Diſtinc- 
tion that had been coin'd without Doors, to avoid 
this Opinion, iz. That the Pardon was not pleadable 
in Bar of the Impeachment, and to prevent the Commons 
from examining into the Offence ; but that it was plead- 
able after Judgment and in Bar of Execution. That 
whenever that Queſtion ſhouid come properly before 
them, he undertook to ſhew the Idleneſs and Abſur- 
dity of that Diſtinction; that if that Diſtinction 
was fram'd to make Court to the Prerogative, he 
thought it the moſt falſe and deſtructive Piece of 
Flattery of the Kind, that ever had been rais'd. 
That it was the greateſt Eaſe, Security, and Support 
ok the Crown, in his Opinion, inſtead of any Dimi- 
nution 
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nution of it, that no ſuch Power ſhould be lodgd 
there, to be exercis d on any Occaſion, to prevent the 
Poſſibility of the Crown's being wrought upon by 
any Influences to defeat the Judgment given in full 
: Parliament, with the Concurrence of both Houſes, 
againſt the higheſt Offenders ; which muſt inevitably 
create the greateſt Jealouſy, and cauſe the higheſ 
Diſſatisfactions between the Crown and the People: 
1 For this Reaſon, he took it to be the greateſt Advan- 
1% tage to the Crown, that the Conſtitution of the King. 
1 dom had not, as he thouglit, inveſted it with any 
ſuch Power; and on the other Side, it would clearly 
appear, that ſuch a Power was utterly inconſiſtent 
with the fundamental Rights of Parliament. That he 
| doo d he was ſurpriz'd to hear, that any ſuch Diſtin- 
| _ Rion ſhould be ſtarted at this Time: But if the Lay 
| was as he apprehended it to be, it was the flrongeſt 
Reaſon for the Commons to interpoſe in this Proſe- 
| cution, to defend the Crown from the many Impor- 
wn tunities to which it would be ſubje& in the ordinary 
11 Courſe of Juſtice; and that the Weight of the Proſe 
cution, and the Conſequences of it, ſhould be born 
by the Commons, as it ought to be in a Caſe fo na- 
tional as this, That if Gentlemen wanted any other 
Motives to induce them to make this Proſecution their 
own, he had a Paper in his Hand, which would fire 
the Thoughts of every Gentleman there, meaning the 
Pretender's Declaration : That no Body could read, 
without the utmoſt Indignation, the Perſonal Indig- 
nities that were therein caſt upon the beſt of Princes, 
| whoſe Title to the Crown, they were bound by all the 
| Ties of Duty, Affection, and Intereſt, to maintain, 
| That the Houſe could do no lefs than to reſent this ſo 
| far, as to make themſelves the Proſecutors of thoſe 
| who avow'd this Cauſe of the Pretender, and ſet 
themſelves at the Head of Armies, in the Heart of 
1 - the King's Dominions. That in this Paper, the 
Houſe would ſee how they were treated themſelves: 
That they were repreſented as the moſt illegal and 
infamous Aſſembly of Men that ever met togethe!. 
That theſe Conſiderations ought in Juſtice. to any 
mito'and inyigorene their Proceedings in erery — 
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ſped, till the Inveteracy and Inſolence of the Enemy- 


were encirely ſubdu d: Ihat he did not think that the 
proceedings of this Houſe ought, in any Caſe, to be 

avern'd by vindictive Confiderations, but by ſuch 
Circumſtances only, as from their real Weight and 


| Conſequence call'd for the Interpoſition of the Com« 


mons: That he was ſenſible that the Commons had a 
great Work upon their Hands, upon other Impeachs 


ments, which they had thought fit to enter upon, and 


which were ſtill depending; That he knew alſo what 
Situation theſe Impeachments were in; and hop'd 


| they would be reſum'd and carry'd on, in due Seaſon, 
with the ſame Vigour with which they were undertas 


ken: That he likewiſe believ'd, thar the Nation ex- 

pected that their Enquiries upon that Head ſhould be 
extended, and appear to be 1mpartial, it not being 

poſſible that a greater Diſhonont could be brought, 
or an heavier Imputation caſt upon the Proceedings of 
that Houſe, than that of Partiality, which could not 
fail to ſink their Credit, and to prevent all the good 
Effects that were hop'd and expected from them: 


However, he concluded, that every Gentleman would 


agree with him, that the preſent Situation and Con- 
juncture of Affairs made it neceſfary to give the Pre- 


| ference to thoſe Lords who had been taken in open 


Rebellion: And therenpon he impeach'd Fames Earl 
of Derwentwater of High Treaſon ; which Impeach- 
ment he undertook to make good. | 5 


Upon this, the Houſe reſolv'd to impeach the ſaid 
Ear] of High Treaſon; as they did likewiſe, upon the 
Motions ſeverally made by Mr. Pultney, Mr. Boſcawen,

lim Lord Widdrington, William Earl of Nuhiſdele,

bled, having receiv'd Information of divers Treaſons

The other fix Impeachments were in the ſame Form, 
but with this Difference, that the Epithet of Great 
was given only to the Earl of Derwentwater and the 
Lord Middringion, who were Peers of England; and 
the Title of 4 Peer of this Realm to each of the five o- 
thers, who were Peers of Scotland. 

The feven impeaching Members being return'd to 
the Houſe, and having reported what they had done, 
a Committee was appointed, (of which Mr, Lechmere 
was Chair-man) and order'd to withdraw immedi- 
ately into the Speaker's Chamber, to draw up Articles 
of Impeachment againſt the ſeven impeach'd Lords, 
Theſe Articles being drawn up accordingly, and a. 
greed to by the Houſe, were carry to the Lords by 
Mr. Lechmere, and are as follows.

WE s for many Years laſt, a moſt wicked De- 
V Y ſigh and Contrivance has been form'd and car- 
ry d on, to ſubvert the ancient and eſtabliſh d Govern- 
ment, and the good Laws of theſe Kingdoms, to extir- 
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and to deſtroy its Profeſſors ; and inſtead thereof to in- 
troduce and ſettle Popery and arbitrary Power; in 
which unnatural and horrid Conſpiracy, great Num- 
bers of Rerſons, of different Degrees and Qualities, 
have cofFeern'd themſelves, and acted; and many Pro- 
teſtants pretending an uncommon Zeal for the Church 
of England, have join'd themſelves with profeſs'd Pa- 
piſts, uniting their Endeavours to accompliſh and exe- 
cute the aforeſaid wicked and traiterous Deſigns. . 
And whereas it pleas'd Almighty God, in his good 
Providence, and in his great Mercy and Goodneſs to 
theſe Nations, to crown the unweary d Endeavours of 
his late Majeſty King Wil/zam III. of ever glorious Me- 
mory, by making him the Inſtrument to procure the 
Settlement of the Crown of theſe Realms in the Illu- 
ſtrious Houſe ot Hanover, as the only Means under 
God to preſerve our Religion, Laws, and Liberties, 
and to ſecure the Proteſtant Intereſt of Europe; ſince 
which happy Eſtabliſhment, the ſaid Conſpirators 
have been indefatigable in their Endeavours to deſtroy 


the ſame, and to make Way for the vain and ground- 
leſs Hopes of a ſpurious Impoſtor and Popiſn Preten- 


der to the Imperial Crown of theſe Realms. | 
And to accompliſh theſe Ends, the moſt immoral,

And after having thus freely acknowledg'd his Of-

cumſtances are conſider'd, it will not be thought to 
merit the moſt rigerous Puniſhment ; but that both 
your Lordſhips, and the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons, will look upon him as a proper Object of his 
Majeſty's Clemency ; and; he humbly hopes he may 
not be thought the leſs unworthy of Favour, in that 
he never before offended, nor was at any Time 
Privy to, or acquainted with, any Deſign or Contri- 
vance to deſtroy or diſturb the eftabliſh'd Govern- 
ment, or the Laws or Religion of this Kingdom; but 
came unawares into this ſudden and unpremeditated 
Action: For altho' he had met with publick Rumours 
and Reports of intended Invaſions from Abroad, and 
Inſurrections at Home, yet he never knew, or any & 
ther Way heard of any form d Deſign againſt the Co- 
Werner vernment; 
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vernment, till he was told, the Night before, of 2 
Meeting intended at Plainfield in Northumberland, on 
the ſixth of October laſt; and being ſoon after in- 
form d, that almoſt all his Neighbours and Acquain- 
tance had there met in Arms, he took a haſty and in- 
conſiderate Reſolution of joining them; nor was he 
in any Sort prepar'd for ſuch an Undertaking; having 
only ſome of his own Family with him, no Arms 
but his common Fowling Pieces and wearing Sword 85 
and fewer Horſes than he had conſtantly kept for ſe- 
veral Years before; and nothing but the Report of ſo 
many of his Friends being engag'd, could have hur= 
ry d him on to an Enterprize ſo unaccountably raſh 
and unjuſtifiable; and he is willing to hope your 
Lordſhips will eſteem it ſome Alleviation of his Crime 
that in a Commotion of that Nature there was ſs 
little Violation of the Rights and Properties of thoſe 
who oppos'd them ; for he believes few Inſtances can 
be found, where ſuch a Multitude continu'd fo long in 
Arms, without doing greater Acts of Violence and In- 
ʒjuſtice: The ſaid Lord cannot charge himſelf with any 
injurious Acts to the Property of his Fellow-Subjects, 
and endeavour d to prevent them in others; and 
hopes it was thence owing in ſome Meaſure, that 
was ſhewn all along greater Marks of Modera- 
tion and Humanity, than is common in ſuch a war- 
like and hoſtile Proceeding.

Thus dy'd James Radcliff, the third Earl of Der- 
wentwater, in the 28th Y ear of his Age, being born 
in 1688, He was lineally deſcended of the ancient 
and noble Family of the Radc/zifs in Cumberland. OF 
this Family was Sir Nicholas Radcliff, Knight, in the 
Time of Henry V ; whoſe Son, Sir John Radcliff, _ 

e 
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the good Services he had render'd to Henry VI. waz 
by that King honour'd with the Garter ; as was like. 
wiſe Sir Richard Rade if, in the Reign of Richard II], 
Sir John Radcliff was like wiſe Lord Steward of Ag. 
Fain, Conſtable of Bourdeaux, and Earl of n 
in France: But John his Son and Succeſſor, loſt his 
Head in the Reign of ng Henry VII. for attempt. 
ing to ſet up Perkin Warbeck, 'who perſonated Richard 
Duke of 7074, the younger Son to King Edward IV. 
bur Robert, Son and Heir to this laſt, was fully re. 
Nor'd to his Honour in that ſame Reign, and in 
1 Hen. VIII. obtain'd an Act of Parliament for Re. 
vocation of the Attainder, In the 17th Year of the 
ſame King, he was advanc'd to the Dignity of a 
Viſcount, by the Title of F:1zwalter, and in the 22d 
of Hen. VIII. he was created Earl of Suſſex: To him 
ſucceeded five Earls of that Name, viz. Henry, Thomas, 
Henry, Robert, and Edward, all Knights of the Gar- 
ter, except the laſt, The firſt Henry was employd 
by Queen Mary as Embaſlador to the Emperor 
Charles V. to treat of a Marriage between her and 
Prince Philip : After which, he was ſent Deputy into 
treland; and, in Reward of his eminent Services to 
that Queen, honour'd with the unuſual Privilege of 
being cover'd in her Preſence. Thomas was Lord 
Chamberlain to Queen Elizabeth, and commanded 
her Armies upon ſeveral Occaſions: He dying with- 
out Iſſue, his Brother Henry ſucceeded him, who left 
behind him his Son Nobert, who had Iſſue Edward 
Radcliff, Earl of Suſſex; but he dying likewiſe with- 
out Iſſue, the Honour of Earldom became extin& in 
that Family. | 
Of Sir Nicholas Radcliff above-mention'd, was li- 
neally deſcended Edward Radcliff of Derwentwater, in 
the County of Cumberland, Eſq; whom K. James I. 
created a Baronet Anno 1619, in the 17th Year of 
His Reign. To him ſucceeded his Son Sir Franc 
Radcliff, who was created Baron of Tindale, Viſcount 
Radcliff and Longley, and Earl of Derwentwat, 
March 7, 1687-8, 4 Fac. 2. He dy'd in April 1690. 
To him ſucceeded his Son Francis, who in his Father's 
Life-time was marry'd to the Lady Mary Tudor, nf

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rural Daughter to King CHARLES I. by Mrs. Mary 
Davis, by whom he had ſeveral Children; and dying 
April 29, 1705, left his Honour and Eſtate to his 
eldeſt Son James, who was beheaded as above. This 
laſt Earl marry'd a Daughter of Sir John Mebb, of 
Canford in Com. Dor. Baronet ; by whom he has left 
two Children, v2. one Son and one Daughter, | 

Immediately after the Earl of Derwentwater was 
executed as above, the Lord Keymure was brought to 
the Scaffold, accompany'd by his Son and fome 
Friends, and attended by two Clergymen of the 
Church of England, which was the Religion he pro- 
feſs'd. He made no formal Speech, but teſtify'd his 
Sorrow for having pleaded guilty. Then laying 
down his Head on the Block, he rais'd it up again, 
and ſtill continuing on his Knees, gave the Execu- 
tioner ſome Money, and told him, he would give 
him no Sign, but that when he laid down his Head 
again, he might perform his Office as he ſaw good. 
Then having lifred up his Hands a ſhort Time in 
Prayer, he reſolutely laid down his Head, which at 
two Blows was ſever d from his Body.

March 6, The King gave the Royal Aſſent to the Bill 


entitled, An Act for the more eaſy and ſpeedy Trial of ſick 
Perſons as have levy'd, or ſhall levy War againſt his Majeſty. 
This Bill had been vigorouſly oppos'd in bath Houſes, 
particularly in the Rouſe of 77 1 ; where, when it came 
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to be read the ſecond Time, and the uſual Queſtion wag 
put, That it be committed, a great Debate aroſe concern- 
ing it. The Lord Trevor, and ſeveral other noble Peers, 
were for rejecting it, urging, that it was contrary to Mag- 
na Charta, and ſubverting of the antient and undoubted 
Rights of the Subject: But the Lord Chancellor anſwer'd 
all their Objections, not by ſhewing the Weaknefs or un- 
reaſonableneſs of them, but by urging the Neceſſity of ſuck 
a Bill in ſo dangerous a Conjuncture; inſomuch, that 
when it came to the Vote, the Queſtion was carry'd for 
committing it, by a Majority of Three to One; viz. fixty 
Votes againſt Twenty. | 

Marck 1G, The Houſe of Commons agreed to the follow. 
ing Reſolutions, which had been reſolv'd the Day before, 
in a Committee of the whole Houſe, on Ways and Means.

teen, to the twenty fourth Day of June, 1717. Thirdly,

| A Journal of the Proceedings in Parliament againſt the Earl 


of Wintoun. 


January 9, HE Earl of Wintoun was impeach'd of 

High Treaſon, together with the other fix 
Lords mentioned in our laſt Regiſter, and the Articles a- 
gainſt him were brought up and read the fame Day in the 
Houſe of Lords. The next Day (Fan. 10) the Earl of Win- 
toun was brought to the Bar, where the Articles of Im- 
peachment being read to him, the Lord Chancellor ask'd 
him what he had to ſay to them, and acquainted him, that 
it he had any Thing to requeſt of the Houſe, then was his 
proper Time. The Earl anſwer'd, that he was unprepar'd, 


and very ignorant of the Forms of their Lardſhips Judica- 


ture; and defir'd to have a Copy of the Articles, and Time 
to put in his Anſwer ; as alſo, that Counſel might be aſſignꝰd 
to aflift him. All this was granted him, and he was al- 
low'd "till the 14th, to put in his Anſwer ; but the Lord 
Chancellor telling him, the Houſe expected he ſhould then 
name the Counſel he deſjr'd to have, he anſwer'd, That 
being a Stranger and unprepar'd, and no Body being al- 
low'd to come to him, he defir'd Time to name them. Up- 
on this the Houſe was pleas'd, befides Counſel, to allow 
him a Solicitor, and to give him Leave to name whom he 
dei d to come to him that Evening or the next Morning,

He begs leave to take Notice, that he is deſcended from 
a very ancient noble Family, in whoſe Blood the Streams 
of Loyalty were always pure, never corrupted or pollutel 
with Treaſon or Sedition; and he never degenerated ſo 
much from his Loyal Anceſtors, as to form or carry on 
any Deſign to ſubvert or alter the Conſtitution of theſe 
Kingdoms; but, for the Preſervation of it, was, upon all 
Occaſions, ready to ſacrifice his Fortune, and even his 
Life. He was ſo cautious to avoid giving Occaſion to be 
ſuſpected by the Government, that about eight Years ago, 
upon his Return from his Travels, he withdrew from all 
Converſation, and confin'd himſelf to his. Houſe, never

weighty Accuſation laid upon you, with its Conſequences, 
almoſt only excepted.) On the other Hand, you muſt not 
Hope, that if you ſhall be clearly prov'd Guilty, their 
Lordſhips, being under the ſtrongeſt Obligations to do 
Right, that can be laid on noble Minds, I mean that of

upon you, however miſerable that muſt render your Con- 
dition. Your Lordſhip will not be interrupted while you 
are making your Defence in a proper Manner; and there- 
fore you will alſo attend with Patience to what thall be 
Taid by the Managers of the Houſe of Commons, or given 
In Evidence againſt you. When any of the Witneſſes pro, 
duc'd againſt you by the Gentlemen of the Houſe of 
Commons, are throughly examin'd by them, your Lord: 
Mip will have Liberty to croſs-examine every Witneſs 
before another is call'd, But the Counſel aſſign d 5 
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are hot to crof3-examine any Witneſſes, nor to give you 
any Affiſtance, publik or private, while Matter of Fact 
only is in Queſtion; but if any Matter ef Law ariſe du- 
ring the Courſe of your Trial, they may ſpeak to it in 
your Lordſhip's Behalfz and to that End, they are per- 
mitted to be within Hearing, that they may be the more 


ready and able to ſerve. your Lordſhip on ſuch Occaſion. 


Your Lordſhip is the firft that, on an Impeachment for 
High Treaſon, will have the Benefit of a good Law, made 
in the firſt Year of the late Queen, (fince the Revolution) 
whereby, in all Trials for High Treaſon, as well as other 
capital Offences mention'd in the Act, the Witneſſes pro- 
duc'd on the Part of the Priſoner, are to be examin'd on 
their Oaths; ſo that your Witneſſes will become entitled, 
in reſpect of the Obligation under which they gave their 
Teſtimony, to the ſame Degree of Credit, as the Wit- 
neſſes produc'd againſt you will be. I take it for granted, 
that if your Lordſhip defires it, you will be allow'd the 
Uſe of Pen, Ink, and Paper, to take Notes, in' Order to 
your Defence; and I doubt not but if, during the Trial, 
you are obfery'd to omit any juſt Advantage which the 


| Law allows you, I ſhall not only be excus'd, but approv'd, 


it J put you in Mind of it, I am alfo commanded to ac- 
quaint your Lordſhip, that when you have Occaſion to 
peak, you are to addreſs your ſelf to the Lords in general, 
and not to any Lord in particular ; as all others, who ſhall 
have Occaſion to fpeaK in this Trial, will likewiſe take 
Notice they are to do. | 1 
The Lord High Steward having ended his Speech, com- 
manded the Articles of Impeachment, [which ſee in our 
laſt Regiſter, p. 154] together with the Earl of Wintoun's 
Anſwer to them, as alſo the Commons Replication to the 
fad Anfwer, {both which fee p. 233, 236] to be read; 
which being done, Vr. Hanipden, one of the Managers for 
the Commons, to whom it was allotted to open the Charge 
againſt the Priſoner, ſpoke to the following Effect. | 
F That the Commons of Great Britain, in Parliament aſ- 
ſembled, being juſtly alarm'd with the Dangers to which 
this Nation has been expos'd by the late unnatural Rebel- 
Ion, had found it incumbent on them to enquire who had 


been the Authors and Promoters of ſo fatal and pernicious 


an Attempt, which aim'd at nothing leſs than to deprive 
theſe Nations of the invaluable Bleſſings they enjoy under 
the wiſe and gentle Reign of his moſt ſacred Majeſty King 
george e That the indiſpenſable Duty the Commons owe to 
his Majeſty, and to thoſe they repreſerit, engag'd them to 
appear in the Cauſe of their bs by examining — 
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the Riſe and Progreſs of the late traiterous Enterprize 

contriv'd and carry'd on with an Intent to de poſe 1 
murder his Majeſty, to ſet up a Popiſh Pretender to the 
Crown of theſe Realms, and conſequently, to change 

the Conſtitution of this Nation, and to introduce a laviſh 
and arbitrary Government: That the Earl of Vintoun ap- 
pearing to the Commons to have been deeply engag'd in 

the late Rebellion, their Zeal, Affection, and Concern for 

the Safety of the Nation, the Security of the Proteſtant | 
Succeſſion, and the Liberties of the People, had render'q 

it neceſſary for them to bring to their Lordſhips Bar this 

Offender ; againſt whom they had, in the Name of them. 

ſelves, and all the Commons of Great Britain, exhibited 

Articles of Impeachment of High Treaſon. 

Then he reca pitulated the ſaid Articles, together with 
the Subſtance of the Earl's Anſwer to them, and mention 
the Method in which the Commons intended to proceed in 

their Evidence againſt him ; after which, he continu'd in 
the following Manner. 
My Lords, | | 

The Commons, who are ever vigilant for the Safety 
of his Majeſty, and for the Preſervation of the Libertics 
of the People, cannot anſwer it to God or their Coun- 
try, if they neglect to exert themſelves, in bringing to 
exemplary Juſtice the open and declar'd Inftruments of 
this Rebellion; and it is a Satisfaction to the Commons, 
that in the Courſe of their Interpoſition, to reſcue the | 
Nation from the fatal Conſequences of the late unpro- 
vok'd Rebellion, whatever Miſrepreſentations other Pro- 
ſecutions may have been ſormerly liable to, the Notoriety 
of this Rebellion has been ſo evident, that the moſt ma- 
licious of our Enemies want Confidence to deny it. We 
are not ſurpriz'd that Pa piſts ſhould be engag'd in this 
Rebellion, tho' the moſt unnatural and unexampled in its 
Circumſtances, by being void of the leaſt Pretext of Pri- 
vocation, ſince they maintain it lawful to kill a Heretick 
King, and ſuch they term his preſent Majeſty ; and 'tis 
declar'd by them, that ſuch a Piece of Service is not only 

lawful, but pious, and agreeable to God. But how Prote- 
ſtants could be poſſeſs'd with ſuch a Spirit of Infatuation, 
and to ſuch a Degree be deluded. as to believe the moſt ſe: 
cure and effectual Way to protect the Church, was to have 
Recourſe to a Popiſh Prince, to reſcue it from the Danger 
they imagin'd it liable to, irom the Proteſtant Succeſſion 
taking Place; and how it could enter into the Heart af 
Proteſtants, to be fir'd with ſuch an ill-direted Zeal, as to 


act in Conjunction with avow'd Enemies of their Reli 
ien

jon and Liberties, is not to be accounted for, unleſs ſuch 
unnatural and deſtructive Attempts are ſome of the neceſſa- 
ry Conſequences of the late Male-Adminiſtration. No leſs 
was to be the Sacrifice, than of his Majeſty and his Royal 
Family, (a Succeſſion of Princes appointed by Divine 
providence, to be the Guardians of the Proteſtant In- 
tereſt in Europe) and of our preſent happy Conſtitution, 
to appeaſe the Fury of Papiſts and Proteſtants aſſociated 
in this Rebellion, and who envy'd us the Bleſſings we 
enjoy'd by the uninterrupted Exerciſe of our Religious and 
Civil Rights and Privileges, Had this Rebellion taken 
Place, this Nation (the Glory of the Reformation, the 
woſt ſubſtantial Bulwark againſt Popery, and that had at 
the happy Revolution, under the Influences of King 
Viliam Iii. of immortal Memory, triumph'd over the 
arbitrary Deſigns of our Enemies to ſubvert our Conſti- 
tution) was to fall a Victim to Bigottry, Superſtition, and 
Slavery, the pernicious and neceſſary Conſequences of 
introducing a Religion, void of natural Senſe and natu- 
ral Conſcience, If an Attempt to ſubvert the Govern- 
ment, to deſtroy the King, and ſet up a Popiſh Preten- 
der; if marching in an hoſtile Manner; if. carrying on 
a deſtruct ive War in the Bowels of the Nation, are only 
Acts of Surprize and Inadvertency, any Rebellion may 
be palliated over and excus'd, fince ſcarce any Circum- 
ſtanccs can be added in Aggravation of that which has 
lately been rais'd and carry*d on in this Kingdom. 

He concluded his Harangue by ſumming up in ſhort 
the whole Subſtance of it, and excuſing himſelf on Ac- 
count of his own Deficiency, in not having ſet a Matter 
of ſuch Importance in the moſt advantageous Light 
but ſaid, he made no doubt, but that what was wanting 
in him would be ſupply'd by the Ability of the other 
Managers, who were to ſpeak after him; and that their 
Lordſhips would find no Defect in their Diſcharge of 
the Parts they had taken in this Proſecution, what- 
ever they might have found in the Opening of the Charge, 
and in that Part of it which had fallen to his Share. 

dir Joſeph Jekyll, another of the Managers ſpoke next 
in Behalf of the Commons: He ſaid, that the Charge 
exhibited againſt this Lord, was a Charge of High Trea- 
lon; High Treaſon at the Common Law, as declar'd by 
the Statute of the 25th of King Edw. 3. That there are 
two Species of High Treaſon mention'd in that Statute, 
and of which the Commons have taken Notice in their 
Articles of Impeachment: The firft is compaſling and 
imagining the Death of the King; the ſecond, levying _ 
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againſt his Majeſty. That the Overt-ARts fet down 1

Overt-A& was, his Lordſhip's joining with his Acton. 
plices in proclaiming the Pretender; which is endes. 
vouring to ſet up another Prince in the Room of his 
Majeſty ; and that he believ'd could not be doubted to be 
another Overt-A& of the ſame Species of Treaſon: That 
the levying of War againſt the King, with an Intent 
to depoſe him, which was likewiſe mention'd in the 
Articles as a diftin& Species of Treaſon, might ſerve 
for an Overt-A& of the other Species, of  compaſling 
and imagining the Kitig's Death; which Point is like. 
wiſe ſupported by Authorities, there having been many 
Attainders upon it: That the ſecond Species of High Tra. 
fon charg'd upon this Lord, is that of levying War 4. 
gainit the King; and the Overt-A&s mention'd, are, thi 
forming an Army, marching in an hoflile Manner, 
ſeizing a Town, the Town of Preſton, and engaging and 
fighting with the King's Forces: That perhaps it wis 
not neceſſary to have alledg'd any of theſe Overt · Adi 
becauſe levying of War itſelf being an Act, it ſuperſeds Wi 
the Neceſſity of inſtancing particular Acts of Hoſtility; 
but, to avoid all Cavils, theſe particular Ads were like- 
wiſe alledg'd in the Commons Impeachment ; That this 
Lord was Iikewiſe charg'd with another Crime, the 
Crime of Murder, the Murder of many of the King's 
faithful Subjects; and that altho' this Crime was not mei, 
tion'd in the Title of the Articles, becauſe it was ſwal- 
Jow'd up in the High Treaſon, the greater Crime in the 
Eye and Eftimation of the Law, yet it does not thereby 
Joſe its moral Exiſtence, or real Guilt z but, on the col. 
trary, by accompanying the other Crime of High Tres. 
ſon, is aggravated, and ſhews with what Miſchief his 
Heart may be fill'd, who, at the ſame Time he is mu. 
dering his Fellow- Subjects, is meditating the Deſtructiai 
of his Prince, and the Overthrow of his Country's Liberty,

I be Attorney-General having made an End of ſpeaking 
the Managers for the Commons began to examine their 
Witneſſes; the firſt of whom was Will. Calderwood, who 
nad ſerv'd as Quarter-Maſter among the Rebels. He gave 
a particular Account of the Rebellion, and of the Share the 
Earl of Wintoun had in it, from the 11th of October, when 
he join'd them at Mofet, to the 14th of November, the Day 
on which they ſurrender'd at Preſton, The Managers ha- 
ving done with this Witneſs, the Lord High Steward told 
the Earl of Vintoun, that if he had any Queſtion to ask 
that Witneſs, he ſhould propoſe it, and it ſhould be ask'd 
Him. He deſir'd, that his Counſel might examine him; 
but the Lord High Steward acquainted him, that his 
Counſel were not to aſſiſt him in croſs-examining the Wit- 
neſſes; that he had a Liberty of croſs-examining them 
Himſelf, by propoſing Queſtions, which ſhould be ask d 
by the Court. The Earl reply'd, That he had never ex- 
amin'da Witneſs in his Life, and therefore infiſted that 
his Counfel might do it for him; that he had but two, 
and that it was very hard to have none to ſpeak for him, 
when there were twenty againſt him. But the Lord High 
Steward told him, that could not be granted, for the 


Law of the Land did not allow it. Then the Managers 


proceeded with their Evidence; and having examint 
James Lindſey, another of the Rebels, who depos'd much 
to the ſame Purpoſe as Calderwood had done, the Lord 
High Steward again ask'd the Priſoner, if he would a 
that Witneſs any Queſtions, who making no Anſwer, 
Elias Cammeron, a third Rebel, was examin'd, and gave 
Evidence to the ſame Effect as the other two: Aſter 
which, the Lord High Steward again ask'd the Priſoner, 
if he had any Queſtion to propoſe to that Witneſs; upon 
which he ſaid, He was not prepar'd for his Trial: That 
he did not think it would have come on ſo ſoon : That 
his material Witneſſes not being come up, he therefore 
hop'd their Lordſhips would do him Juſtice, and not 


make uſe of Cooper-Law, as they us'd to ſay in his T 
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hang a Man firſt and then judge him. Then the 
Lord High Steward again told the Priſoner, That if his 


Lordſhip would ask that Witnels any Queſtion, then was 


his Time; but if what he was ſaying, was his Defence, 


he ſhould reſerve that *till the Commons had done; but he 
returning no Anſwer, another of the Rebels, one Robert 
Patten, a Clergyman, was produc'd as an Evidence againſt 
him. This Witneſs, among other Things, depos'd, That 
when Part of the Highland Foot went off at Langholm, 
the Farl of Wintoun went up to them, and might have 
gone off as well as they, if he had had any Inclination to 
do ſo, there being no Reſtraint upon him. The Earl of 
Vintoun refuſing to ask this Witneſs any Queſtion, the Ma- 
nagers proceeded to examine ſeveral Officers of the King's 
Army, who had been employ'd againſt the Rebels, viz. the 
Lord Forreſter, the Generals Carpenter and Wills, the Colo- 
nels Churchill and Cotten, and Brigadier Munden; all of 
whom gave an Account only of the Affair at Preſton. 
The Lord Forreſter, who was firſt examin'd, depos'd, That 
when the Earl of Vintoun ſurrender'd himfeif, he deliver'd 
up to him two Caſes of Piſtols; which the Priſoner deny'd, 
ſaying, he had no Arms. General Carpenter depos'd, That 
when the Rebels ſent out to know what Terms they 
might expect, they were anſwer'd, None, but that they 
muſt ſurrender at Diſcretion : That he gave them no 
Hopes of Mercy himſelf, and it was verv unlikely any 
Body elſe ſhould : That he commanded in Chief his Ma- 
jeſty's Forces there, and that no Body ought to have done 
it; and that if any Officer whatſoever took upon him 
ſo to do, without his Order or Leave, it was very unan- 
ſwerable, by the Rules and Diſcipline of War: That he 
hop'd no Body did ; That he was ſure he gave no ſuch 
Directions; and that he did not hear any Officer give 
them any Hope or Expectation of Mercy, General Wills 
was next examin'd, and gave the following Account of 
the Attack and Surrender of Prefton : That he came before 
that Town the 12th of November, about one a Clock, and 
order'd two Attacks upon the Place: That the Attack 
which led to Wiggan, was commanded by Brigadier Hony- 
wood, who beat the Rebels from their firſt Barricade, and 
took Poſſeſſion of ſome of the Houſes in the Town: That 
the other Attack, which led to Lancaſter, was commanded 
by Brigadier Dormer, who lodg'd his Troops nigh the Bar- 
ricade of the Rebels: That the next Dav, about two a 


Clock, Mr. Forfter ſent out one Mr. Oxburgh, offexing to 
lay down their Arms, and ſubmit themſelves, and Roping 
chat he would recommend them to the King for Merry; 
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which he refus'd, and told them, he would not treat with 
Rebels; who, ſince they had kiJl'd ſeveral of the King's 
Subjects, muſt expect to undergo the ſame Fate, To which 
Oxburgh reply'd, That he hop'd he would ſhew Mercy to 
People who were willing to tubmit : But that he (Gene- 
ral Wills) anſwer'd, That all he would do for them, wag 

that if they would lay down their Arms, and ſubmit a, 
Priſoners at Diſeretion, he would prevent the Soldiers 
from cutting them to Pieces, till he had farther Orders: 
and that he would give them but an Hour to conſider of 
it: That he ſent back Oxburgh into the Town with this 
Meſſage to Forſter, and that beſore the Hour was expir'd 

Mr. Dalzell, Brother to the Earl of Carnwath, was ſent 
out to ask Terms for the Scotch That his Anſwer to him 
was, That he would not treat with Rebels, nor give them 
any other Terms, than what had been offer'd them: Upon 
which, they defir'd to have farther Time 'till ſeven the 
next Morning, 'to conſult of the beſt Method of delivering 
themſelves up: That he conſented to this Requeſt of 
theirs, upon Condition, that they threw up no new In- 
trenchments in the Streets, nor ſuffer'd any of their 
- People to eſcape, and that they ſent out the Chief of the 
Engliſh and Scotch as Hoſtages for the Performance: That 
having ſent in Colonel Cotton for this Purpoſe, he accor- 
dingly brought out the Earl of Derwentwater and Mr. 
Mackintoſh » That about ſeven the next Morning, Mr. 
Forſter ſent out to acquaint him, that they were willing 
to give themſelves up Priſoners at Diſcretion, as he had 
demanded : That Mr. Mackintoſh being by when the Me: 
ſage was brought, ſaid, he could not anſwer that the 
Scotch would furrender in that Manner, for that they were 
a People of deſperate Fortunes ; that he himſelf had been 
a Soldier of Fortune, and knew what it was to be a Pri- 
ſoner at Diſcretion : That upon this, the Deponent ſaid, 
Go back to your People again, and I will attack the Town, 
and the Conſequence will be, I will not ſpare a Man of 
you : That Mackintoſh went back, but came running out 
immediately again, and ſaid, That the Lord Kenmure, and 
the reſt of the Noblemen, with his Brother, would ſurren- 
der in like Manner with the Engliſh. Then General Wills 
being ask'd by the Attoyney- General, Whether he gave the 
Rebels any n to hope for Mercy? He again 
cecla d, That all the Terms he gave them, was, that he 
v oul | ſave their Lives from the Soldiers, till farther Orders, 
if thay ſurrender'd at Diſcretion ; the Meaning of which, 
he ſaid, was, that, by the Rules of War, it was in his Power 


te cut them to Pieces; but that he would give them _ 
ives 
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Lives *till farther Order; and if they did not comply, he 
would renew the Attack, and not ſpare a Man. He like- 
wiſe depos'd, That he gave no Directions to any other Offi- 


cer to give other Terms than what himſelf had offer'd. 


After this, the Lord High Steward ſent down the Clerk 
to the Priſoner at the Bar, who gave him three Queſtions, 
which -his Grace propos'd ſeveraliy to General Wills : The 
iſt was, Whether General Wills gave any Summons to 
ſurrender before he made the firſt Attack? Or if he did 
not make the Attack without any Summons at all ? 
To which, General Wills anſwer'd, That when he was 
viewing the Town, they ſhot two of his Dragoons, and 
he did not ſummon them. The 2d Queſtion was, Whe- 
ther he offer*d to prevent the Forces from falling upon the 
Gentlemen at Preſton, provided they ſurrender'd at Diſ- 
cretion ? The Anſwer was, That he did hinder the Troops 
from falling upon them after they offer'd to ſurrender. 
The zd Queſtion was, What General Wills knew, or had 
been inform'd, of his Lordſhip's being azainſt coming to 


England, or of my Lord's being againit fighting with any 
of his, or General Carpenter's Troops? To which, Gene- 


ral ills made Anſwer, That he never knew my Lord Min- 
town, nor ſaw him *till four Days after he was taken at 
Preſton ; ſo that he could ſay nothing to what he knew 
nothing of. The Lord Wintoun having ceitr'd that Gene- 
ral Carpenter might alſo be ask'd the laſt Queſtion, Gene- 
ral Car peter ſaid, He heard that at Jeaburg they held a 
Council of War, the chief Offices, Ec. but that this was 
only Hearſay, and he ſpoke not of his ewn Knowledge. 
The material Parts of General Carpenter's and General il!s's 
Depoſitions, were confirm'd by Colonel Churchill, Colonel 
Cotten, and Brigadier Munden, who were likewiſe ſworn 
nd examin'd. Brigadier Munden, in particular, depos'd, 
That he heard Mr. Mackinto/h and my Lord Deraventawater 
frequently repeat their Requeſt to General Mills for Terms; 
ind Mackinto/% gave a particular Account of the Bravery 
ind Hardineſs of their Troops: And that Mr. Hills told 
him, he might have prov'd and try'd them if he had 
plezs'd, and then it would have been ſeen whether the 
King's Troops, or a Parcel of Rebels, would have acted 
the braver Part: Adding, that Mr. Wills receiv'd them 
with the utmoſt Deteſtation and Contempt, and gave 

them no Hopes of Mercy, either directly or ind irectly. 
The Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons having done 
vith their Evidence, the Lord High Steward told the 
Prifoner at the Bar, That now was the proper Time for 
bis Lordſhip to make his Defence, which he might do in 
KK 2 his 
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his own Method, either by calling his Witneſſes, or ma. 
king ſuch Obſervations in his Defence as he thought pro- 
per. Hereupon the Lord Vintoun ſaid, Pleaſe to allow me 
ſome Time, for my Witneſſes are not yet come. I have 
us'd all poſhble Endeavours to get them; pleaſe to allow 
me till this Day Month, *till they come up. It will ſig- 
nify nothing to examine any Witneſſes after I am dead. 
I never ſaw my Counſel but once, that they might in- 
ſtruct me what I have to ſay. My Lords, I am inform'q 
they will be here next Week. His Lordſhip inſiſting up. 
on this Requeſt, the Attorney-General repreſented, that 
the ſame was now out of Time; that when the Evidence 
for the Proſecution is given, the Priſoner is not to have 
Time to delay the Proceedings. Mr. Cowper, another of 
the Managers for the Houſe of Commons, urg'd, that 
when they reflected how long it was ſince the Commons 
exhibited their Impeachment againſt the Priſoner, it was 
ſurprizing, after all, to find his Lordſhip alledge, that he 
Had not had Time to bring up Witneſſes: That with what 
View his Lordihip was advis'd to make this Defence, 
might be eaſily explain'd : That it was to move the Com- 
Paſſion of the People, and he fear'd, to traduce the Ju. 
Nice of their Lord ſhi ps Proceedings: That ſurely it mul 
be confeſs'd, that he had had more than Time ſufficient, 
more than any one in his Circumſtances had been allow'd, 
by their Lordſhips great Indulgence : That the ſtated Rules 
of Proceedings in Trials of this Nature, ought to be ever ſa- 
cred; and he did not know that any one Priſoner had a 
Right to be indulg'd in Methods unknown to the Conſtitu- 
tion: That he believ'd, when a Priſoner impeach'd by the 
Commons, puts himſelf upon his Defence, and is brought 
upon his Trial, there ought to be no Interruption or Delay 
whatſoever: Sure he was, this is inconſiflent with the Pro- 
ceedings of other Courts of Juſtice : That their Lordſhips 
lately deny'd him any farther Time; and if it was then not 
thouzht proper to be granted, certainly now he had put 
himſelf upon his Trial, and ſtood upon his Defence at their 
Lordihips Bar, he ſhould not be indulg'd making the ſame 
Requeſt : He concluded, That whatever Compaſſion they 
might have for this unhappy Lord, yet the Commons, 
when they reflected, the Methods and Forms of Juſtice are 
eſſential to Juſtice itſelf, they then thought themſelves o. 
blig'd to oppoſe a new Attempt. and hop'd the Trial ſhould 
proceed. The Lord Wintoun inſiſting upen his Requeſt, the 
Lords adjourn'd to the Chamber of Parliament, and being 
return'd, the Lord High Steward acquainted the Earl of 


Fintour, That their Lordſhips had confider'd his Roque? 
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and they were of Opinion, it was not now conſiſtent with 
the Rules of Juſtice, to allow him any farther Time for 
ſending for his Witneſſes; therefore he was to proceed in 
his Defence. And that in reſpe& of the Lowneſs of his 
Voice, the Lords had order'd a fit Perſon to ſtand by him, 
(aſter he was ſworn) to report truly to their Lordſhips 
what he ſaid during his Trial, The Clerk who was ſworn 
to make true Report from the Lord Wintoun, ſaid, That he 
thought it very hard, and great Injuſtice, that he ſhould - 
not be allow'd Time to make his own Defence; and that 
his Witneſſes ſhould not come up; and that he ſhould be 
ty'd down to a fooliſh Form, which he was not accuſtom'd 
to, when he was in Danger of his Life. Then the Lords 
adjourn'd to the Chamber of Parliament. 2 

The next Day (March 16) the Houſe being reſum'd, 
and the Priſoner brought to the Bar, the Lord High 
Steward told him he might proceed in his own Defence. 
Hereupon the Earl of Vintoun inſiſted, that he did not un- 
derſtand the Law; that he was not accuſtom'd to ſpeak on 
ſuch Occaſions; that he was perfegly a Stranger to the 
Cuſtoms of the Houſe, and therefore hop'd their Lord{hips 
would allow his Counfel, that knew them, to ſpeak 
for him: But the Lord High Steward acquainted him. 


That, by the Law of the Land, his Lordſhip could not, 


have Counſel to ſpeak in his Defence, unleſs it were to 
Matter of Law; for the Law ſuppoſes every Man ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer for himſelf as to Matter of Fact. The 
Earl of Wintoun urging, That not underſtanding the 
Law, it was impoſſible he ſhould direct a Counſel, and 
introduce a Point of Law, Mr. Cowper, one of the Mana- 
gers, began, in the Name of the Commons, to reply to 
his Lordſhip's Defence : He ſaid it was reaſonable to ex- 
pet, that the Priſoner having pleaded not guilty to the 
Impeachment, would have attempted to give ſome Evi- 
dence in Support of his Plea; but that fince it ſeem'd to 
be his Lordſhip's Reſolution not to enter into a Defence, 
he thought. it his Duty to ſay ſomething to their Lord- 
ſhips, upon this unexpected Occaſion. Such, ſaid he, is 
the Treaſon and ſo full the Evidence to prove it, that I 
think his Lordſhip's Behaviour, unaccountable as it is, 
more to his Purpoſe, than any other could have been. But 
as he was going on in making Remarks on the Evidence 
me Commons had produc'd, he was interrupted by the 


Lord Guildford, who mov'd their Lordſhips to adjourn to 


the Houſe of Lords, which they did accordingly. Their 
Lordikip's being return'd, and the Houſe reſum'd, the 
Lord High Steward acquainted the Earl of Mintoun, That 

their 
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their Lordſhips were yet ready to hear any Thing that he 
Had to ſay in his Defence, by Way of Obſervation Upon 
what had been prev'd or alledg'd againſt him; that they 
were likewiſe ready to hear any Witneſſes he ſhould pleaſe 
to call or produce; but that if he neglected this Opportu- 
nity now given him, then it was their Lordſhips Plex. 
ſure, that he ſhould ſignify to the Managers of the Houſe 
of Commons, that they ſhould go on to their Reply; and 
if ſuch reply was made, his Lordſhip had no farther Op. 
portunity to alledge any Thing, or to prove any Thing, 
And that it was their Lordſhips Opinion, that if he had 
any Queſtion of Law to be ſpoken to by his Counſel, their 
Lordſhips could not admit of any other Form, but that he 
ſhould propound it to their Lordſhips himſelf, Here. 
upon the Clerk repeated from the Lord Wintoun, That the 
Counſel had a Point of Law arifing from what had been 
paſs'd in the Houſe, to ſhew that he was ſuch a Perſon as 
was not capable of committing the Treaſon laid in the 
Impeachment. That he pleaded not guilty z and this 
(meaning a Paper he had in his Hand) alledg*d the fame, 
I ſay, ſays he, I am not guilty, and the Paper ſays it 
will demonſtrate I am not. Then the Lord High Steward 
having told the Priſoner, that what he propos'd, was no 
Point of Law, his Grace ſignify'd to the Gentlemen of 
the Houſe of Commons, that they might reply; which 
Mr. Cowper, and Sir William Thomſon, Recorder of the City 
of London, did accordingly, Mr. Cowper, who ſpoke firſt, 
aſter having given a ſhort View of the Evidence the 
Commons had produc'd, continu'd as follows: The Com- 
mons cannot, my Lords, but take a particular Satisfaction 
in one Incident, occaſion'd by this Lord's putting himſelf 
upon his Trial, which is, that it has adminiſter'd to 
them a Time and an Opportunity, in the moſt publick 
Manner, before this Auguſt Aſſembly, to vindicate his Ma- 
Jeſty's Generals from a malicious Calumny ſuggeſted even 
by this Lord, the Priſoner, in his Anſwer to the Im- 
peachment; and not only by him, but by the reſt of his 
Accomplices already attainted, It ſeems not to be acci - 
dental, that all the Lords mention'd in the Impeach- 
ment, ſhould every one of them, falſe as it appears to be, 
alledge, that they ſurrender'd, ſome ſay upon Promiſes, 
but all agree, upon Hopes given of Mercy, - conſidering 
how fully it now appears, that there is not the leaſt Co- 
Jour or Shadow of Truth to ſupport this Suggeſtion. It is 
no uncharitable Refled jon, to ſay, that their Lordſhips, I 
doubt, to ſupply the Miſchief their Arms could not ae- 


compliſh, were willing to aſſiſt their Party, by —_— 
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them with an Untruth' to propagate, With what Zeal 


and Induſtry has it been accordingly propagated !! I may 
take the Liberty, I preſume, to ſay, with the Conſent of 


this whole Aſſembly, that it appears on the Evidence, to 


be utterly falſe, nay, farther, that the very Reverſe is 
true. The Rebels would willingly have obtain'd a Pro- 
miſe, or even a Hope of being recommended; but the 
Generals rightly told them, Rebels deſerv'd no Mercy, 
nor would they treat with Rebels of Surrendring, other- 
wiſe than at Diſcretion. He concluded with ſaying, That 
he had thought ir not improper to make ſome few Obſer- 
vations upon the Evidence; not that his Lordſhips De- 
fence had made it requiſite 3 but to anſwer, according to 
his Power, the End of that Truſt which the Commons 
kid been pleas'd to repoſe in him. | 

Sir William Thomſon, who ſpoke next for the Commons, 
after having made ſome Remarks on the Nature of the 
Cauſe, as it ſtood before their Lordſhips, continu'd his 
Harangue, as follows: All Mankind, ſaid he, who will 
not ſhut their Eyes, muſt ſee that the Purpoſe of this 
noble. Lord, and his Accomplices, was to dethrone his 
moſt ſacred Majeſty, our Proteſtant King, whom God and 
the Laws have ſet over us; and in his Stead to ſet up a 
Popiſh Pretender to his Crown, bred up in Superſtition, 
and under the Maxims of Tyranny and arbitrary Power. 
The Succeſs of this Deſign muſt neceſſarily have produc'd 
a moſt dreadful Scene of Blood and Confuſion. - The Life 
of our moſt gracious Sovereign, the Lives of all his Royal 
Family, your Lordſhips, and thoſe other brave and honeſt 
Britons, who would have ſtood in the Defence of the Reli- 
pion, the Laws, and Liberties of their Country, muſt 
have been ſacrific'd to the Rage and Fury of Popiſh Bi- 
gottry, and to the inſatiable Cruelty of Jeſuits and 
Prieſts ; who, as we are Proteſtants, are our moſt implaca- 
ble Enemies. Inſtead of the Happineſs we now enjoy 
under dur moſt excellent Form of Government, where 
every Thing that is dear and valuable to human Nature, 
is protected by the Laws from the leaſt Violence what- 
ever, what could this Nation expect from Popery and 
arbitrary Power, but endleſs Miſeries and Calamities, and 


| the moſt abje& Slavery? My Lords, it is a melancholy” 


Reflection, that there ſhould be any who pretend to the 
Name of Britons, who would engage in ſo groundleſs, ſo 
unprovok'd, and, "moſt! properly call'd, ſo unnatural a 
Rebellion; or, that others ſhould be ſo deluded and cor- 
tupted, as, by their falſe and malicious Inſinuations, 
ind by their vile Calumnies on the beſt of Princes, or by 

their 
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their avow'd Indifference towards him, to encourage that 
traiterous Enterprize. All ſuch Enemies to the Welfare 
and Proſperity of their Country, ought to reflect, with 
the utmoſt Shame and Confuſion, on the diſmal Proſpect 
they were preparing for us, by the natural Tendency 


of their Proceed ings; and I cannot but think that it muſt 


add to the Afflition of this unfortunate Lord who ſtands be- 
fore this Auguſt Judicature, while he reflects on the Af. 
rances given him of generous Compaſſion, as far as is con- 
ſiſtent with the Rules of Juſtice; while he conſiders of that 
Humanity and tender Regard expreſs'd towards him, by 
that great and noble Mind, who ſo juftly repreſented all 
your Lordſhips Sentiments; while he obſerves that Care 
and Concern ſhewn to him, that Aſſiſtance granted him 
towards making his Defence, and that his Judges are ſo 
many noble Peers, who can never be influenc'd to 
condemn the Innocent, and who will be govern'd only 
by full Proof, and clear Conviction. Sure he muſt now 
reproach himſelf, when he thinks that he was about to 
ſubvert thoſe very Laws by which even his Life, who 
has ſo tranſgreſs'd, is thus protected. He concluded with 
faying, that he might preſume their Lordſhips natural 
Compaſſion, would incline them to ſome merciful Diſ- 
pofition : But that the Commons were perſuaded, that 
their Lordſhips would have ſome Regard to the Lives of 
thoſe brave and gallant Men, who by the baſe Methods 
of the Rebels, were murder'd, and expir'd in their Coun- 
try's Cauſe ; that their Blood demanded the Juſtice of that 


Country in whoſe Defence it was ſpilt; that the Com- 


mons were aſſured, that their Lordſ{hips muſt think, that 
the publick Safety alſo requir'd their exemplary Juſtice, 
more eſpecially on the principal Offenders ; that being the 
moſt effectual Method to prevent any future Infurrettions 
or Diſturbance of the publick Repoſe and Tranquillity of 
the Kingdom, and to render firm and laſting our preſent 


happy Eſtabliſhment, 


Sir William Thomſon having done ſpeaking, Sir o/eph 
felt ſaid, That the Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons 

ad nothing more to offer to their Lordſhips, but deſir'd 
their Lordſhips Opinion on this Evidence. Then the 
Lords adjourn'd to the Chamber of Parliament, and being 
return'd, and the Houſe reſum'd, the Lord High Steward 
ſtood up uncover'd, and, beginning with the youngeſt Peer, 
ſaid, Thomas Lord Parker, what ſays your Lordſhip, 1s

the Lord Parker ſtanding up in his Place, and * |

nour. In like Manner, the ſeveral Lords after-mention'd; 
being all that were preſent, were ask'd the ſame Queſtion, 
and made alſo the ſame Anſwer. And their Names 
are as follows, The Barons, Cobham, Charleton, Harbo- 
rough, Saunderſon, Bingley, Bathurſt; Manſell, Boyle, Har- 
court, Belhaven, Roſs, Gower, Haverſham, Herbert, Aſh- 
burnham, Guilford, Lumley, Osborne, Cornwallis, Cole pepper, 
Bruce, Brooke, Compton, St. John, Howard of Effingham, 
Fitz walter, Delawar, and Willoughby of Eresby.

March 19, The Lords having taken their Seats in the 
Court of Weſtminſter-Hall, and the Earl of Wintoun being, 
brought to the Bar, the Lord High Steward as'd him, if 
he had any Thing to offer why Judgment of Death 
ſhould not paſs upon him according to the Law ? The 
Clerk anſwer'd from him, That his Counſel had a Point 
of Law to offer to their Lordſhips, to ſhew that he was 
ſich a Perſon, againſt whom, by Law, Judgment ought 
not to be given, His Grace having ask'd him, Whether 
His Lordſhip would ſtate the Point upon which he was 
advisd that he was not ſuch, a Perſon, againſt whom 
Judgment ought to be given? The Earl anſwer'd, He did 
not know what his Lordſhip meant; and Sir Conſtantine 
Phipps, one of the Counſel for the Priſoner, ſaid, That if 
their Lordſhips pleas'd, they had a Point of Law humbly 
to offer to their Lordſhips, e 8 he was interrupted

by 
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by the Attorney-General, who inſiſted upon it, that the 
Gentlemen of the Long Robe were not to ſpeak, un. 
leſs there was a Point of Law ſtated by the Priſoner, and 
which their Lordſhips ſhould think to be a Point of 
Law. Mr. Cowper urg'd, that the Objection to that 
Gentleman's being heard, was ſo obvious, that they were 
ſurpriz'd to find he ſhould preſume to ſpeak without their 
Lordſhips Direction ſo to do: That he could not but 
know that the Priſoner was to propound the Queſtion in 
Law ; but that he ought not in any Cafe to propound 
a Queſtion in Law, nor, when a Queſtion is propounded 
by the Priſoner, to ſpeak to it without their Lordſhips 
expreſs Direction. This was confirm'd by the Lord 
High Steward, who ſaid to Sir Conſtantine Phipps, that 
He himſelf knew the Practice to be ſo, and that the Point 
muſt be firſt ſtated by the Priſoner, before he could ſpeak 
to it. My Lords, ſaid Sir Conſtantine, if I had been 
Heard but ten Words more My Lords, ſaid Sir 
William Thomſon, interrupting him, we humbly inſiſt upon 
it, that that Gentleman be not heard one Word more. 
Then the Earl of Ilay mov'd to adjourn, and the Lords 
went to the Chamber of Parliament, from whence they 
return'd in about half an Hour, and the Houſe being re- 
Tum'd, and Proclamation made for Silence, as uſual, the 
Lord High Steward told the Lord Wintoun, That the 
Lords had conſider'd of the Matter he had mov'd in Ar- 
reſt of Judgment, which was, That he was not ſuch a Per- 
ſon as againſt whom Judgment of Death for High Treaſon 
vught to be pronounc'd; and that he was directed to ac- 
quaint him, that their Lordſhips were of Opionion, it was 
Matter of Fact, and not of Law; and that the Lords 
thought he was ſuch a Perſon againſt whom Judgment 
ought to be given in this Caſe. I am likewiſe order'd by 
the Lords, (continu'd his Grace) to reprimand you, Sir 
Conſtantine Phipps, for having, in a Proceeding of this Na- 
ture, preſum'd to be ſo forward as to ſpeak for the Priſoner 
at the Bar, before a Point of Law was firſt ſtated, and 
you had Leave to ſpeak to it; and your Fault is certain- 
1y the greater, for having preſum'd to do this to a Matter 
which you cannot but know is Matter of Fact, and that 
the Law is not doubtful one way or other, the Fact be- 
ing ſuppos'd. My Lord Wintoun, I am allow'd again to ask 
your Lordſhip, if you have any Thing farther to alledge or 
nove, why Judgment of Death ſhonld not paſs upon you 
according to Law ? The Clerk having thereupon repeated 
from the Lord Vintoun, That his Counſel were ready to 


offer in Arreſt of Judgment; that the Impeachment = 
inſuf- 
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inſuſkcient, in reſpect that the Time of committing the 
Treaſon, was not therein laid with ſufficient Certainty 
and the Lords having given Leave to the Priſoner's Coun- 
ſel toſpeak to that Point of Law, Sir Conſtantine Phipps and 
Mr. Peer Williams, whom the Lords had aſhgned to be 
Counſel for the Earl of Wintoun, ſpoke as follows, | 
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Sir Conflantine AY it pleaſe your Lordſhips, we that 
Phipps. L have the Honour to be aſſign'd by 
your Lordſhips as Counſel in this Caſe, do humbly appre- 
hend the Impeachment againſt the Noble Lord at the Bar, 
to be inſufficient ; it is ſo uncertain, that we (with the 
greateſt Submiſſion) take it, no Judgment can be given 
upon it, My Lords, we beg Leave to take Notice to your 
Lordſhips, that in Indiatments in the Courts below, even 
fir Treſpaſſes, the Law requires the certain Day when the 
Offence is ſuppos'd to be committed, to be alledg'd ; and 
if a particular Day be not laid, the Indictment is inſuſ- 

fcient; and if ſuch Certainty is requiſite in Offences of 
the moſt minute Nature, it is much more fo in Capital 
Crimes, and more ſtill in Offences of the higheſl Nature, 
ſuch as Treaſon, with which this noble Lord is charg'd. 
My Lords, there be two Reaſons why, in Indictments for 
High Treaſon, a certain Day ſhould be aſſign'd, when the 
Treaſon was committed : One is for the Advantage of the 
Priſoner, that being appriz'd not only of the Facts with 
which he is -charg'd, but alſo of the Time when thoſe 
Facts are ſuppos'd to be committed, he may be the better 
able to make his Defence ; *Tis poſſible he may have Wit- 
neſſes to prove he was at another Place, and in other 
Company, at the Time when he is accus'd to have com- 
mitted the Treaſon, or may, by other Circumſtances, make 
his Innocence appear. The ſecond Reaſon is for the Be- 
neft of the Crown, that it may be known to what Time 
the Forfeiture ſhall relate; for in Treaſon the Forfeiture 
relates to the Time laid in the IndiAment z and if there 
be no preciſe Time alledg'd in the Indictment, the For- 
feiture can relate no farther than to the Judgment. My 
Lords, the Forfeitures in Caſes of Treaſon, are very 
great 3 therefore we conceive, with humble Submiſſon, 
that the Accuſation ought to contain all the Certainty it 
is Capable of, that the Priſoner may not, by general Al- 
lezations, be render'd uncapable to defend himſelf in a 
Life which may prove ſo fatal to him. Our Books, my 
Lords, furniſh us with many Inſtances, where Ind ict- 
ments have been held to be inſufficient for leſs Faults than 

ut ſpeeiſying the Day when the Offence was committed 3 
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but in Caſes ſo plain, I will not trouble your Lordſhipt 
with citing Authorities, for I believe there is not one 
Gentleman of the long Robe, but will agree an Indig. 
ment for any capital Offence, to be erroneous, if the Of. 
fence be not alledg'd to be committed upon a certain Day, 
My Lords, an Attainder upon an Impeachment, ſubjetts 
the Offender to the ſame Puniſhment, the ſame Forfeitures, 
as an Attainder upon an Indictment; and therefore I am 
at a Loſs to find out a Reaſon why there ſhould not be the 
ſame Certainty in one, as in the other; If equal Certainty 
be requir'd in ,both, then we humbly ſubmit to your 
Lordſhips Judgment, whether this Impeachment be not 
erroneous and inſufficient, in that there is no particulat 
certain Time alledg'd when the Treaſon, or the Overt 


Acts, were committed. The Treaſon alledg'd, is Conſyj. 


ring and Imagining the Death of the King; and the Im. 
peach ment ſets forth, that the Conſpirators, (and names 
them) as falſe Traitors to his preſent moſt Sacred Majeſty 
King George, the only lawful and undoubted Sovereign of 
theſe Kingdoms, having withdrawn their Allegiance, 
and cordial Love, and true and due Obedience, which 
they, as good and faithful Subjects, ow'd to his ſaid Ma- 
Jelty, did, in or about the Months of September, October, 
or November, 1715, moſt wickedly, malicioufly, falſly, 
and traiterouſly imagine and compaſs the Death of hi 
moſt Sacred Majeſty, My Lords, a Proſecution by Im. 
peachment, is a Proceeding at the Common Law, for Ley 
Parliamentaria is a Part of the Common Law; and ve 
humbly ſubmit it to your Lordſhips Conſideration, whe- 
ther there is not the ſame Certainty requir'd in one Method 
of Proceeding at the Common Law, as in another. Your 
Lordſhips obſerve with what Uncertainty, as to the Time, 
the Treaſon is alledg'd. Tis ſaid to be in vr about the 
Months of September, October, or November, 1715, Who 
is able to ſay, to which of theſe Months, much leſs to 
what Day of either of theſe Months, the Forfeiture ſhall 
relate ? And how is it poſſible for the noble Lord, the 
Priſoner at the Bar, to make a Defence to a Charge ſo 
general, unleſs he bring for Witneſſes all thoſe Perſons with 
whom he has had any Converſation during thoſe three 
Months at leaſt? My Lords, the Qvert Acts are alledg' 
with the ſame Inſufficiency and Uncertainty, as the Tres 
ſon itſelf is; for, in charging the firſt Overt AR, which 
is conſpiring to levy War, and to depoſe the King, it 
is ſaid, That for accompliſhing and executing, their ſaid 
traiterous Purpoſes, they the ſaid James Earl of Derwent: 


water, Oc. did, in or about the ſaid Months, or ſome o 
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them, and at divers other Times, and at divers other 
Places within this Kingdom, wickedly and traiterouſly 
agree, confederate, Oc. to raiſe, excite, and levy, with- 
in the Counties of Teviotſdale, Northumberland, Cumberland, 
and the County-Palatine of Cheſter, and elſewhere within 
this Kingdom, a moſt cruel, bloody, and deſtructive War 
againſt his Majeſty, in order to depoſe and murder his ſa- 
cred Majeſty, and to deprive him of his Royal State, 
Crown and Dignity. My Lords, can any Thing be 
more uncertainly alledg'd, than to ſay, that the Conſpi- 
rators did, in or about the ſaid Months, or ſome of them, 
and at divers other Times, and at divers other Places 
within this Kingdom, confederate, Oc. to levy War 
within the Counties of Teviot/dale, Northumberland, Cum- 
berland, and County-Palatine of Cheſter, and elſewhere 
within this Kingdom ? The next Overt AR, which is 
actual levying War, is not laid with greater Certainty ; 
for the Impeachment ſets forth, That the ſaid Earl of Der- 
wentawater, Oc. their Accomplices and Confederates, in or 
about the Months aforeſaid, in the Counties aforeſaid, or 
ſome of them, did gather together great Numbers of his 


Majeſty's Subjects, and with them didaſſemble in a war- 


like and traiterous Manner, in order to raiſe Tumults and 
Rebellion within this Kingdom; and having procur'd 
great Quantities of Arms, Ammunition, and warlike 
Inftruments, at the Times and Places aforeſaid, or ſome 
of them, did form and compoſe, or did aſſiſt in forming and 
compoſing an Army of Men, conſiſting of his Majeſty's 
liege Subjects, in order to wage War againſt his ſaid Ma- 
jeſty, far, and in Behalf, and in Favour of the. faid 
Pretender to the Crown of theſe Realms; and at the 
Time and Times, and Places aforeſaid, and at divers 
other Times and Places within this Kingdom, the ſaid 
Conſpirators did levy and raiſe War and Rebellion againſt 


his moſt ſacred Majeſty, &c. The next Overt Act is, Pro- 


claiming the Pretender, which is more uncertain than 
any of the other; for the Impeachment ſets forth, That 
the aforeſaid Conſpirators, during their March and Inva- 
fion aforeſaid, in open Defiance of his moſt red Ma- 


jeſty's juſt and undoubted Title to the Imperial Crown of 


theſe Realms, did wickedly and traiterouſly cauſe and 
procure the ſaid Pretender to be proclaim'd in the moſt 
publick and ſalemn Manner, as King of theſe Realms. 
Here is no certain Time or Place alledg'd when or where 
the Pretender was proclaim'd, but only that it was during 
their March and Invaſion. The laſt Overt AQ ſeems to 
de laid with greater Certainty than the reſt; for tis ſaid, 
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That the Conſpirators did, on or about the gth, roth 
$1th; 12th, or 15th of November aforeſaid, traiterouſly 
ſeize and poſſeſs themſelves of the Town of Preſton, in 
the County - Pa latine of Lancaſter, againſt his Majeſty, and 


did then and there, in a warlike and hoſtile Manner, 


levy War, oppoſe, engage, and fight againſt his Majeſty's 
Forces, and did then and there cauſe and procure a miſera- 
ble and horrid Slaughter and Murder of many of his Ma- 
jeſty's faithful Subjects. Here indeed are peculiar Days 
mention'd, but then the Words, or about, leave it at large, 
for no Man can tell how many Days may be included 
in theſe Words, or about. We humbly apprehend, that a 
Charge of this high Nature, ought not to be alledg'd with 
ſuch Uncertainty, and that the Impeachment is as erro- 
neous as an Indiatment drawn in this Manner would be; 
this being a Proceeding of the ſame Nature, and accord- 
ing to the Courſe of the Common Law. My Lords, I do 
not apprehend any great Skill in Parliamentary Proceedings, 
but preſume to ſay, that in my little Experience in Buſi- 
neſs in other' Courts, I never ſaw a Charge exhibited 
againſt any one that was laid in ſo uncertain a Manner, 
unleſs in Libels in the Eccleſiaſtical or Admiralty Courts, 
which cannot in the leaſt influence the Caſe now before 
your Lordſhips; this (as I have obſerv'd) being a Pro- 
ceeding according to the Courſe of the Common-Law. 
Upon the whole Matter, I humbly ſubmit to your Lord- 
ſhips Judgment, whether for the | Reaſons I have offer'd 
to your Lordſhips Conſideration, the Impeachment is not 
erroneous, and whether your Lordſhips will think fit 
to proceed to Judgment againſt the noble Lord, the Pri- 
ſoner at the Bar, upon an Impeachment ſo uncertain and 
inſufficient as I humbly apprehend this to be.

It 
would ſtill be worſe, (becauſe more uncertain) if it were 
laid in an IndiQment, that the Party committed the Treafon 
in or about the Months of September, October, or November, 
1715. And with great Submiſſion, this, as I humbly take it, 
is the very Caſe before your Lordſhips; I mean, taking it, 
that Impeachments and Indictments, as to the material Parts 
oi them, are to be meaſur'd by the ſame Rules of Law as I 
\ humbly conceive they ought to be. That the certain Day

ſible I ought to have roo great a Value for your Lordſhips

I ſhall only beg 
Leave to mention to your Lordſliips one Caſe, which is an

n- The Managers for the Commons, who anſwer'd theſe 
r, Arguments of the Priſoner's Counſel, were, Mr. Walpole, 


Sir Edward Northey, Mr. Cowper, and Sir William Thompſon. 
Mr. Walpole ſpoke firſt, and to the following Purpoſe : 
That the Commons humbly conceiv'd that the learned 
Genlemen who had been ſpeaking on Behalf of the Noble 
Lord at the Bar, ſeem'd, by having taken up ſo much of 
their Lordſhips Time, in quoting of Authorities, and uſing 
Arguments to ſhew what would quaſh an Indictment in 
the Courts below, to have forgot that they were in a 
Court of Parliament, and on an Impeachment of the 
Commons of Great Britain. For, ſhould the Commons ad- 
mit all they had offer'd, it would not follow that their 
Impeachment was inſufficient. He then obſerv'd, That 
neither of the learned Gentlemen had offer'd to produce 
one Inſtance relating to an Impeachment, to ſhew that 
ever the Sufficiency of an Impeachment was call'd in 
Queſtion from the Generality of the Charge: That if this 
Exception would quaſh an Indictment, it would not there- 
tore make this Impeachment inſufficient ; That the Want 
of fixing a certain Day on which the Treaſon was com- 
mitted could be no Hardſhip on that Noble Lord; who 
having contiru'd in Rebellion for ſo many Days and 
Months, as had been prov'd in a more ample Manner than 
ever any Crime of the like Nature had been, could not 
ſuffer from any Uncertainty in the Charge: That the 
Commons thought themſelves ſufficiently juſtify'd, and 
their Impeachment ſupported by the Precedent of the 
Lord Stafford, who was tryd and executed for High Trea- 
ſon : That in his Caſe, the Words of the Impeachment 
are, That for divers Years laſt paſt, a damnable Contri- 
vance and Conſpiracy had been form'd and carry'd on; 
ang when they come to the particular Charge, all that is 
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faid, is, That within the Time aforefaid, Oc. that ig 
ſome Time within divers Years laſt paſt,: That the Lord 
Stafford had Counſel, who, tho' they offer'd ſome Things 
in Arreſt of Judgment, yet never attempted to offer an 
Thing of this Nature : That he hoped this would ſatisfy 
their Lordſhips, that this Impeachment is ſufficient, not- 
withitanding this Qbjeaion ; and that it would never be 
allow'd here as a Reaſon, that what quaſhes an Ind ictment 
in the Courts below, will make inſufficient an Impeach- 
ment brought by the Commons of Great Britain. 

Sir Edward Northey, who ſpoke next, took Notice, That 
they were upon an Impeachment, and not upon an In- 


dictment: That the Courts below have ſet Forms to them. 


ſe]ves, which have prevail'd for a long Courſe of Time, 
and thereby are become the Forms by which thoſe Courts 
are to govern themſelves; but that it was never thought, 
that the Forms of thoſe Courts had any Inflyence on the 
Proceedings of Parliament: That in Richard 11's Time, 
in the Records of Parliament, it is ſaid, That Proceed- 
ings in Parliament are not to be goyern'd by the Forms 
of Weſtminſter-Hall ; That tho? it is the uſual Form in the 
Courts below, to alledge a certain Day on which the 
Crime is charg'd to be committed ; yet at the ſame Time 
they add, and at divers other Days and Times; and that 
the Day which is. laid, is only for Farm Sake ; but that 
Day is not material, and they are not bound to prove the 
Crime committed on that Day, but that they may prove 
the Defendant guilty at any Time, either before or after 
the Day laid in the Indictment. Then, as to what Mr. 
Williams had argu'd from Dr. Sacheverel!'s Caſe, he ſaid, 
That there was in that Cafe an Exception taken to the 
Impeachment for Uncertainty z and that it was argued, 
from the Forms of the Courts in Veſtminſter-Hall, that 
-where Indictments were for Words ſpoken or written, 
the Words muſt be laid as they were ſpoken or written; 
and that the Opinion of the Judges was, That it was 
neceſſary, according to the Forms of the Courts below ; 
but that it was reſolv'd to be otherways in the Court of 
Parliament, who were not bound but by their own Forms: 
So that, upon this Head, the Commons apprehended, that 
they were clear of the Forms of Law in the Courts be- 
low, and that they are of no Uſe; fince, if a certain Day 
is laid, they are not bound by Law to prove the Crime 
committed on that Day, but may prove it upon any o- 
ther Day. He conluded with inſiſting, that the Articles 
are good in Subſtance, and according to the Forms of Par: 
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Mr. Cowper ſpoke next, and the Subſtance of his Argu- 
ment was, That the Counſel for the Priſoner had inſiſted 
too much upon the Precedents of Treſpaſſes and other 
Crimes ſet forth in Ind ictments, conſidering the Queſtion 
ariſes upon the Uſage and Practice of the High Court of 
Parliament : That the Uſages of Parliament are Part of 
the Laws of the Land, although they differ in many In- 
ſtances from the Common Law, as practis'd in the inferi- 
our Courts, in Point of Form: That the Form of an Im- 

chment has.very little Reſemblance to that of an In- 
dictment; and if the Commons, in preparing Articles of 
Impeachment, ſhould govern themſelves by Precedents of 
Inditments, they would depart from the ancient, nay, 
the conſtant Uſage and Practice of Parliaments : That he 
þeliev'd no one Precedent could be found, where, in the 
Caſe of an Impeachment of High Treaſon, there has been 
a certain Day or Time laid when the Treafon was com- 
mitted : That in the preſent Caſe, the Treaſons committed 

by the Priſoner, are not only charg'd with Certainty as 

to the Point of Time, but are charg'd with a great deal 
more Certainty than was neceſſary in a Caſe where his 
Lordſhip's Treaſons began at Seaton-Houſe, and continu'd 
from thence *til] the Surrender at Preſton. He concluded 
with ſaying, That there is not the leaſt Weight in the 
Priſoner's Objection; for even in the Caſe of an IndiQ- 
ment, though it may be neceſſary to lay a Day, yet it is 
not neceſſary to prove the Treaſon to be done upon that 
Day; ſo that, even in inferior Courts, it is an immaterial 
Form: That one would think, if it were neceſſary to 
aſſign a Day certain, it ſhould be neceſſarily alſo to prove 
the Treaſon to be done upon that Day ; but it is not re- 
quiſite to prove the Treaſon upon the Day, therefore in 
inferior Juriſd ictions it ſeems rather a Form than a Sub- 
ſtance: That the Courts below have indeed their Forms, 
many Forms for which no Reaſon can be given; but he 
believ'd, that in Parliamentary Proceſs nothing is neceſ- 
ſarv that is not material. 3 

Then Sir William Thomſon, who was the laſt of the Ma- 
nagers that ſpoke in Anſwer to the Priſoner's Counſel, ar- 
gued as follows: That the Exception taken in Arreſt of 
Judgment, had no Foundation in Law or Reaſon: That as 
to the Law, the Commons referr'd to the Forms of Proceed- 
ings in the Court of Parliament, which is the Law of Par- 
liament, and muſt be own'd to be Part of the Law of the 
Land: That Proceedings in Impeachments are not ſo nice 
and preciſe in Form, as in the inferior Courts : That the 
Commons prefum'd their Lordſhips would be govern'd by 
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the Forms of their own Court, eſpecially Forms that are 
not eſſential to Juſtice, as the Courts below are by theirs ; 
where, though they differ one from the other in many 
Re ſpects as to their Forms of Proceedings, yet the Practice 
of each Court is eſteem'd the Law of that Court: That 
the Reaſons alledg'd to ſupport the Exception, would re. 
ceive a plain Anſwer ; as to the firſt of them, that 'tis 
neceſſary to alledge a certain Day in an Impeachment, 
when the Fact was committed, that the Defendant may 
be able to make his Defence, that he may produce Wit. 
neſſes to give an Account where he was at the Time he is 
accus'd to have been guilty; one of the learned Counſel 
ſaid, that this is requiſite in Indictments for the ſmalleſt 
Offences, and ought to be much more ſo in capital Caſes, 
and in Impeachments for ſo high a Crime as Treaſon : 
That that Gentleman knew very. well, that the Day men- 
tion'd in an Indi ment, is not material to the Purpoſe of 
miking a Defence as to that Time only; for that the 
Defendant muſt come prepar'd to give an Account of his 
Innocence all the Time between the Day alledg'd and the 
Indictment found: That in this Caſe, where one of the 
Treaſons, viz. the Seizing of Preſton, levying of War there, 
and engaging the King's Troops, being alledg'd to be 
within the Compaſs of five Days, can be no Hardſhip on 
the Noble Lord at the Bar ; That if he could have given an 
Account of himſelf to have been elſewhere at thoſe Times, 
it might have been of Service to him; but that happen'd 
_unfortunately for him to be otherwiſe, and their Lord- 
thips had found him guilty of thoſe Facts on or about 
thoſe five Days: That the ſecond Reaſon, viz. If the 
Time alledg'd is not ſufficiently certain, to what Day ſhall 
the Forfeiture of the Defendant's Eſtate relate ? might be 
thus anſwer'd : If *tis taken the moſt favourably for the 

Defendant, the Conviction ſhall operate ſo as to make the 
Forfeiture only from the laſt of theſe Days; and that he 
apprehended no other Inconvenience : But that to infer, 
that, for that Reaſon, no Judgment at all ſhould be given 
on this Conviction, where the material and ſubſtantial 
Part of the Iſſue was found, ſeem'd not to be a right Con- 
ſequence ; for which Reaſons he conceiv'd the Excep- 
tion to have no Weight in it, and hoped their Lordſhips 
would over-rule it. 

The Managers for the Commons having thus finiſh'd 

their Arguments, the Lord High Steward, addreſſing him- 
ſelf to the Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, ſaid, 
He ſuppos'd they did not oppoſe the Counfels Replying to 


them, and that afterwards, if they had any Thing to 25 
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they might be heard to it. The Attorney-General an- 
ſwer'd, That they did not object againſt it, if the Com- 
mons had the Liberty of ſpeaking afterwards, and cloſing, 
which they inſiſted upon as their Right. Upon which 
the Lord High Steward told the Counſel, they might Re- 
ply 3 which accordingly they did as follows: 


Sir Conſtantine J F your Lordſhips pleaſe, we do not, with 
Phipps. A great Submiſſion, apprehend they have 
anſwer d our Objection; but before I take Notice of the 
Anſwers, I beg Leave to ſet the learned Gentleman that 
ſpoke laſt, right in one Thing, wherein he did miſappre- 
hend me: He was pleas'd to ſuggeſt, that T ſaid, the Day 
laid in an Indictment, was material: I don't remember 1 
ſaid ſoz for I never thought the Day ſo material, that 
there was a Neceſſity to prove the Treaſon to be commit- 
ted upon that very Day: I did ſay, there ought a certain 
Day to be alledg'd in Ind id ments, and that there always 
is; but how material that Day is, when alledg'd, is ano- 
ther Conſideration 5 but I conceive, the Day laid in an 
Indiament, ought to be very near the Time, if not upon 
the very Day the Treaſon is ſuppos'd to be committed, for 
the Reaſons I have before offer'd, and I take the conſtant 
Practice to be ſo. I perceive all the Gentlemen who have 
ſpoke in Anſwer to me, have been pleas'd to admit, that 
in Indictments for Treaſon, and other capital Offences, 
there is a certain Day always alledg'd. The honourable 
Gentleman that ſpoke firſt, was pleas'd to make a Diffe- 
rence between an Inditment and an Impeachment : That 
an Impeachment is a Parliamentary Proceeding ; and that 
the Parliament in their Proceedings are not ty'd up to 
ſuch ſtrict Form as the Courts below. I have, already 
ſpoken fully to this Point, and therefore ſhall not trouble 
your Lordſhips with any Repetition, but ſubmit to your 
Lordſhips Judgment, whether an Impeachment, by which 
a Noble Peer is to be attainted, ought not to be as certain 
as an Ind ictment, by which a Commoner is to be attaint- 
ed? And whether, by the Lex Parliamentaria, as much 
Certainty is not. requir'd in one Caſe, as in the other ? 
The ſame Gentleman was pleas'd to obſerve, that the Im- 
peachment in my Lord Stafford's Cafe, was more general 
than this; for there it was charg'd, That for many Years 
laſt paſt, there had been a Conſpiracy to alter and ſubvert 
the Government, Oc. In anſwer to which, I beg Leave 
to take Notice, that the Impeachment of that Lord begins 
with an Account of the Plot in General; and in that 
Caſe, there is no Doubt but ſuch a general Allegation was 
| ſaſhcien ty 
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— fufficient. But whether the particular Part which my 

Lord Stafford had in that Plot, be not more certainly ai. 
ledg'd, I muſt beg Leave to refer to the Trial, for I can. 
not take it upon my Memory to ſay one Way or other, 
But whether it was ſo or no, I think is not material; 
for that Honourable Perſon admits, that no Objection was 
made to that Impeachment for the Uncertainty of the 
Charge: If ſuch Objection had been made, and over-ru1'q 
it would have been à full Anſwer to us; but ſince no No: 
tice was taken of it, our Objection is as ſtrong, and of 
the ſame Force, as if that Caſe had never happen'd, A 
learned Gentleman, of great Eminence in the Law, was 
3 to obſerve, that frequently, in Indictments for 

reaſon, the Offence is laid to be committed, d iverſis alis 
diebus O viſibus, which is true; but then, in all ſuch Caſes 
there is a particular Day firſt charg'd in the Indictment: 
And I believe that learned Gentleman, or any other of the 
Long Robe, will not ſay, that an Indictment conceiv'd in 
ſuch general Terms, without alledging a particular Day, 
would be good. As to that Part of the Impeachment 
which relates to the Taking of Preſton, tho' that ſeems 
more certain than any other Overt-Act, yet I have ſhew'd 
that the Words or about, leave it at large, and render it 
uncertain. My Lords, this is what we humbly offer by 
Way of Reply; and humbly ſubmit to your Lordlhips 
Judgment, whether our Objections are not good, not · 
withſtanding what has been ſaid in Anſwer to them. 


Mr. Williams. Lords, I muſt ſubmit it to your Lord: 

ſhips, whether the learned Managers 
have anſwer'd the Objection which we have humbly 
laid before your Lordſhips in Arreſt of Judgment. The 
Managers are pleas'd to object, That we are attempting to 
quaſh an Impeachment of the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons for High Treaſon; and that this has not been 
known. But, my Lords, with great Submiſſion, we are 
not endeavouring to quaſh this Impeachment : We are fo 
far from it, that we muſt admit that the Court of King's 
Bench will not quaſh Inditments for Treaſon, nor Inditt- 
ments for Felony, nor even Indict ments for any groſs 
Miſdemeanors, but will put the Party to plead to ſuch 
Ind ictments; but in the preſent Caſe, where the Matter 
in Iſſue has been try'd, and the unhappy Lord is convit- 
ed; if this Impeachment be defective, as I humbly hope 
and inſiſt it is, then what other Way, what other Method 
has this unfortunate Lord at the Bar to take Advantage of 
this Defect, but by offering it to your Lordſhi ps in * 
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if judgment, which, on my Lord's Bekalf, we now hum 


bly do. It ſcenis admitted, as I apprehend, that had the 
preſent Queſtion been upon an Indiftment, inſtead of an 
Impeachment, that then the Exception might have pre- 


vaild: But the Managers are pleas'd to inſiſt, that the 
Law and Courſe of Parliaments juſtify this Omiſſion in 
Caſe of Im peachments; and for this, an Honourable Ma- 


nager has been pleas'd to cite the late Lord Szafford's Caſey 


and that the Impeachmient of that Lord was more uncer- 
tain, as to the Time laid for the committing the Treaſon, 
than the Imipeachment now before your Lordſhips. My 
Lords, I maſt corifeſs IT am very unfit to anſwer an Objection 
of this Nature, and which concerns the Courſe of Parlia- 
ments; but would beg Leave, with the greateſt Submiſſion; 
to obſerve, that only one Precedent (I beg Pardon if 1 
miſtake) I mean that of the late Lord Stafford, has been 
cited againſt us: It muſt be ſubmitted to your Lordſhi ps, 
how far that one ſingle Precedent will of itſelf be taken 
25 2 Proof, that this is the Courſe and Cuſtom of Parlia- 
mentary Impeachmients, eſpecially when it appears that 
the Objeſtion now made was not made in that Caſe. It 


| muſt be ſubmitted to your Lordſhips, whether repeated 


and iterated Acts are not requifite to prove this, as well 
as all other Cuſtoms ? And that if this were Lex & Conſue- 
tudo Parliamenti, whether it would not be an eaſy Matter 
to cite many Inſtances in that Behalf? And whether it is 
not the more neceſſary in this Caſe, to cite farther Prece- 
dents, in regard the fingle Caſe of the Lord Stafford may 
ſeem, as to this Point, to have loſt ſome Part of its Forte, 
by the later Precedent of Doctor Sacheverell's Caſe, when 
even in Caſe of a Miſdemieanor, a certain Day is laid in 
the Impeachment, when the Miſdemeanor is charg'd to 
have been committed? It has alſo been objected by the 
learned Managers, that in Inditments of High Treaſon; 
it is uſually charg'd, that the Party committed the Trea- 
ſon diverfis Diebus 8 Vicibus, which is as uncertain as the 
preſent Impeachment. My Lords, it is very true, that 
theſe Words, diverfis Diebus Q Vicibus, are as uncertain as 
the Words in the preſent Impeachment, and that theſe 
Words are uſually put into Indictments; but, with Sub- 
miſſion, it is as true, that in all Inditments fox Treaſon, 
over and beſides theſe Words, there is a certain Day laid 
when the Treaſon is ſaid to be committed; and I would 
beg Leave to know, whether, if in Cafe of an Indict- 
ment, the Treaſon were laid to be committed diverfis 
Diebus O Vicibus, without any farther Certainty as to the 
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And this Caſe, with Submiſſion, ſeems to come neateſt to 
the preſent Caſe; and as to the Words diverſis Diebus E. 
Vicibus, tho' they are frequently mention'd in an Indi. 
ment, yet they are only Surpluſage, and the Ind idtment 
good, whether with 'em or without 'em. It is likewiſe 
objefted, That if a certain Day for the committing this 
Freaſon, had been mention'd in this Impeachment, or in 
an Indictment, yet it had not been material, becauſe, if 
the Treaſon had been prov'd to have been, committed on 
any other Day, the Party muſt have been found guilty; 
and therefore, if the Day be immaterial, the omitting of 
it / muſt be alſo immaterial. My Lords, I muſt admit, 
that the Day, as to the Party indicted, is not in this Re- 
ſpe ſo' ſar material, but that, if it ſhould be prov'd 
that the Party committed the Treaſon on a different Day 
than that laid in the Indictment, yet the Party muſt be 
found guilty; and that it might put too great a Difficulty 
on ſach a Proſecution, to hold, that if the Treaſon be not 
prov'd to be committed on the preciſe Day laid in the 
Indictment, that therefore the Party, who appears (till 
guiſty of the Treaſon, ſhould, upon the Nicety of the 
Time, be ſound not guilty : But what I humbly infiſt on 
is, that 't is the conſtant Courſe to mention a Day certain 
in the Indictment; and that the Day thus mention'd in 
the Indictment, is, as I believe, generally the very Day 
on which the Treaſon is inſiſted upon to be committed; 
and to know this, is, with Submiſſion, of great Uſe to 
the Party indicted or impeach'd, and may very much aſ- 
fiſt him in his Defence. And I farther humbly inſiſt, 
that the mentioning of a Day certain in the Impeach- 
ment or Inditment for committing the Treaſon, is ma- 
nifeſtly for the Advantage, and the omitting it is to the 
Prejudice of the Crown, in regard, as between the Party 
impeach'd or indifted, and the Crown, the Forfeiture of 
the Land to the King, ſhall relate to that Day which 1s 
laid in the Impeachment or Inditment. My Lords, from 
hence, with the greateſt Deference to your Lordſhips, | 
beg Leave to infer, That the mentioning of a Day cer- 
tain in the Impeachment, is material: That by Conſe 
quence, the Omiſſion of it is alſo material: That therc- 
fore, in Reſpect of this Omiſſion, the Impeachment is de- 
ſective; and in Regard of this Defe&, I humbly pray, 
that your Lordſhips would be pleas'd to arreſt the Jug: 
ment, | | 
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Then the Attorney-General clos'd the Pleading as fol. 
lows; | | | | 
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Mr. VI Lords, for preſerving the Rights of 
General. 1 the Commons of Great Britain, I ſhall 
trouble your Lord ſhips with a Word or two. I think the 
learned Gentlemen have. leſt it now, where they left it on 
their firft Speech: They now agree, That the particular 
Day in an Indietment is but Form, and that the Fact 
miy be prov*d any Day before or aſter; and ſo the Law js 
in the inferior Courts. I only add this, that the Priſoner 
Joſes no Benefit, nor gets any, by having a Day charg'd 
or omitted; for fince it is of no Uſe; he muſt provide for 
his Defence as if no Day was laid; and fince it is imma- 
terial in Indictments, it muſt be ſo in Impeachments. 
We are juſtify'd by the Forms and Precedents of / Parlia- 
ment. As to the Anſwer given to my Lord Stafford's 
Caſe, that this Object ion was not made there, but that 
it paſſed ſub 2 3, if that Impeachment had not been 
thought good, we know he had the Aſſiſtance of learned 
Counſel, who were well able to adviſe him, and who cer- 
tainly would have taken the Exception. There is no 
Uncertainty in it, that can be to the Prejudice of the Pri- 
ſoner; we inſiſt it is according to the Forms of Parlia- 
ment; he has pleaded to it, and your Lordſhips have 
found hu ˙ . ITY a0 
The Pleading on both Sides being thus ended, the Lord 
HighSteward again ask'd the Priſoner, If he had any Thing 
more to offer in Arreſt of Judgment? The Lord Mintoun an- 
fwering, That if his Lordſhip pleas'd to ask his Counſel, 
they would tell what they had to object; his Grace told 
him, His Lordſhip had been told again and again, upon 
this Occaſion, that the Point he would have his Counſel 
ſpeak to, mutt be firſt ſtated and propos'd by himſelf; and 
that he had had ſufficient Opportunity to inform hi mſelf. 
The Lord Wintoun till inſiſting, that his Counſel ſhould 
ſpeak, the Earl of Stamford mov'd to adjourn, which the 
Lords accordingly did to the Chamber of Parliament. 
The Commons likewiſe went back to their Houfe, where 
the Speaker having reſum'd the Chair, it was mov*d and 
reſ/]v*d, That this Houſe will immediately go with their 
Speaker and the Mace to the Bar of the ' Houſe of Lords, 
and demand judgment of High Treaſon againſt George 
Earl of Wintoun, upon the Impzachment of the Commons; 
which having done, thev return'd in a Committee of the 
whole Houle to their Places in Weſtminſter-Hall. The 
Lords likewiſe, after a Debate upon the Form of the Sen- 
tence return'd thither, and the Lord High Steward, ad- 
dreſſing him*If to the Earl of Wintoun, ſpake as fol-

Till Conviction, your 
Lordſhip has been ſpoke to without the leaſt Prejudice, or 
Suppoſition of your Guilt z but now it muſt be taken for 
granted, That your Lordſhip is guilty of the High Trea- 
ſon whereof you ſtand impeach'd. My Lord, this your 
Crime is the greateſt known to the Law of this Kingdom, 
or of any other Country whatſoever 3 and it is of the 
blackeſt and moſt odious Species of that Crime; a Conſpi- 
racy and Attempt, manifeſted by an open Rebellion, to 
depoſe and murder that ſacred Perſon who ſuſtains and 
is the Majeſty of the whole; and from whom, as from a 
Fountain of Warmth and Glory, are diſpers'd all the Ho- 
nours, all the Dignities of the State; indeed the laſting 
and operative Life and Vigour of the Laws, which plain- 
1y ſubfiſt by a due Adminiſtration of the executive Pow- 
er: So that attempting this precious Life, is really | 
ſtriking at the moſt noble Part, the Seat of Life, and | 
Spring of all Motion in this Government; and may | 
therefore properly be call'd a Deſign to murder, not only | 
the King, but alſo the Body Politick of the Kingdom. | 
And this is moſt evidently true in your Lordſhip's Caſe, 
confidering that Succeſs in your Treaſon, muſt infallibly 
have eftabliſh'd Popery and that never fails to bring with 
it a Civil, as well as Eccleſiaſtical Tyranny ; which is 
quite another Sort of Conſtitution than that of this King- 
dom, and cannot take Place *till the preſent is annihi- 
lated.

As many a8 
have ſo done in the late Rebellion, ſamany Murders ter 
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they toanfwer for who promoted it; and your Lordſhip, 


in examining your Conſcience, will be under a great De- 


juſion, if you look on thoſe who fell at Prefton, Dumblain, 
or elſewhere, on the Side of the Laws, and in Defence 
of ſettled Order and Government, as ſlain in lawful War 
even judging of this Matter by the Law of Nations. A- 
Jas! my Lord, your Crime of High Treaſon is made yet 
redder, by ſhedding a great deal of the beſt Blood in the 
Kingdom 3 I include in this Expreſſion, the brave common, 
soldiers, as well as thoſe gallant and heroick Officers 
who continu'd faithful to Death in Defence of the Laws 3 
for ſure but little Biood can be better than that which is 
ſhed while it is warm in the Cauſe of the true Religion 
and the Liberties of its native Country. Believe it, not- 
withſtanding the unfair Arts and Induſiry uſed to flip 
up a pernicious Exceſs of Commiſeration towards ſuch as 
have fallen by the Sword of Juſtice, (few, if compar'd 
with the Numbers of good SubjeAs'murder'd-from Doors 
and Windows at Preſton only) the Liſe of one honeft, 
loyal Subject, is more precious in the Eye of God and all 
confilering Men, than the Lives of many Rebels and Pars 
ricides, This puts me in Mind to obſerve to your Lord- 


| ſhip, that there is another Malignity in your Lord- 


ſhip's Crime, (open Rebellion) which con fiſts in this, that

Then the Lord High Steward pronounc'd Sentence in the 
ſame Form as upon the other fix condemn'd Lords, which 
ſein our laſt Regiſter, p.194 3 after which, he declar'd there 
was nothing more to be done by Virtue of the preſent 
Commiſſion, broke the Staff, and pronounc'd it diſſolv'd.

Wiſdom of that Auguſt Aſſembly, to apply a proper Reme- 
dy to an Evil which might be attended with the moſt 
dangerous Conſequences, eſpetially in the preſent Temper 
of the Nation; for tho' the Rebellion was happily ſup- 
preſs'd, yet the Spirit of it remain'd unconquer'd, and 
ſeem'd only to wait for an Opportunity to ſhew itſelf 
with more Violence: That the Election of a new Parlia- 
ment, which by the Triennial Act was not far off, being 
the moſt favourable Juncture which the Diſaffected could 
expect, he thought it abſolutely neceſſary to deprive them 
of it: For which Purpoſe, he had a Bill to offer to the 
Houſe, for enlarging the Continuance of Parliaments ; 
and at the ſame Time he mov'd it might be read. He 
was ſeconded by the Earl of Rockingham, and back'd by the 
Duke of Argyle, the Earl of Dorſet, the Lord Townfhend, 
Vc. The Duke of Buckingham, the Lord Trevor, the Earls 
of Nottingham and Aylesford, and ſeveral other Peers, tho? 
they did not directly oppoſe the Bill, yet they made long 
Speeches for putting off the Reading of it to another Time: 
They did not deny, but that every Member of that Houſe 
had the Privilege of offering what Bill he thought fit; 
but that the Houſe was like wife at Liberty either to read

it of not, as they thought convenient; and that the Mat: 
tor which the Duke of Devonſhire had propos d, was of fy 
High a Nature, that it well deſerv'd to be maturely 
weigh'd and confider'd, before there were any Debates upon 
it; and therefore they mov'd, that the Bill might lie 
ſome Days upon the Table, before the firſt Reading.

He faid, That no Strefs ought to be 
laid on the firſt of thoſe Objections, Expences at Elections 
being voluntary: That as to the ſecond, He was ſorry 
there had been a Rebellion, but that now it was happily 
ſuppreſs'd : And as to the third Suggeſtion, That that 
was of no Weight with him, it being his Opinion, that 
in a Matter which fo nearly concerns our Conſtitution, 


, we ought to have Regard to our ſelves only, and not to 


Foreigners; upon all which Conſiderations, he was againf 
the committing of this, Bill. A noble Earl ſpoke next, 
and ſaid, among other Things, That they who now ſpoke 
againſt this Bill, would be for it, if it ſery'd their Turn: 
That the Triennial Act was a new Law, and an Al- 
teration of the old Conſtitution : That the Experience of 
twenty Years having ſhewn a Thouſand Inconveniencies 
that attend that Law, they ought to apply a Remedy to 
it: That the ſaid Law ſow'd the Seeds of Corruption, it 
being notorious, that great Numbers of Perſons had no 


other Livelihood, than by being employ'd in bribing 


Corporations : That we hag, lately made a ſad Experience 


of it, ſince, by thoſe Methods, a Parliament was procur'd 
By th laſt Miniſtry, which gave Sanction to moſt of 
the 


ir ill Meaſures, and went near to give up the Trade 
and Liberties of the Nation: That Triennial Elections 
deſtroy all Family Intereſt, and ſubje& our excellent Con- 
ſtitution to the Caprice of the Multitude ; and, in ſhort, 


that by Triennial Elections, we have but a Triennial 


Government, which is little better than no Government 
at all- For which Reaſons he was for this Bill. Then 4 
Peer who was againſt the Bill, declar'd, That he had nv 
manner of Prejudice to thoſe who brought it in: That, 


on the contrary, he had all the Honour and | Reſpett for 


that noble Peer who offer'd it to the Houſe ; being fi- 
tisfy'd, that he thought it to be for the Intereſt of his King 
and Country. That as for his own Part, all he aim'd at, 
was, the Preſervation of our excellent Conſtitution, and 


that the Crown may ſit eaſy on the King's Head, and be 


for ever ſecured to his Royal Family, for 3 
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ſeſs'd the fincereſt Affection: That the Queſtion now Iv» 


ing before them, was, Whether the Law they were going to 
make, tended to the Good or Prejudice of the Conſtitution ? 
That he himſelf look'd upon the Triennial Act as an eſſen- 
tial Part of our ancient Conſtitution, according to which, 
frequent and even annual Parliaments were to be held ; 
That he could eaſily prove, that long Parliaments were 
always pernicious : That when King Charles I. had given 
up his Prerogative of diſſolving Parliaments, in 1640, he 
gare himſelf up into the Hands of Traitors, and had no- 
thing but Deſtruction to expect from them: That after 
the Reſtoration, King Charles II. that very good Prince, 
found the Inconveniencies of a long Parliament : That 
as ſoon as the Nation had Opportunity, by the Revlution, 
to aſſert their juſt Rights and Liberties, the Triennial 
Act was inſiſted on, and gain'd, at laſt, with a great 
deal of Oppoſition ; That there were very good and co- 
gent Reaſons for making this Law, viz. To ſupport the 
Conſtitution 3 to prevent Encroachments, either of Par- 
liaments on the Crown, or of the Crown on the Rights 
and Liberties of the People; and to correct Abuſes and 
Exorbitancies committed thro' the Ambition and Avarice 
of Miniſters : That he would not be thought to reflect on 
the preſent Adminiſtration; but that, in his Opinion, 
frequent Elections were a neceſſary Right of the Subje ty 
remedy Abuſes : That for his own Part, he had ever been 
againſt the Bill for limiting the Number of Officers in the 
Houſe of Commons; but if the Triennial AQ were re- 
peal'd, he thought that Bill wol d become very neceſſary, 
becauſe the long ſitting of Px; liaments would give the 
Crown both an Opportunity at | Temptation to multiply 
the Number of Officers: Tha ſome Reflections had been 
caſt on the laſt Parliament; ut, that, in his Qpinion, 
that Parliament was choſen y the ſame Method as the 
preſent was, viz. by great pences: That he own'd this 
to bea great Abuſe; but # at Laws might be made to 
rettify the ſame : That if this Bill paſs'd, how could any 
Member of the other Houſe expect to preſerve his Intereſt 
with thoſe who choſe him, when this Bill would certain- 
ly be interpreted both a Violation of their Right, and a 
preach of the Truſt repos'd in him? That if this Houſe 
of Commons. continu'd themſelves beyond the Time for 
which they were choſen, they were no more the Repre- 
ſentatives of the People, but a Houſe of their own ma- 
king: That he was ſorry there were Diſcontents in the 
Country; but that he apprehended this, Bill would rather 
increaſe than abate them. 44 own'd, that the Majority

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of this Houſe of Commons were honeft Gentlemen, who 
had the Intereſt of their King and Country at Heart; z but 
that, in his Opinion, thoſe who went before them, did 
not come ſhort of them in Point of Duty and Affection 
to his Majeſty ; for *twas they who eſtabliſn'd the King 
on his Throne, and ſettled his Revenue with all the 
Had ugg: imaginable. Concluding, That what he

had ſuggeſted, flow'd from the Dread of the ill Conſequen. 
ces of this Bill, which might riſe to ſuch a Height, as to 
render the Crown uneaſy to his Majeſty ; and that he 
ow'd ſo much to the Proteſtant Succeſſion, that if he 
could believe this Bill to be of any Service to the King 
and his Royal Family, he would be entirely for it ; but 
that as he was of a quite contrary Opinion ; he would not 
have a Bill, obtain'd in the beſt of Reigns, repeal d in the 
firſt Year of this Proteſtant Reign; and therefore he was 
againſt the committing of this Bill.

To this Purpoſe, his Lordſhip obſerv'd, 
That of all Rebellions, this laſt was the moſt monſtrous 
and unnatural ; for all other Rebellions were carry'd on 
under Pretences of Liberty, whereas this laft was a Re- 
bellion for Slavery: That as our Allies Abroad, tho' he 
could not ſay, that they expected this Bill, yet it was 
reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that they would be glad to ſee i it

After this, a noble Duke ſtood up, and in the fir Ii 
Place declar'd, as a Lord of the ſame Side had done a

the Triennial Act might, indeed, be ſubject to ſome In- jl

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conveniencies ; but that the beſt Things are not exempt 
from them: That Means ſhould be found out, and pur- 
fy'd, to remedy thoſe Inconveniencies 3 but inſtead of 
that, they now were going to repeal 'a good Law, and 
alter the Conſtitution.

He own'd, That there was a great Fer- 
nent in the Nation, and he was very ſorry for it; but 
that he thought this Bill a very improper Remedy for it, 
And he remember'd it had been ſaid in their Houſe, That 
it would never be well in England, till there were An- 
mal Parliaments: That King William, who was a wiſe

That he made no doubt, but that the Legiſlature is veſted 
with a ſupreme Power td rectify any Inconveniencies to 
which any former Law may, by Experience, be found to 
be ſubjef z and this being the Caſe of the Triennial AR, 
they ought to remedy the ſame; That what had been ſug- 
geſted in relation to the long Parliament in King Charles 
the IId's Reign, was, in his Opinion, rather an Argu- 
ment for, than againſt this Bill: For though, in that Par- 
liament, the King had many Penſioners, who at firſt, 
complemented him with Money, yet, at laſt, when the 
intereſt of the Nation came to be at Stake, they voted for 
a War with France, and proſecuted the Popiſi Plot with 
the utmoſt Vigour: That they had lately ſeen what. a 
corrupt Parliament may do, and by what Means ſuch a 
Parliament may be got : Andevery one might gueſs how

That he did not mention this to irritate againſt Perſong, 
but againſt Things : That, in his Opinion, there was ng 
better Remedy againſt Corruptions, than the ſuppreſſing 
frequent Elections; which on the other Hand, occafion 
laſting Feuds and Animoſities in Families: That he 
thought this Bill the more neceffary, becauſe our Allies 
will thereby have a Security, that they ſhall not again be 
left in the Lurch : And, That in Conſideration of the 
great Benefits that will accrue from it both at Home and 
Abroad, he was for committing it, He was anſwer'd þ 
a Lord of the contrary Side, who principally enlarg'd on 
the Excellence of our Conſtitution ; he took Notice, that 
the different Branches of the Legiſlature are a Check to 
one another, which prevents Exorbitance in the Admi. 


trary Governments. He ſuggeſted, That the Penſionary 
Parliament made King Charles II. uneaſy, by making 
him neglect the Affections of his People; and conluded, 
he was afraid that the repcaling the Triennial A& would 
have the ſame Effect; and therefore he was againſt it. 
To this a noble Duke anſwer'd, That it had already 
been rightly obſerv'd, that though the long Parliament 
of King Charles II. at firſt complemented that Prince, yet 
they afterwards vigorouſly oppos'd deſtructive Meaſures, 
and inſiſted on a War with France. Then paſſing over leſs 
material Objections, he urg'd, That the preſent happy 


the Seeds of Corruption: That no Cauſe ever miſcarry'd 
in ſo many Inſtances as that of the Rebels; but that not- 
withſtanding their Defeat at Prefton and Dumblain, their 
being driven out of Scotland, with their King at thelr by

ſolent as ever: That this was the Reaſon why, in a late wh 
Debate in this Houſe, he was againſt Lenity ; and the ra- bo 
ther. becauſe no Prince was ever more naturally inclin'd As 
to Mercy, than his preſent Majeſty : For no Prince ever th: 
had ſo many Rebels in his Power, and never were ſo few TI 
puniſh'd.

It is not to be Co 
doubted, but the late unnatural and monſtrous Rebellion Fo 
was rais'd and fomented by large Contributions of a rei As 


leſs Popiſh Faction: The ſame Means, my Lords, will be WW 
us'd to renew the Rebellion, as ſoon as a proper Opportu- Wl © 
nity offers. Their Emiſſaries are buſy every where ta no!

A noble Earl ſtanding up next, profeſs'd, in the firſt 
Place, that he did not entertain the leaſt Prejudice againſt 
this Bill, on Acccunt of thoſe who brought it in: For 
hen Matters of ſo great Importance came under Delibe- 
ntion, he had no manner of Regard to any Denomina- 
tion of Parties: That he had ſo great an Affection for his 
Majeſty, that if he thought4t to be any ways for his Ma- 
jeſty's Service, he would readily be for it; but that, in his 
Opinion, this Bill was not for the Service either of the 
King or Country, whoſe Intereſts he look'd upon as inſe- 
pzrable. He urg'd among other Things, That it was 
objected againſt the Triennial AR, that frequent Elections 
occaſion ruinous Expences, and create Feuds and Animo- 
fities but that theſe Objections were not of ſufficient 
Weight with him, to induce him te give his Vote for the 
repealing of ſo good a Law : That it could not be deny'd,

Be that 
as it would, it was his Opinion, that this Bill would not 
procure that good Agreement between King and Country, 
which they who brought it in ſeem'd to have in View;

- Reaſons, he was againſt this Bill. 

This Speech was .anſwer'd by a Northern Peer, who 
uſher'd in his Diſcourſe, by ſaying, That ſo much had al- 
ready been ſaid, that there was but little Room for him 
to ſpeak : But however, he begg'd Leave to offer ſome 
few Thoughts of his own upon the important Matter that 
was under Conſideration : Then purſuing the chief Reaſons 

on which this Bill was grounded, he urg'd, among other 
Things.,that*tis certain frequent Elections occaſion ruinout 
Expences ; and that *tis no leſs true, that ruinous Expen- 
ces beget, of courſe, Corruptions : For when Gentlemen 
Have laid out their Eſtates in Elections, they muſt exert 
their Induſtry to find out ſome Means to make themſelves 
Amends: That beſides this Evil, frequent EleQions area 
great Occaſion of Vice, Debauchery, and Decay of Trade: 
That notwithſtanding whatever had been ſuggeſted againſt 
Jong Parliaments, it was undeniable, that the Conſtitu- 
tion was ſafe under a Parliament of ſeventeen Years Con- 
tinuance, in King Charles the IId's Reign: That, on 
the contrary, it was certain, that frequent Elections oc- 
caſion great Heats, and even implacable Feuds and Divi- 
fions between Father and Son, Husband and Wife, Brother 
and Sifter: That, on theſe Occaſions, when Party- 
1 Healths go round, the Naming of one General before ano- 
| ther. often produces a bloody Quarrel; and, which is far 
| worſe, the ſacred Name of the Church is impiouſly pro 
han'd in the Streets, and commonly join'd with Trer

ſatisfaction was not ſo great as 'twas repreſented. That 


the Rebellion was entirely, ſuppreſs'd, and at an End; 
but if. any Ferment yet remain'd, this Bill was a very 
improper Way to allay it, and would rather rivet the 
Diſaffected in their Prejudices againſt the Government, 


than make them change their Opinion. That one of the 


Arguments urg'd for this Bill, was, that it would encou- 

rage foreign Princes and States to enter into Alliances

increaſe them; for the longer a Parliament is to laſt, the 
more valuable to be purchas'd is a Station in it, and the 
greater alſo is the Danger of corrupting the Members of 
it.

That the ſenior Alderman, } 
who had not ſerv'd as Mayor, had not any Right by Char- 
ter, Uſage, or By-Law, in Force in the City of Dublin, 
as ſuch, to be elected Lord Mayor. 5. That the ſaid Sir 
Conſtantine Phipps and his Accomplices, being unable to 
ſupport the pretended Right of Seniority, did, in the Year 
1713, ſet up a pretended Cuſtom or Uſage for the Mayor 
in being, to nominate three Perſons to be in Election for 
Lord Mayor, one of whom the Aldermen were oblig'd to 
chuſe Lord Mayor, 6. That it appears to this Committee, 
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that the Lords Juſtices and Council, on the 4th Day of 
September 1713, came to the following Reſblution, viz. 
Reſolv'd, it is the Opinion of this Board, that the Lord 
Mayor of the City of Dublin for the Time being, has a 
Right of nominating three Aldermen to be put in Elec- 
tion for Lord Mayor of Dublin, and that the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen of Dublin are oblig'd to elect one of the three 
Aldermen ſo nominated, to be the ſycceeding Lord Mayor, 
unleſs juſt Object ions be made againſt him. 7. That it is 
the Opinicn of this Committee, that the Right of nomi- 
_. nating the three Perſons to be put in Election for the 
" Miyoralty, is in the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the ſaid 
City ; and that the Aldermen are in no Sort reſtrain'd in 
the Choice of the ſucceeding Lord Mayor, to one of three 
Perſons nominated or propos'd to be put in Election for 
Lord Mayor; and that the aforeſaid Reſolution of the then 
Lords Juſtices and Council is arbitrary and illegal. 8. That 
it appears to this Committee, that upon the Aldermen 
of the City of Dublin not ſubmitting to the aforeſaid Re- 
ſolution of the Lords Juſtices and Council, by chuſing one 
of the three Perſons nam'd by Sir Samuel! Cooke, Lord Mayor 
of the City of Dublin in the Year 1712, a pretended Right 
was ſet up for the ſaid Sir Samuel Cooke, to hold over the- 
Magiſtracy after the Expiration of the Year for which he 
was choſen and approv'd; and the ſaid Sir Samuel Cooke 
preſum'd to act as Lord Mayor of the City of Dublin from 
Michaelmas 1713, at which Time his Vear expir'd, till 
October 1714, when Sir Conftantine Phipps was remov'd 
from the Government, and the Privy Council diffolv'd, 
9. That it is the Opinion of this Committee, that the 
Lord Mayor of the City of Dublin hath not any Right b) 
Charter, Uſage, or By-Law in Force in the City of Dub- 
lin, to hold over beyond the Year for which he was elected. 
10. That Sir Samuel Cooke, by continuing to exerciſe. the 
Offce of Mayor after the Year for which he was choſen, 
approv'd and ſworn, atted arbitrarily and illegally, and 
thereby betray'd the Rights and Liberties of the City of 
Dublin, which he was ſworn to maintain. 11. That it 
appears to this Committee, That the then Lords Juſtices _ 
and Privy Council, in order to puniſh the Aldermen for 
not complying with their atoreſaid Reſolution, ſent a Re- 
preſentation to her Majeſty of their Proceedings, bearing 
Date the iſt Day of Oftober 1713; which Repreſentation 
was referr'd to the Attorney-General of England.

and ſolliciting a Matter wherein he was Judge, has vio- 
lated his Oath, and is guilty of high Crimes and Miſde- 
meanors ; it was alſo reſolv'd, firſt, That an humble Ad- 
dreſs be preſented to their Excellencies the Lords Juſtices, 
to recommend the Corporation of Dublin to his Majeſty 
for a Mark of his Royal Favour, to perpetuate the Virtue 
and faithful Services of the ſaid Aldermen and Sheriffs 
as an Encouragement to thoſe who ſhall ſucceed them, to 
imitate their Example. Secondly, That the Thanks of

Species of Gold an Silver; of the Weight and Fineneſs ſpe- 
cify'd in the Edict of our moſt honour'd Lord and Great 
Grand-father, given in May 1709, and the Declaration of 
the 5th of November in the ſame Year r. 

This Edict contains 13 other Articles, which being too

the moſt material of them. 


The third imports, that the Louis d'Or, coin'd by Vir- 


tue of this Edict, ſhall be current at 20 Livres, and the 


other Species proportionably. The fifth regulates the Price 
of Bullion of Gold and Silver. The fixth orders, that the 
old Species ſhall be brought into the Mint to be reform'd 
and converted into new' Species, without being melted, 
during the Months of December, January, February, and 
March, and that after having receiv'd a new Stamp, they 
ſhall be current at the ſame Price as the new ones, viz. 
the Louis d' Or at 20 Livres And the eighth imports, 
that *till the laſt Day of March incluſively, the ſai 

Louis d' Or ſhall] be receiv'd at the Mints at 16 Livres, 
and be taken in publick. Payments at the ſaid Rate of 16 
Livres during December and January only; after which 
Time they ſhall be current only at 14 Livres, and taken 
at 16 only at the Mints. By the 12th, the King forbids his 
SubjeRs and all Strangers whatever, to export any Species 

or Bullion out of his Kingdom, without his Leave in 
Writing, upon Pain of Death, a Fine of 6000 Livres, and 
Confiſcation of the Species, Horſes, Mules, and other Car- 
riages that ſhall be made uſe of to export the ſame. By 
the 13th, all Silverſmiths, Oc. are forbidden to melt down 
any Species of Money, except the Refiners, who are al- 
low'd to melt down ſome Spaniſi Species, mention'd in

The Reader will eaſily underſtand by this Edict, what 
Share the Subjects of France had in this raiſing of the Coin. 
The Louis d' Or went at 14 Livres, and they put them out

ward and Encouragement for Informers againſt ſuch who

But notwithſtanding this raiſing of their Coin, Money 
continuing very ſcarce in Fance, and the ordinary Ways 
of levying it proving ineffectual, the Regency erected an 
extraordinary Court, call'd, by Reaſon of its intended Se- 
verity, La Chambre ardente. The Erection of this new 
Capurk of Juſtice, which was empower d to call to Accompt 
all thoſe who had bad the Management of the Publick 
Revenue in the late Reign, but particularly ſuch as had 
been employ'd in Pp GA Jleets and Armies witth 
Proviſions and other Things, was a great Satisfaction to 
the People, who could not without Indignation behold a 
World of inconfiderable Fellows, ſprung up from Dung- 
hills, grown ſo. prodigious rich by their Depeculations, 
and the Calamities of the Publick, that many of them 
orn'd to marry their Daughters to any but the higheſt 
Nobility. , Such aState Inquiſition is no new Praftice in 
France; and it is to be wiſh'd that it were introduc'd in 
all other Cauntries, where there are the like Abuſes, and 
* Juſt Cauſes to complain of the Miſmanagement of the 
publick Treaſure; For which Reaſon, and becauſe this 
6 Fair is very remarkable in itſelf, and in its Conſeguences, 
we will here inſert an Abſtra of the French King's Edict 
for erecting this dread ful Tribunal; which Edict was re-

THA the King's Predeceſſors had at ſeveral Times 
eſtabliſh'd Chambers of Juſtice to ſuppreſs the Abuſes, 
and repair the Diſorders committed in their Finances; 
and this Cuſtom appear'd ſo uſeful and neceſſary, that by 
the Edict of the Month of June 1625, it was expreſſy 
ordain'd, That ſuch a Court ſhould be eſtabliſh'd every 
ten Vears, to the End that the Miſdemeanors of the Ofni- 
cers concern'd in the Receipts, and in the Management 
and Diſtribution of the publick Money, might not remain 
npuniſh'd; That the late King had Recoutſe ta the ſame 
Red in the Beginning of his Reign, and erected by 
his Edict of November 1661, a Chamber of Juſtice for 
- examining and. puniſhing thoſe wha. had, been the Authors 
and. Accomplices of the Abuſes and Crimes committed in 
the Finances of the State, and to order the Reſtitution of 


the Money which they had unduly collefied, easter f,

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iſapply'd, Then the King declares,” That he finding the 
Kingdom exhauſted, and that Depredations of the publick - 
Money have been. made during the two laſt Wars, he is 
obliz'd to make Uſe of the fame Methods, and grant ro 
his People the Juſtice they demand, againſt the Farmers of 
the Taxes, their Commiffaries, and Agents; who by their 
Exattions; have forc'd the Payment of a great deal more 
than the Sums which the Neceſſity of the Times requir'd 
to be demanded of them; againſt the Officers that ate ae- 
comntable, the Commiſſardes of Ammunition, and ethers; 
#ho by the Crime of Embezilment, have converted to 
their down Uſe the greateſt Part of the Money which 
ougßkt to have been brought to the Royal Treaſury, ot 
was drawn from thence to be employ'd' according to the 
Uſes defign'd'; and againſt à Sort of People formerly un- 
known, who have exercis'd enormous Ufuries, in making 
a continual Trade in buying and ſelling the Aſſignments, 
Bills, and Reſcri ptions of the Treaſurers, Receivers, and 
Farmers genefal. The ſudden and immenſe Fortunes of 
| thoſe who have enrich'd themfelves by theſe criminal 
Ways, the Exceſs of their Euxury and Vanity, Which 
ſeems to inſult the Miſery of the greateſt Part of their 
Fellow StbjeRts, are already manifeſt Ptovfs of their Miſe 
demeanors; and it is not to be wonder'd at, that they 
fquander in Prefuſion what they have got by Injwltice. 
The Riches they poſſeſs, are the Spoils of the Provinces, 
the Subſtance of the People, and the Patrimony of the 
Stare: But they are ſo far from being the lawful Proprie- 
tors, that theſe Methods of enriching themfelves are Is 
many publick Crimes which the Laws and Ordinances 
haveendeavour'din all Times to ſuppreſs. The Penalty of 
Confiſcation of Body anU'Goods was pronounc'd againſt the 
Vſurers by the Ordinanees of 1311, 1349, 1545, and 1579, 
In the Reigns of Philip the Fair, Louis X, and Charles VII. 
Concuſſion or Extort ibn, and Depeculation or Embezil. 
ment, were puniſh'd by the ſevereſt Penalties. The Tame 
Crimes are puniſh'd with Confiſcation of Body and Goods 
by the Ordinance of Fyuncis I, in the Year 1545: And the 
\ Declaration of the 3d of June, 1701 ordains, That the 
Receivers, Treaſurers, and others appointed to handle the 
publick Moneys, whothould apply to their private Ufe, 
or divert the Monevs of their reſpective Cheſts, ſhall be 
puniſh'd with Death, without Reprieve. 1 
The Execution of theſe Laws; and theſe'Ordinances, was 
never more neceſſary than at this Time, wherein the 
-r1mes they condemn hive been carry'd vn to the utmoft 
Exceſs, and have almoſt entirely ruin dall the Degrees of 
" | | the 
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order the Eftabliſhment of a new Chamber of. Juſtice 
compos'd of the Officers of his Courts, with Power to 
take Cognizance of the Crimes and Abuſes that have been 
committed in the Finances of the State, and on Account 
of the publick Money, by any Perſons of whatſoever 
Quality or Condition, and pronounce againſt them the 


capital, corporal, and pecuniary Puniſhments they de- 


ſerve. The Reſtitutions which ſhall be ordain'd, ſhall be 
apply'd only to the acquitting of the lawful Debts of the 
Kingdom, and will put the King into a Condition of fup- 
preſling the ſooner the new Impoſitions, and of opening 
to the People the rich Sources of abundance, by reſtoring 
Trade and Agriculture. For theſe Cauſes, Oc. the King, 
by the preſent Edict, erects and eſtabliſhes a Chamber of

be. The Courts of Parliament, Grand Council-Chambers 
ol Accompts, Courts of Aids, and other Juriſdictions, are 
interdicted all Proceſs, and Differences mov'd by Reaſon 
of the ſaid Abuſes, Embezilments, Exactions, Oc. All 
which, together with ſuch as are now there depending, 
or ſhali be brought thither, are remitted to the ſaid 
Chamber of Juſtice, to be there examined and ſovereignly 
judg'd en dernier refſort, as aboveſaid, Notwithſtanding 
the Edits of June 1700, October 1791, and 1710, and

And foraſmuch as for proving the ſaid Crimes and 
Abuſes, there may often be Occafion to inſpe&t the Ac- 
counts that have been given in, or that may be render'd 
during the Eſtabliſhment of the ſaid Chamber, all the 
Oftcers are requir'd to communicate all ſuch Papers and 
Accounts, whenever it is demanded by the Procureur - Ge- 
reral in the ſaid Chamber. And ſuch of thoſe who have 
been concern'd in ſuch Abuſes, and will come in and make 
Diſcovery before they are accus'd or ſuſpected, ſo as that 
due Proof may be made againſt their Accomplices, ſhall 
net be proſecuted or diſquieted. A Reward alſo of one 
fi th Part is promis'd to them, of the Fines and Confiſca- 
tions adjudg'd to the King by Virtue of their Diſcovery 
and Teſtimonv.

27. In criminal Proceſſes, the Proceedings ſhall be ac- 
cording to the Ordinance of the Month of Auguſt 1679 
and for civil Cauſes they ſhall be ſummarily by Requeſts 
which ſhall be communicated to the Parties by Order o 
the Judges of the ſaid Chamber, with a fingle Summons, 
to anſwer in eight Days, and Judgment ſhall be proceeded 
to without other Summons or Appeal. 


No ſooner was this new Court of Juſtice ſet up, than 
they caus'd a great Number of Perſons to be taken into 
Cuſtody. They began with one Bourvalais, a Fellow of 
a mean Extraction, who had amaſs'd an Eftate amounting 
to ſeventeen Millions of Livres, and made as great a Fi- 
gure as if he had been born a Prince. There was found in 
his Houſe a hundred Dozen of Silver Plates, with a ſuit- 
able Number of Diſhes, and other Furniture. The Sieur 
Paparel, Treaſurer of the Extraordinary of War, was 
likewiſe among the Number of the Accus'd ; and upon 


him the Tribunal paſs'd Sentence of Death, he being 


convicted of may Extortions and capital Crimes. Amon 


bother Things that were prov'd againſt him, it appear'd, 


that when he had receiv'd Money to pay the Debts of his 
Office, he kept it, and gave out Bills, which his Emiſſa- 
ries cry'd down themſelves, and then bought them at an 
extravagant Diſcount, by which Means he heap'd up 
immenſe Riches. He was condemn'd to be hang'd ; but 
the Marqueſs de la Fare, Captain of the Regent's Guards, 
and one of his chief Favourites, having marry'd Paparel's 
Daughter, made ſuch an Intereſt for his Father-in-Law, 
that he procur'd a Reprieve, and would perhaps have ob- 
tain'd his Pardon, if the Parliament and the Court of 
Juſtice had not jointly repreſented to the Regent, that to 
pardon him was not only inc2nſiftent with the Rules of 
Jultice, but even exceeded the Limits of his Power. The 
Regent hearken'd to their Advice as to the Pardon; but 
reſpited the Execution of the Sentence 'till the King 
ſhould be of Age, and Paparel in the mean time is to re- 
main in Priſon, His ſplendid Equipage was ſold, to- 
gether with his Plate and other Effects; and the Marqueſs 
de la Fare was order'd to refund the Money he receiv'd 
from Paparel as a Portion with his Daughter. Some that 
knew themſelves liable to be accus'd, and ſeeing that the 
Court was reſolv*d to have Money, took the wiſeſt Part in 
ſo dangerous a ConjunQure, and freely diſcover'd all 
their Eltates, of which they had one Fifth given them;

and others again of theſe publick Robbers, skreen'd them. 
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ſelves from Puniſhment by the Intereſt of their powerful 
Protectors and Accomplices, having made Alliances with 
the greateſt Families of the Kingdom, and given Part of 
their Depredations to Perſons of the moſt eminent Qua. 
lity, whom they had permitted to ſhare with them in the 
beneficial Contracts, and other Affairs they were engag'd 
in, during the late Reign; inſomuch that it evident! 

appear'd, that the Court durſt not proceed in this Affair 
with the Severity that was at firſt intendee. Beſides, 
ſome who were cry'd up for immenſe Riches, prov'd to be 
in very indifferent Circumſtances ; their whole Subſtance 
conſiſting chiefly in State-Bills, and other imaginary 
Funds; ſo that upon the whole Matter, the ereQing of 
this Tribunal prov'd a fatal Miſteke; and the Govern. 
ment might have rais'd much more Money from the Per. 


Tons intended to be proſecuted, if the King had tax'd them 


by his own Authority at certain moderate Rates, accord. 
ing to the common Report of their Riches and Abilities ; 
for then they would probably have found Means to raiſe 
thoſe Sums, in order to preſerve their Credit. Moreover, 
*tis hard to expreſs the Calamities this Inquiſition occa- 
fion'd : For all the ManutaQtures of the Kingdom were at 
a Stand; a Stop was put to all Trade and Commerce; and 
the Species of Gold and Silver became ſcarce to ſuch a De- 
gree as is hardly credible. Theſe Difficulties very much 
leflen'd the Reſpet and Affection which the People ex- 
preſs'd at firſt for the Regency; and their Diſſatisfaction 
being heighten'd by the ſecret Enemies. of the Regent, 
they broke out into violent Complaints and Murmurings, 
of which the frequent Libels againſt the Government, 
that were diſpers'd in every Corner, were an ample De- 
monſtration. They began in ſome Provinces to declare 
openly, that they would no longer pay the Capitation, 
and the Tax of the Tenth Penny, which they were pro: 
mis'd ſhould be ſuppreſs'd within ſix Months after the 
General Peace ; ſo that the Government thought fit to re- 
inforce the Troops that were quarter'd in the Inland Pro- 
vinces, to prevent any Tumults or Inſurrections upon 
that Account. Let us now take a Survey of the Affairs df 
France, in Relation to thoſe of Great Britain. 

It being more than probable that the Court of France 
fomented and encourag'd, under-hand, the Rebell ion in 
Great Britain, the Earl of Stair, his Majeſty's Miniſter 
at that Court, was directed to expoſtulate about it with the 


Regent of that Kingdom; which he did accordingly in the 


following Memorial, which he preſented abaut the End 
of January laſt, : | The 
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PHE underwritten Earl of Stair , Miniſter of the 

4 King of Great Britain at the Court of his Moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty, repreſents to his Royal Highneſs the Duke 
of Orleans, Regent of France, That altho' his Royal High- 
neſs has ſeveral Times aſſur'd the ſaid Earl, that Be would 
faithfully and punctually obſerve the Treaty of Peace 
concluded with Great Britain at Utrecht; and that he 
would not ſuffer any Arms, Ammunition of War, Offi- 
cers or Soldiers, to ſail from any Harbour of France, for 
the Service of the Pretender; and that his Royal Highneſs 
had accordingly ſent ſtrict Orders to all the Harbours in 
the Kingdom for that Purpoſe; it is nevertheleſs appa- 
rent, that Things of that Nature are daily embark'd and 
ſhipp'd off in the Ports of France, without any Mans 
on the Part of the Officers conimanding there.. The late 
Duke of Ormond and the Pretender have ſeveral Times 
gone on Board Ships at St. Malo, that were known to be 
laden with Arms and Ammunition for the Service of the 
Pretender, and that with ſo little Circumſpettion, that 
they have been attended with a whole Troop of Horſe, 
with their Officers, of the Regiment of Nugent, all of 
them in their Regimental Cloaths, Arms and Accoutre- 


ments, without meeting any Oppoſition from the com- 


manding Officers of the Moſt Chriſtian King at St. Malo. 
The Pretender finding it not adviſeable to venture to em- 
bark there, ſet out through Normandy, to imbark at Dun- 
kirk; and the late Duke of Ormond thinking it not ſafe 
to land in England, return'd to Morlaix. During his Ab- 
ſence, his Royal Highneſs did the Earl of Stair the Ho- 
Nour to tell him, that he would cauſe the ſaid Troopers of 
the Regiment of Nugent to be puniſh'd as Deſerters, if 
they return'd into France; and the Marſhal 4*Uxelles 
alſur'd him, that he would cauſe them to be hang'd. 
They are now return'd, and have again join'd the Regi- 
ment. The Sieur Be/ach and his Company, the Arms and 


Ammunition which the late Duke of Ormond had with 


him for his Enterprize, are ſtill at Morlaix, and have re- 
mov'd only from one Ship to another. The commanding 
Officer is fo far from cauſing thoſe Arms to be ſtopt, that 
he has refus'd to cauſe the Ship to be ſearch'd, though he 
was defir'd to do ſo by Captain Campzell, Commander of 
an Engliſh Man of War; which Frigot is now lying in the 
Harbour of Morlaix. = „ 
Several Ships with Arms, Ammunition, Money, and 
Officers, for the Service of the Pretender, are ſail'd with- 
in theſe five Weeks paſt from Diep and Havre de Grace,

which are actually arriv'd in Scotland; and laſtly, a Shi 
ſail'd from Havre de @race, on the 17th of this Month, 
in Sight of an Officer of the King of Great Britain, who 
having repreſented to the Marqueſs de Rouvray, That 
there were 20 Officers both at Havre and Harfleur, ready 
to go on Board to follow the Pretender into Scotland; and 
' defir'd the ſaid Marqueſs to give Orders to prevent their 
Imbarkation; the faid Marqueſs anfwer'd, That what he 
ſaid might be poſſibly true; but that he could not hinder 
the ſaid Officers from going on Board, having no Orders 
from Court ſo to do. The ſaid Ear] of Stiar has ſeveral 
Times repreſented to his Royal Highneſs the Regent, and 
to the Marſhal 4 Uxelles, that ſeveral Generals, Colonels, 
and other Officers, who are actually in the Service of 
France, deſign'd to go over to Scotland, and join the Re- 
bels, and even has 8 a Liſt of them to the ſaid Mar- 
ſhal; which Generals, Colonels, and Officers, are ſtill at 
Bologne, Calais, Dunkirk, and other Places thereabouts, 
ready to imbark for Scotland, having been detain'd only 
by the great Froſt and contrary Winds; the Commanders 
of the ſaid Places alledging, that they have no Orders 
from Court to hinder the faid Officers from imbarking, 
The ſaid Earl of Stair finds himſelf oblig'd to repreſent 
theſe Things to his Rayal Highneſs, that he may ſee 
whether his Orders have been punQually executed, and 
conſider whether Great Britain has Reaſon to believe that 
the Treaty of Utrecht is faithfully executed. His Royal 
Highneſs is at the fame Time defir'd to caft an Eye on the 
ſaid Treaty. Farthermore the ſaid Earl of Stair finds 
himſelf oblig'd to notify to his Royal Highneſs, That the 
ſaid late Duke of Ormond, and ſeveral other Confpirators 
againſt their King and Country, ſet out fome Days fince 
towards Bourdeaux and Bayonne,” and that they have 
aſſembled, on the Coaſt of Gaſcoign, a great Quantity of 
Arms and Ammunition, with Ships, to make a Deſcent, 
as the Court of St. Germains give out, in Ireland, and 
cauſe a Rebellion there, which that Court flatter them- 
ſelves will be ſupported not only with Money, but alſo 
with Troops from France. The Earl of Stair, who has 
ſo ardently defir'd to eſtabliſh and maintain a good and 
. fincere Friendſhip between the King his Maſter and his 

Royal Highneſs, finds himfelf very uneafy to have Re- 
| preſentations to make about Matters of this Importance, 

which are of fo nice a Nature, and tend to alienate the 
Affections of the two Nations from each other, and provoke 
them ſo far, that diſmal Conſequences may enſue there- 
upon, if ſpeedy Care is not taken to prevent them, .

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The Court of France not knowing well what Colours t2 
make uſe of, to varniſh over the palpable Infraftions of 
the Treaty of Peace, with which the Earl of Stair charg'd 
them ſo home in his Memorial, declin'd giving any An- 
ſwer to it: But the Pretender's Attempts having miſcar- 
ry'd in Ereat Britain, and he himſelf having made his 
Eſcape out of Scotland, and found Means to return into 
France, where he landed in a few Days after the above Me- 
morial was preſented, the Earl of Stair gave in another 
Memorial to the Regent of France, which is as follows:

This Propoſal is contain'd in the 
following Memorial preſented to the States General by the 
Marqueſs 4e Chateauneuf, Embaſſador of France. tis 
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HE underwritten Embailador of Frante repreſents to 
T your Lordſhips, That his Majeſty, on his Acceſſion 
to the Throne, made it one of his chief Concerns to aſſure 
your Lord ſhi ꝑs of his ſincere Deſire and Intention to main. 
ta in and obſer ve inviolably the Peace of date ſo happily con- 
cluded and reſtor d between his Crown and this Repub. 
liek; and his Majeſty has given nothing more expreſsly in 
Command to the underwritten Embaſſador, than to culti. 
vate it with his utmoſt Care. This is the Effect of the 
wiſe Counſels of his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Orleans, 
Regent of the Kingdom. The King, Who will always 
hearken to, and be guided by Advice ſo conducive to the 
Repoſe and Tranquillity of Europe, has commanded me to 
afſure your Lordſhips, that being deſirous to ſtrengthen the 
good Underftanding that has of late been re-dſtabliſh'd be- 
tween his Majeſty and your High Mightineſſes, he would 
Have caus'd to be propos'd to your Lordthips ſome Time 
ago, the moſt effectual Means of ſecuring a durable Peace, 
Had he not deſir'd to avoid appearing, by any Step on his 
Part, to imbaraſs or retard the.

The Imperial and other Minifters refiding at the Hague, 
were ſomewhat ſtartled at this Propoſal of the French; but 
the Anſwer return'd by the States, made them eaſy. That 
Anſwer imported in Subſtance as follows: That this Af- 
fair was of ſuch Importance, and ſo nearly and highly 
concern'd the Emperor and the King of Great Britain, that 
they could not of themſelves reſolve on any Thing in re- 
lation to that Memorial; but that they would communi- 
cate the Contents of it to thoſe Princes, and in Concert 
vith them return a definitive Anſwer to it. This Affair 
vas about the ſame Time propos 'd to the Emperor's Envoy 
at Paris, who return'd Anſwer in his Maſter's Name, That 
he would in no wiſe conſent to a Neutrality which was 
to be made perpetual ; foreſeeing that ſuch an Agreement 
might at one Time or other be the Means of depriving 
him of the Aſſiſtance of the Maritime Powers. The 


| French were not a little mortify'd at the ill Succeſs of this 


Negotiation 3 and that too the rather, becauſe they ſoon 
had Notice, that a Treaty of a more ſtrict Alliance was 
on foot between the Emperor, his Britannick Majeſty, and 
the States, and in ſuch a Forwardneſs that its Concluſion 
could not. reaſonably be doubted of. But of this we ſhall 
ſay more hereafter.

We took Notice in the firſt Regiſter, (page 60) that the 
Dutch had taken Umbrage at the Emperor's Ceſſion of the

This Aga having inform'd himſelf of the 
Character of Langalerie, and being told that he was a 
daring and experienc'd General, thought a Man of that 
Character, and whoſe Head was full of Deſigns aga inſt 


the Biſhop of Rome, might be of great Service to his Ma- 


ſter in the Proſecution of the War againſt the Yenetians 
and the Pope. Induc'd by theſe Conſiderations, he made 
a Treaty with Langalerie and Linange, granted them what. 
ever they could reaſonably deſire tor ſettling a Colony of 
Proteſtants in the Morea, and ſupply'd them with Money 
to make their Preparations, and to appear with Splendor, 
Theſe two Enthuſiaſts propos'd to themſelves utterly to de- 
ſtroy the See of Anti- chriſt, as they call'd it, with the Pope, 
Cardinals, and other Supporters of the Beaſt, and then to 
ſet up a Government which they ſtil'd, The Divine Theo.

But if the Triennial Law had not been grounded an the 
Reaſons of Antiquity, and the original Uſage of Parlia- 
ments, it was more than a reaſonable Indulgence from 
the Throne to the People, who had ſtruggled for a Revolu- 
tion, on Account of the Abuſes of Parliaments, and tl. e 
Endeavours to render them inſignificant. Tis true, that 
Prince once deny'd his Royal Aſſent to it: But afterwards 
he conſider d, that ic could be no Diminutioh of his Prero- 
gitive, no Blemiſh to bis Regal Power, to retreive the 
Honour and Dignity of Parliaments, as they were his Snp-

A principal Argument for continuing the Triennial Rilt 
is, that it is agreeable to the ancient Laws of this Nation, 
that there ſhould be frequent Parliaments. I find by the 
Laws I have look'd over, that Parliaments ought to be 
frequently held; but I find it no where laid down as a fun. 
da mental Pofition of the Nature of this Conſtitution, that 
there ſhould be frequent Elections. If Gentlemen will look 
to the Beginning of Parliaments, they will find in the 
Ith, 5th, and 36th of Edward III. that, for Redreſi of di. 
vers Miſchieſs and Grievances which daily happen, a Parlja. 
ment ſhall be bolden every Year, or oftner if need be, Let it 
then be conſider'd im what Manner thoſe Parliaments were 
held: When a King met his Parliament, they us'd to fie 
ten or twenty Days, and then were prorogu'd or diſfoly'd; 
and there were frequent Intermiſſions of Parliaments, none 

being call'd for ſeveral Years, By looking over the Jour- 
nals, we find the Prorogations and Diſſolutions of Parliz- 
ments. 80 | | 

To come down to the Time of Henry VIII. Few of his 
Parliaments ſate more than twenty Diyt, though there wa; 
not a Parliament met every Year; and from the 7th to 
the 25th of Henry VIII. there are no Journals, and con- 
ſequently, we cannot tell in what Manner Parliament; 
were held. Afterwards there were ſeveral Parliaments, 
but nor every Year, to the End of his Reign. 

A Parliament was call'd the firſt Year of Edward vl. 
and in five Years ſate but four Months, In Philip and Aa- 
ry there were four Parliaments, but the Seſſions extremely 
mort. From the 2d to the 5th, and from the 7th to the 
13th of Queen Elizabeth, no Parliament met, and from the 
x4th to the 25th of Queen Elizabeth, the Parliament fate 
only from the 5th of May to the goth of June; and four 
Tears after, from the 8th of Februar) to the 8rh of March 
following ; and in eight Years after, never ſate to do Buſi- 
neſs, but were then diſfolv'd> There were fix other Parlia- 
ments call'd in Queen Elizebetl's Time; but never fate long 
unle ſsthat in the 39th of her Reign, which ſate four Months. 

The Parliament the firſt of James I. fate about four 
Months, and in three Years after, ſate about eight Days. 
That Parliament was not diſſolv'd *cill the gth of amen 
ut ſate twice or thrice only. There were three other Par- 
liaments in his Reign, but they met very ſeldom. 

The Seflions in K. Charles I. were much ſhorter than of late 
Days and very frequent Prorogations; and in the 16th of bn 
Reign, an Act was paſs'd, For prevent ing — 


1 
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1 Intermiſſion of Parliaments; by which it was provi* 
ce a —— ſhould meet every three Years; 
which Law we find repeal'd in the 16th of Charles II. by 
reaſon that the Proviſtons in the former Law were look'd 
upon 28 2 Derogation to his Majeſty's juſt and undoubted 
Prerogative for calling and aſſembling Parliaments, and 
might be an Occaſion of manifold Miſchiefs, and might 
endanger the Peace of his People. The ſaid Act is repeal'd, 
and a Proviſion made therein, that becauſe, by the ancient 
Laws of this Realm, in the Reign of Edward III. Pariia- 
ments are to be held very often, the Sitting and Holding of Far- 
liaments ſhall not be intermitted above three Nears. In this 
King's Reign the long Parliament was held; and what- 
ever Corruptions chey were tainted with, they could never 
be accus'd of favouring the Cauſe of France, or attempting 
to enflave their own Country. 1 N 

In King James II. that unfortunate Prince, a Parlia - 
ment was held in May 1635, and ſate about two Months, 
and was at ſeveral Timer, prorogu d to November 1689. 
Then the happy Revolution. took place; and in the Eill 
of Rights, 1 Guliel. & Maria, it is declar'd and enacted, 
That all the Rights and Liberties aſſerted and claim'd in the 
ſaid Declaration, are the true, ancient, and indubitable Rights 
and Liberties of the People of this King dom, and onght to be 
firmly and ſtrictiy holden aud obſer vd. And in the ſame Hi il, a- 
mong that long Catalogue of Grievances which precedes the 
| ſaid Declaration, there is not the leaſt Mention made of Want 
of frequent Elections, but only that Parliaments ought to be 
free. In the ſixth of King Filliam, this now favour'd Bill 
for Triennial Parliaments was paſs d; and upon this Occa- 
ſion I cannot help obſerving, that it is ſome Satisfaction, 
that the People Abroad, who look upon the Reign of that 
Prince as a Uſurparion, thould be fond of any one Act 
that paſs'd in that Time; and I hope from hence, they 
may in Time be more reconcil'd to the Proteſtant Sucgeſſi- 
on, which is in Conſequence of that happy Revolution. 

If Gentlemen will look over the Writs of Summons, and 
the Returns of thoſe Writs, they will find no Mention 
how long any Parliament is to laſt; but che Return makes 
Mention of the Perſons who are to ſerve in the Parliament 
that is to meet, and be beld at ſuch a Time at Veſmin- 
fer.

It is pretended, that by the Triennial Elections, the Peo.

ces: I deſire it may be conſider d, how very few Exam - 
ples there are, of Perſons, who having accepted Places, have 
not been re- elected.

cauſe the People, who love Expences, judge that a Man 


wha. has a Place of Profit, is much more capable of ma- 


king an Expence, then he that has none. But ſuppoſing 
any Geurleman fo wickedly diſpos'd, as to ſacrifice his O- 
pinion to the Lucre of a Place, does not ſuch a Perſi 

who has ſpent five or fix hundred Pounds at his Election, 
and his Gireumſtances not very able to bear it, come 
more prepar'd for a Conrc-Temprtation, than if he had 


enjoy'd his Seat in Parliament, and been free from the 


Trouble and Expence of frequent Elections? I appeal to 
Gentlemen, if Expences are not increasd ? And if any 
Inſtance. can be praduc'd where they are abated, ma- 
Ny more may be where they are increas'd; ſo that the 
End of the Bill, in this reſpect, is no Way anſwer d. 
It is. aid, that Expences being voluntary, it is the 
Fault only of thoſe who make them; but when we ob- 
ſerve the Contagion of Expences to be univerſally ſpread 
in the Kingdom at the Time of Elections, and a Diſſolu- 
tion of Manners occaſion'd by ſuch Expences,' ic is Time 
for the Legiſlatute to interpoſe, and prevent the dange- 
rous Conſequences of ſuch an Evil. Do, Gentlemen, con- 
ſider the Diſtractions occaſion d by Election, and the Im- 
poſſibility, conſidering the ſmall Interval of Elections, to 
heal up thoſe Wounds which the Animoſities of Parties 
have occaſion'd; ſo that tis little better than living in a 
continual State of Warfare. This is a no lefs fatal than 
andeniable Conſequence of this Bill, which was calculated 
for the Eaſe of the Subject.

Sir, repos d in us, is that of the Publick Good; the King,

As to the Expences in Elections, it muſt be acknow. 
ledg'd that they are grown very ſcandalous, as well ag 
grievous and burthenſome to the Gentlemen of England, 
They have increas d upon them, not from the Canteſt 
of neighbouring Gentlemen with one another, but from 
Strangers (by what Influence or Direction I cannot tell) 
coming to their Boroughs, who have no natural Intereſt 
to recommend them, nothing but Bribery and Corrup- 
tion, which has put Gentlemen under the Neceſſity of 
great Ex pences to preſerve their Intereſts, and to ſerve 
their Country. And you muſt give me leave to add, that 
another Cauſe has been the Impunity that Bribery and 
Corruption have met with in this Houſe, when they have 
been very notorious, and very fully detected. But, I fear, 
this Bill can be no Cure to that Evil, it will rather in- 
 Cyeaſe it; for as the Term of the Continuance of a Par- 
liament is prolong'd, ſo the Expences will increaſe with 
it. An Annuity for ſeven Years, deſerves a better Conſi- 
deration, than one for three; and thoſe that will give 
Money to get into Parliament, will give more for ſeven 
than for three Years. Nothing will ſo effectually prevent 
Expences, as Annual Parliaments: That was our ancient 
Conftitution, and every Departing from it, is uſually at- 
tended with great Inconveniencies. 

As for our Animofities and Diviſions, I am ſorry there 
are any, but cannot believe this Bill will be a Remedy for 
them. The Animoſities and Diviſions rais'd by Elections, 
are of a private Nature, and little affect the Publiek; thoſe 
that do, are otherwiſe to be accounted for, which might 
have been extinguiſh'd ; but the Opportunities have 
been neglected, and I wiſh ſome Perſons have not ftudy'd 
rather to continue and increaſe them, than to extinguiſh 
them. I will ſpeak plainly on this Occaſion. I think 
the greateſt Animoſities and Diviſions, the greateſt Diſ- 
contents and Uneafineſfes now among us, have been owing 
to the unreaſonable Reſentments, Avarice, and Ambition

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That our Enemies will take Advantage of our Di- 
viſions, is not to be doubted, if it is in their Power ; but 
1 muſt obſerve, that fince the Triennial Act paſt'd 
there have been ten ſevera] Parliaments call'd, moſt 0 
them when you were actually in War, your Animoſities 
and Diviſions great, and your Enemies vigilant ; yet

The laſt of the Arguments I have recited, is the En- 
conragement this will give to your Allies to enter into 
Treaties with you.

I ſhould be ſorry we had 
ſuch Allies as would not treat with his Majeſty with- 
out our giving up our Conſtitution. Should the like be 
aſed of them, they would certainly entertain ſuch a Pro- 
poſition with the Contempt and Indignation it deſerv'd. 
But what you are now going to do, inſtead of ſtreng-

one, ] Think the only Queſtion before us is, Whether the Tri-

Int ermiſſion of Parliaments ; and therefore it provided, Thy 
there ſhordd.be a Seſſion once in three Nears; but by no Mean, 
limited any Time for the Duration of : Parliaments. Thi, 
Act was repeal'd in the 16ch of Charles the ad, becauſe 
there were ſome Provifians made in it, which were loox d 
upon as a Derogation to the Rights of the Crown, I he. 
lieve I may venture to ſay, the firſt Reſtriction which ever 
rhe Crown lay under, as tothe Continuance of Parliament WW 
was in the 6th of William and Mary. Then ſprung up tho 
Triennial Law, which is the Subject of our preſent De 
bate; and which, however well defign'd, was certainly 
an Innovation, till then unheard of. So what is now 
offer'd in this Bill, is only, in ſome Meaſure, to reinftats 
the Crown in that Power which it had always enjoy'd, 

And I can't but be ſurpriz'd, that thoſe Gentlemen who 
have hitherto boaſted themſelves to be the zealous Aſſerton 
of the Prerogative of the Crown, ſhould of a ſudden be ſo 
fond of a Law which undoubtedly is a very great Dini. 
nut ion of it. I hope I ſhall not be miſunderſtood, as if 
this were the only Reaſon which induces me to approve of 
the preſent Bill: No, though I ſhall always have a due 
Regard to the Prerogative, yet if I could imagine that this 
Bill would prove the leaſt Detriment to the Publick, the 
leaſt Infringment of the Liberties of my Fellow- Subject 
my Vote ſhould never flatter any Crown ſo far, as to 1. 
vive ſuch a Drerogative. | 
The Deſign of this Bill is only to enlarge the Time fo 
the Conti nuance of Parliaments, by making them 'Septet 
nial, inſtead of Triennial. Of the Law, as it now ſtands 
we have already had the Experience about two and twen- 
ty Years; and what Advantage have we gain'd ? Has i 
ever anſwer'd one ſingle End for which it was intended! 
On the contrary, has it not produc'd the moſt miſchievos 
Effects? What endleſs Diviſions has it created among Neigh 
bours, Friends, nay; the neareſtRelations? How has it m 
in'd Gentlemens Eſtates? Made them not only Beggin, 
but Slaves to the very meaneſt of the People? What? 
Scene of Corruption has it every where introduc'd? Hos 
has it debauch'd the Morals of the Nation? Even the AG 
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miniſtration of Provincial Juſtice, which has always deen 
efteem'd the Glory of our Conſtitution, has been infected: 
And I wiſh the Infection may have reach'd no farther. 
Theſe are ſome of the fatal Conſequences we have already 
experienc'd by this Triennial Law; and thoſe alone, in 
my humble Opinion, would be ſufficient, Reaſons for the 
Alteration of it. However, let us conſider the preſent Cir- 
cumftances of our Affairs. In order to it, let us a little 
look back to the Original of our Misfortunes: And are 
they not owing to that unreaſonable Cry of the Danger of 
the Church, under the ſpecious Pretence of fupporting the 
Church of England, though manifeſtly in Favour of that 
of Rome? That unhappy Deluſion, which has been ſo in- 
duſtriouſly, ſo maliciouſly fpread, and fo fatally indulg'd?

Continuation of the Campaign in Hungary. 


N our laſt Reiter we gave an Account of an entire 
| Victory obtain” * the Imperial Army, commanded 
by Prince Engenze of Savoy, over the Army of Infidels 
under the Command of the Grand Viſiet, near Salenkemen, 
on the Fth of Aug. To improve this Advantage, that 
prince, on the gth of that Month, ent a Detachment 
of Horſe and Foot, under the Command of Count f and 
Prince Alexander of Wirtemberg, to inveſt Temeſwaeyz be- 
fore which Place he arriv*d on the 26th, with all the Im- 

rial Army, The five following Days were employ'd in 
Cs Bridges over the many Moraſſes which lie about 
the Place, in aſſigning to the General Officers their re- 
ſpetive Commands, to the Troops their ſeveral _ in 
making Faſcines, and in the other neceflary Preparations 
for opening the Trenches. On the zoth ſome of the Ar- 
tillery for the Seige arriv'd from adin. In the 
Night between the uſt and ad of September, all Things 
deing in a Readineſs for opening the Trenches, 2000 Pio- 
neterq with eight Battalions, and re00 Horle, were orders 
for that Service, who accordingly broke Ground about 
400 Paces from the Palanks, by the Gate of Arat, and 
work'd with ſuch Diligence, that they had cover d them 
{elves before Break of Day z and though the Beſteg d rl 
hard all Night with Cannon and Musket, as well from the 
Town, ax from the Pelanka, yet the Imperialiſts had only 
one Captain and nine Soldters killd, and 6 wounded : 
Among the laſt, was Prince Den Emanuel of Porriengal, who 
reoeiv d a Contuſon in his right Leg, by a Cannon Ball, 
which kill'd his Horſe under him. The following Night 
the Befiegers began to raiſt two Batteries, which being 
fninrd on the Fth, ſeven Cannons were planted on each 
Break, they began to fire,

four wounded, 99 nnen 
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_ lanka being ſufficiently enlarg'd, ſeveral Miners were fir d, 
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and ten kill'd, among which laſt was one Lieutenant 


and the Major of the Trenches, Colonel Count Hohenfield, 
who was ſhot with a Cannon Ball, On the gth the 
Bombs of the Beſiegers did ſuch Execution, that moſt of 


the Houſes on the Right and Left of the Palanka, fronting 


the Attack, were ſet on Fire, and burn'd from eight at 


Night *till almoſt Day-Break the next Morning. About 
ten that Night the beſieg'd made a very great Fire from 
the Rampart of the Palanka, which put the Beſiegers in 
Alarm; and at the ſame Time a Detachment of the Gar. 
riſon ſally'd out, with Torches in their left Hands, and 
drawn Sabres in their Right, with Deſign to attack the 
Works that were moſt advanc'd; to favour which, their 
Artillery fir'd three Vollies; but the Imperial Infantry 
plying them hard with Muſket-Shot, they retir'd into 
the Place without ſtriking a Blow. On the roth two 
new Batteries were begun in the advanc'd Lines towards 
the Palanka, and the Approaches were carry'd on within 
fixty Paces of the Ditch. ' That Day the Beſieg'd made 
ſeveral Sallies, but found the Beſiegers in continual Readi - 
neſs to receive them, and were every Time repulsd with 
Loſs. On the 11th, before Day, they made a Sally with 
a ſtrong Detachment of Horſe and Foot, by the Gate on 
the left of the Approaches; and taking a Compaſs, came 
behind the Out-Guards and Horſe that were poſted to co- 
ver the Attack on that Side: Theſe Troops, which con- 
ſiſted of Hungarian Militia, were at firſt - put into ſome 


Diſorder, and gave Ground, eſpecially the Horſe; but 


Schonborn's Regiment of Dragoons, and other Troops, haſten- 
Ing to their Aſſiſtance, the Inſidels were driven back into 
the Place. In this Action the Imperialiſts loſt 50 Men, 
On the 16th they began to throw Bombs into the Town, 
and to fire from the heavy Cannon that were plac'd on 
the Batteries, in order to make 'a Breach in the Palar- 
ka, on the Counterſcarp of which the Imperialiſts had 
lodg'd themſelves. On the 23d a Body of Infidels, cont: 
ſting of 2000 Spahi's, 500 Janiſaries,and 8ooo Tartars, com 
manded by the Aga of the Janiſaries, who had been late 
ly made Seraskier of Belgrade, advanc'd and fell upon 
Count Paifi's Quarters, thinking to force thro* the Camp: 
They return'd thrice to the Charge, and were as often re. 
puls d, and forc'd to retire towards the Temes, with great 
Loſs by the Imperial Horſe, who were poſted along tle 
Line of Circumvalation; on whoſe Side the Loſs was iu- 


conſiderable. The ſame Day the Beſieg d made a Sally, 


but without Succeſs. On the 24th, the Breach inthe 2 
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who made three Openings, in Order to lay as many Brid- 
ges over the Ditch. On the 25th the Beſiegers made the 
neceſſary Diſpoſitions for ſtorming the Palenks the next 
Day; but were prevented by the Beſieg'd, who deſtroy'd 
their Galleries by Bombs, which they roll'd from the Fu- 
lanka over Boards upon them. On the 26th they got rea- 
dy a new Battery of Cannons and Mortars, and began to 
re-eſtabliſh their Galleries; which being repair'd by the 

. 28th, they made the other requiſite Diſpoſitions for the 
Storm on the 29th; but were again prevented by another 
Wile of the Turks, who ſtopping the Current of the River 

Bega, which runs into the Dith, ſwell'd the Water to that 

Degree, that it ſet theGalleries a floating. This oblig'd the 

Imperial Generals to make an Opening in the Banks of that 

River, about three Leagues off from their Camp, to cauſe 

the Waters to take another Courſe; which having done, 

Prince Alexander of Wirtemberg, on the 1ſt of Ofbober, 

ſtorm'd the Palanka with 17 Batralions, and, after a moſt 

deſperate Reſiſtance, made himſelf Maſter of it, and poſted 


his Troops behind the Coupure, and new Intrenchments - 


made by the 2 This Palanka was defended by 7000 
Turks, many of whom fell in the Action. The Imperia- 
liſts had 4 General Officers, (among whom were Prince 
Alexander of Wirtemberg, and his Brother Prince Fredexick 
wounded, together with 3 Colonels, 5 Lieutenant Colo- 
nels, 5 Majors, 24 Captains, 32 Lieutenants, 10 Enſigns, 
14 Serjeants, 63 Corporals, and 1317 private Men; and 
1 Lieutenant Colonel, 3 Majors, 9 Captains, 15 Lieute- 
nants, 2 Enſigns, 9 Serjeants, 25 Corporals, and 391 pri- 
vate Men kill'd; amounting in the whole to 1942 Men 
kil'd and wounded. Having thus taken the Palanka, the 


Imperialiſts began to make their Approaches againſt the. 


Town; and having rais'd their Batteries, on the 6th of 
OFober began to bombard it with 14 Mortars, and to bat- 
terit on the xxth with 43 Pieces of heavy Cannon; in- 


ſomuch, that about Noon the next Day, the Garriſon hung 


out a white Flag, and deſir'd to capitulate; ro which 
Prince Eugene having conſented, the Governor ſent Ach- 
met Aga, Commander of the Caſtle, and Ali Efendi, as 
Hoſtages to the Imperial Camp; on whoſe Part General 
Wallis and Count Phillip were ſent into the Town. The 
Capitulation was ſign'd on the 14th, when the Imperia- 
liſts rook Poſſeſſion of all the Out-works, and of ſome of 
the Gates of the Town; as they did the next Day of the 

Caſtle, and all the other Poſts. The Turks entirely evacu- 
ated the Place on the 17th, to the Number of about 14000 
Men in Arms, of whom between 2 and 3000 were Spahi's 
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Colours flying, Drums beating, and to be conducted to 


give a Certificate, that the Beſieg'd have been oy at-

or Troopers: They were allow'd to march ont with Co.

Thus fell this Important Fortreſs into the Hands of the 
Imperialiſts, after the Infidels had been in Poſſeſſion of it 
164 Years. It is a Town of Hungary, upon the River of 
Temes, from whence it has its Name; it lies five League: 
from Lippa, towards the Borders of Tranſylvazia, and about 
ten from Belgrade. The Turks took it from the Tranſylva- 
nian in 1552, and fortify'd it to that Degree, that they 
eſteem'd it impregnable. It is indeed the ſtrongeſt Place 
they had. Irs Dependencies are the County of Temeſwaer, 
which is bounded on the North by Chaunad and Tranſyl

The Iſland of Corfon is of the higheſt Importance to 
the Venetian, for the Security of their Gulph, and the 
preſervation of Zante, Cephalonia, and other Iſlands; with 


which they could not maintain any Communication, if 


the Turks were once Maſters of that Poſt, But that the 
Reader may be the better acquainted how greatly it be- 
hoves the Yenetians to preſerve Corfou, we think fic to in- 
fert a ſhort Account of this Iſland, extracted from Coro 
rell's Deſcription of the Morea. 3 = x 
Corfoi is an Ifland in the lonian Sea, near the Coaſt of 
Epirus, at the Mouth of. the Gulph of Venice. It is a Pro- 
vince of the Southern Turkey in Europe, call'd by the Turks 
Romelia, It was known to the Ancients by the Name 
of Corcyra and Pheacia, and by Climacus call'd Drepenoz 
becauſe of its Figure, which ſomewhat reſembles a Scith, 
which that Word in the Greek Language ſignifies. Ic has 
two chief Promontories or Capes, one on the North Side of 
it, call'd Capo Bianco, or White Cape, and the other between 
the South and Eaſt, call'd Di Leuchin, and by ſome Ca- 
o Lianco di Levant, i. e. Mhite Cape of the Eaſt. This 
land is divided into four Parts, which the Venetians call 
Baglia or Reggimento, that is, Diſtrict or Government; 
Theſe four are Leros, Mezo, Givre or Agiru, and Leuchin, 
The Air is generally healthful, and the Soil all over che 
Country very fruitful, producing, among other Things, 
abundance of Limon and Orange Trees that bear very ex- 
cellent Fruit, Homer places the famous Gardens of King 
Alcinows in this Iſland. It produces likewiſe Wines, Oil, 
and Honey, The Diſtrict of Leuchin was formerly very con- 
ſiderable, for the ancient Epiſcopal Town Gardicht, which 
is at two Leagues Diſtance from the Eaſtern Sea. It has 
now about 25 Villages; of which Patami, from whence 
there is a deep Chanel to carry Ships thence to the Sea, 
is the largeſt, and inhabited by about 10000 Souls. Givre of. 
Agirs, contains about 20 Villages. and Yooo Inhabitants. 
Leros has 25 Villages, a bout the ſame Number of Inhabitants; 
and Caſfope, now Caſſopo, is the Capital of it. The Terri- 
tory of Mezo 1s the moſt conſiderable, for in that ſtands the 
Town of Corfou, the Capital of the whole Iſland, beſides 
30 Villages, having in all above 25000 Inhabitancs,

Corfon was formerly ſubject to the Kings of Naples, but 


the Troubles of that Kingdom gave the Inhabitants Oc- 


caſion to withdraw from their Yoke, and to ſubmit to the 


\ Republick of Venice in 1386, Father Giulio Vanello; of 


the Order of Franciſcans, contributed much to this Change, 
both by his Advice and Actions; for it was he that gave 
Miani, Commander of the Gulf, Poſſeſſion of the Town 
in St. Francis's Church, then conſecrated under the Name 
of San Angelo. It was there that Venetian Lord receiv'{ 
the Keys for the Republick; and in Memory of this, all 
that repreſent the State of Venice, come to this Church, 
accompany'd with the Clergy, every Year on the 20th 
of May; and after the Proto- papa has made a Speech upon 
the Subject, the chief Commanders preſenc the Order 
with two Ducats for the Wax or Candles of the Church, 


as an Acknowledgement of the firſt Contract. The Ve. 


tians held the Iſle of Corfou upon no other Title than this, 
until Ladiſlaus, King of Naples, made over all his Right 


of it to them in 1401, for 30000 Ducats, and they have

The Power of the Turſs, in late Ages, growing more and 
more dangerous and formidable in Europe, the Republick 
was at an incredible Expence to render this Place impreg- 
nable, it being juſtly eſteem'd the Gate of the Gulph, and 
the Barrier of Italy. The Republick ſends ſix Noblemen 
thither, whoſe Government holds but two Years: The 
firſt has the Title of Bailiff; the ſecond of Proveditor and 
Captain; the third and fourth of Counſellors; the fifth of 
Great Captain or Governor of the new Cittadel; and the 
fixth of Caſtellan, or Governor of the Caſtle de Ia Campans 
in the old Town. og 
In the Year 1537 the Turks made a Deſcent on this l. 
Nand with 25000 Men, ſent by Solyman II. under, the 
Command of the famous Barbarofſa, whom the Venetian, 
oblig'd ro retire with Diſhonour, after having Joſt many 
of his Men. So that this is not the, firſt Time that jhe 
Infidels have miſcarry'd in their Attempts on this Ifland,

from Cephalonia, reſolving, after that Junction, to attack 
the Enemy. Mean while General Schicylenbzerg usd all 


manner of Diligence in the neceſſary Preparations fordefend- 
ing the Town of Corfon, where the whole Number of the 
Garriſon, which conſiſted of Sclavonians, Germans, Trali- 


ans, and Greeks, did not exceed 2000 Men; and with 
theſe was the Town, the old and the new Fortreſs to 
be defended. On the Sth the Turks began their Deſcenit 
ons the Iſland, employing their Galleys and light Veſſels 
in that Service, while their large Ships remain'd at An- 
chor in the Chanel; into which the Venetian Pleet enter'd 
that very Day in the Afternoon, and having the Wind, 
bore down directly on the Turks with great Refolution; 
and tho? theſe laſt had ſome Notice of their Approach, b 

the Cannon the Venetians had fir d to ſalute, as they pale 
by our Lady of Caſſopo, yet ſome of their Ships were 
oblig'd to cut their Cables, and the ſudden Attack put 


them into ſome Diſorder. The Chevalier Hangini fell on 


firſt, with the St. Laurence and the Dove, which Ships 
ſignaliz d themſel ves in the Action. The Chevalier Cor- 
daro, a' young Nobleman, who commanded the firſt of 
them, was kill'd with a Cannon Ball in the Beginning. 
of the Fight; which in à little Time became general, and 


the Turks were put into very great Diforder, ſome of 


their Ships being foul one of another. The Action be- 
gun about five in the Afternoon; ſoon after which there 
came à dead Calm, that continu'd till Night, which 
parted the two Fleets: However, the Loſs on the Infidels 
Side was con ſiderable, a! great Number of their Men be- 
ing kill'd, one Sultana funk; and ſeverall others diſabled. 
On the other Hand,” the'Fenetians had but few Men kill'd, 
and their Shi ps were but little damag CWWd. 
This is the Actount the Venetiauns have thought fit to 
give us of this Action; and ſinde we neither have, nor

defended for three Days, but at length were forc'd to yield

The Turks bent their next Efforts againſt; the weakeſi 
Part of the Counterſcarp of the New Fortreſs, and having 
rais d Batteries on the two Eminences above mention, 
they cannonaded and bomarded both the Town and that

into the Trenches, the Germans in the Front, the Sc/avani- 


ans in the Rear; at the ſame Time being ſeconded by 


the Cannon and Muſkets of the Place, by the Fire of the 


other two Parties that ſally'd, and by that of the Galleys, 


they beat the Tur is out of their Trenches, killing many of 


them, and retir'd themſelves in good Order. But notwith- 


ſtanding theſe Advantages, the Infidels were again in Rea- 
dineſs to make a general Aſſault on the 19th, by Break of 
Day. A Cloud of Duſt that was rais'd by the Motion of 

their whole Army, conceal'd their Approach, and on a 

ſudden they ruſh'd into the Counterſcarp. The Chriſtians 
ſurpriz d by ſuch ſuperior Numbers, who, they ſaw, were 
endeavouring to ſurround them, retir'd; and the Infidels, 
cutting down the Paliſadoes, open'd themſelves a Paſſage, 
enter'd the Places of Arms, and poſleſs'd themſelves of che 
Hornwork call'd St. Anthony They attempred likewiſe 
to ſeize the Gate of Communication, and having planted 
their Colours on the Counterſcarp, threw up Gronnd co 
make Lodgments, and were going to ſcale. the Angles of 
the new Fortreſs, In this Diſtreſs General Schuylemburg, 
having ſoon 'rally'd his Troops, oppos'd the Attempts the 
Enemy made to enter the Gate, which nevertheleſs they 
would have carry'd, had they not been beaten off by the 
{mall Shot and Artillery of the Bulwark call'd Sarandino, 
which was well fupply'd ; The Guards of the new Fortreſs 
being alſo reinforc'd, Stones, Bombs, Grenadoes, and Fire- 
works were thrown among the Enemy; and the FPenetians 
ſallying at the ſame Time, Sword in Hand, repuls'd and 
drove them off the Counterſcarp, which they quitted with 
ſuch Precipitation, that they left behind them 30 Colours, 
and ſeveral Ladders of an unuſual Size and Make. They 
were at the ſame Time driven from the Ravelin and pali- 
ſadoes, with great Slaughter, many of them being blown 
vp by the ſpringing of Mines, or kilFd by the Cannon of 
the Beſieg'd, which gall'd them on every Side. This Suc- 
ceſs was fallow'd by a violent Rain, which extreamly in- 
commoding the Infidels in their Trenches and Camp, quite 
diſhearten'd them from making any farther Attempts; in- 
ſomnch that on the 22d in the Morning, the Beſieg d per- 
ceiving that the Trenches were empty, and the Hills bare- 
pf Men, march'd out to take Poſſeſſion of them, and found 
Flag the Infidels had left behind them 56 Cannon and 10

Mortars, with their Carriages, as alſo a great Number of 
Horſes, Buffalo's, and Camels, a great Quantity bf Rice,

HE Affairs of theſe two pochte ade for fom 
Months paſt been ſo'' variouſly reported, that w, 
who pretend to no other Intelli gence than What the pub: 
lick Papers afford us, have pur; ofely omitted to {peak of 
them, being unwilling to amuſe our Readers} with fuch 
ſelf-contradiftory Relations, as are contain din thoſe Advi. 
ces: However, having propos” to ourſelves to give our 
Readers a general View of All the Tranſi&iohs bf Europe, we 
think our ſelves oblig' d, without farther Dehay, to extra, 
as impartially as 'W Gan; 'the Octurences'that” have ip 
penid between the Kings of Sweden and Denmark.” 
In our firſt Regiſter (Page 18) we left the King of Soc 
| 40 driven out of all bis Dominions in the Empire, except 
Weiſmar in the Dukedom of Mectlenbirg, Which was then 
(about the End of December laſt) cloſe blockd up. To 
revenge himſelf för theſe Loſſes, he reſplyv'd to paſs the 
Sound over the Ice; and attack Copenhagen; but was pr. 
vented by à ſudden Thaw,” that happend at the very Time 
when his Troops were in Motion ro undertake this daring 
Attempt. Upon this Diſappointment he refolv'd to make 
an Irr prion into Norway, * Accordingly,” on the 8th of 
March, he put himſelf at the Head of the Troops that he 
had aſſembled for that Purpoſe, and aUvancing the next 
Day to the Paſs of Baſmo, his Vanguard was atfack'd by i 
the Daniſþ Colonel Kruſe, who was poſted there with ſons 
Squadrons: of Horſe to defend that Paſs,” "He at firſt put 
the 2 into ſome Diſorder, but the King, with the 
Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, coming up with the reſt-of the Ca 
valry,'the Danes were ſoon repuls'd. In this Action the 
Prince of Heſſe Caff® receiv'd' a Shot in his right Leg, but 
the Bullet not going thro was cut out of the Fleſh, and 
the Prince was foo eur d of that Wound.

On the zoth of March a 
ſtrong Detachment of Swedes march'd out of Chriſtiana, 
and attack d the Caſtle of Aggerhuys, Sword in Hand, 
with a great Deal of Fury, but after an Action which 
Jaſted two Hours, were re puls'd with the Loſs of a great ma- 
ny Men; but ſoon after wards returning to the Aſſault, 
made themſelves Maſters of it, and from thence advanc'd

About the Beginning of April, the Garriſon of Heiſma - 
being reduc'd to great Extremities, and ſeeing. the Har-

Mean while the Czar and the King of Denmark, having 
projected a Deſign to make a Deſcent in Schonen, thoſe two 
Princes had an Interview at copay > towards the End 


of May, in order to concert that A

pected he would: However, they reſolv'd upon that En-

HESE Countries having for ſome Months paſt been 
the Scene of Negotiations and Intriguezs of State, ra- 
ther than of Publick Ozcurrences, and thoſe too, not being 
yet brought to any Concluſion, we have very little to 
fay of them; and therefore ſhall only take Notice, that 
Treaties of Alliance having been propos'd to the States 
General, as well on the Part of the Emperor, as of France, 
M. de Chateanneuf, the French Embaſſ.dor at the Hague, 
us d his utmoſt Endeavours to obtain his Ends by one 
Means or other; and perceiving how cloſely Great Britain 
and the Republick of Holland were united in Point of In- 
tereſt, he propos'd an Alliance to be made between France, 
Great Britain, and the States General of the united Pro- 
vinces, excluſive of the Emperor. To this Purpoſe he 
was continually repreſenting to the principal Members of 
that Common- wealth, that the Power of the Houſe of 
Auſtria having for ſome Years paſt been growing more 
and more formidable, and it being very unlikely that 
the States ſhould be long free from Diſputes with that 
Houſe, eſpecially conſidering the Neighbourhood of Era- 
bart and Flanders, it would be abſolutely cheir Intereſt co

rial to the States, conſiſting of four Articles; the firſt con- 
cerning Religion; the ſecond relating to the Subſidies; 
the third touching the Extent of their Limits; and the 
fourth upon the Regulation of Commerce, The Anſwer 
which the States-General made to the three firſt of theſe 
Articles, contain'd in Subſtance, That the States, on their 
Parc, had exactly obſerv'd the Barrier Treaty, and were 
determin'd always ſtrictly to do ſo.

Some: Days before this, an Order was publiſh'd, reciting, 
That the King having taken into con ſideration, that long 
and frequent Mournings are a great Obſtruſtion to Com- 
erce and Manufattures, had thought fit co reſtrain Mourn-, 
ings to one half of the Time they us'd to continue, vis 
he Mourning for crown'd Heads, Princes, and Prin 
eſſes of the Blood, to fix Months; the King likewiſe 
Peſtrains Mournings us'd among his Subjects, to one half of 
he Time: Wives are to mourn for their Huſbinds but a 
ear; and Huſbands for their Wives but fix Months.

be treated upon an equal Foot with them; yet ſtill, after the

Thoſe two Inftruments have been 
regiſter'd in your Parliament; but neither rhe Authority 
of this Edict, nor any Law whatſvever, can communi- 
cate Titles and Advantages of fo high a Nature, which 
nothing but Birth alone can render any Perſon capable 
to enjoy, No Man in your Kingdom is ignorant, that 
lawful Wedlock in the Royal Family, is the ſole Source 
of the Princes of the Blood. Your Parliament knowing 
the Rights of the Crown, and the fundamenral Laws of 
your Kingdom, and being fully convinc'd that the Qua- 
lity of Prince of the Blood, the Honours that are annex'd 
to it, and the Capacity of ſucceeding to the Crown, could 


not be acquir'd but by a legitimate Deſcent, have qi 4

given to underſtand, (by the Terms of the verbal Proce 

of the Act of Enregiſtering) that they paid Obedience to

the juſt Complaints of the Princes of the Blood, during 
the Life of the late King, and oblig'd the Princes of Con- 
de and Conti to be preſent at the Regiſtering of this Edict.

would require a Reaſon from him; they being perſwaded, 
that their Silence at a Time when their Oppoſitions 


would not be heard, ſhoutd not be prejudicial to the 


Laws of the State, nor to the Rights of their Birth. | 
The ſame Prudence made them prefer the publick Good 
to their neareſt Intereſts, in the Aſſembly of your Parlia- 
ment of the 2d of September, 1715; in which the con- 
ferring of the Regency upon Monſieur the Duke of or- 
ans and the regulating of the Government of the King- 
dom duting your Majeſty's Minority, were tranſacted; 
altho' all the Wiſhes of the Publick ſeem'd moſt earneſtly 
to expect ar leaſt a bare Declaration from the Princes of 
the Blood, to deſtroy that very Deed which had given ſo 
great a Blow to the fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, 
The ſame Motives engag'd them (when your Majeſty came 
to your Parliament, to authorize by your Preſence the 
Reſolutions that were taken in that Aſſzmbly) neither to 
interrupt, nor to ſuſpend, by the Intervention of any 
other Affair, how important ſoever, Deciſions that were 
ſo preſſing, and ſo neceſſary for the Good of the State, 


But at preſent the Princes of the Blood cannot, without 


betraying che Honour of their Name, and the Intereſt of 
their Poſterity, nor without degenerating from the Vir- 
tues of their Anceſtors, diſpenſe with themſelves from en- 
deavouring to ſtop the Courſe of ſo dangerous an Innovation, 
capable to diminiſh the Splendor of the Royal Family by 
the Multitude of legitimared Princes, of their Deſcendants, 
and of ſuch as in Proceſs of Time may, by the ſame 
Method, find Means to make themſelves Branches of it, 


and fo to deprive the Nation of their Right, to beſtow the 


Crown an the Perſon they ſhall judge moſt proper, in Caſe of 
Failure of the Princes of the Blood, This new Order of 


Succeſſion to the Crown, draws after it dangerous Conſe- 
quences, (which indeed may be deſtroy'd by the moſt 
ſacred Laws of the State) but are taken from the very 
Terms of the Edict, that ſeems to preſerve to the Princes 
of the Blood their Rauk of Succeſſion : But which, in 
making the legitimated Princes equal to them, and ren- 


dering them-capable to fucceed to the Crown, proceeds fo 


far as to declare, that the Motive of this incredible Fa- 


vour is no other than the Honour and Advantage they 


have of being the Iſſue of the late King. They are there- 
fore, in the Terms of this Edict, at the ſame Time Prin- 
ces of the Blood, and the King's Sons. What may not 
be fear d from the Re · union of theſe two Qualities in the

them into the Houſe of Bourbon, and the other placing 
them in the firſt Degres of the late King's direct Line. 
Theſe are Conſequences ſo important and pernicious, that 
not only the Princes of the Blood, bur likewiſe all France, 
have an equal Intereſt, that the legitimated Princes re- 
enter into the Order out of which they have been taken. 
All the Nat ion was convinc'd, when this Edict and Decla- 
ration appear'd, that they directly wounded the funda- 
mental Laws of the Kingdom, and could not ſubſiſt, for 
want of Power in the Legiſtator. The Right of Succeſſion 
to the Crown is inherent in that Family alone, that the 
Nation has choſen to reign over them; and by this Act it 
ſelf they rejected from that Time forwards, as incapable, 
all thoſe who are not of that Family. This Incapacity 
carries with it that of aſſuming the Quality or Title of 
Princes of the Blood; becauſe this Title ſuppoſes a Deſcent 
from the Royal Family; a-Thing that can never be ſaid 
of thoſe that are not lawfully aſcended from it; and 
when it comes to fail, the Nation reſumes all its Rights 
of chuſing it ſelf a Maſter. How extenſive, and how 
worthy of Reſpect ſoever the Sovereign Power of Kings 
may be, yet it is not above Nature it ſelf, nor ſuperior 
to the fundamental Laws of the State. It is to this 
ſacred and inviolable Maxim, and to its generous Defen- 
ders, that France was indebted for its Preſervation under 
Charles the 7th. *Tis to this that the Honſe of Beur- 
bon owes the Crown. Thoſe who continu'd. faithful to 
Henry the Great, had not a better Reaſon to hinder the 
Attempt of the League, when they deſign'd to chuſe a 
King, than the inviolable Form of the Government, 
which allows none to be acknowledg'd as Kings, bur 
ſuch as are deſcended from the Royal Houſe, The Age of 
Kings neither diminiſhes nor increaſes their Power; the 
Laws of the State, are the Foundation of their Authority 
And when they conform themſelves to it, tis needleſs to 
alk at what Age they do ſo. The Wiſdom of thoſe whom 
the Law makes the De poſitaries of their Authority, ſup- 
Plies whatever may be wanting in their Age. Where- 
fore it remains for your Majeſty to' diſannul, on your 
Seat of Juſtice, an Edict ſo extraordinary, and which 
Overturns the moſt ſacred Laws of the Kingdom. No- 
thing is more worthy of you, than to employ your Sb- 
Vereign Authority in re-eſtabliſhing and maintaining the 
fundamental Laws of your Crown, and to preſerve the

The Duke of Maine, and the other legitimated Iſſue of

not be receiv'd by any Tribunal whatſoever, for ſeveral 
Reaſons there alledg'd. But that Memorial being too large, 
we muſt refer it to our next, and ſhall here only take No- 
tice, that the uſual Vacation of the Parliament of Periz, 
from the 8th of September, to the 11th of November, pre- 
vented the Duke of Bourbon, and the other Princes of the 
Royal Blood, ſrom the Proſecution of their Deſign againſt 
the legitimated Princes; and during that Interval, great 
Endeavours were us'd to reconcile the Parties, or at leaſt 
to oblige the Princes of the Blood to put off their Pre- 
tenſions till the King comes of Age. The Regent ſeem d 
unwilling to interpoſe in this Affair himſelf, as being 
too nearly concern'd in it on both Sides, to eſpouſe either, 
he not only being the firſt Prince of the Blood, but having
